for highway businesses

If all goes according to 
schedule, work should begin 
within three months on a long 
awaited sewer facility for 
Pelham. It will be located near 
the converging points of Bishop 
and Buck Creek. 

The small plant will serve only 
a portion of Pelham’s business 
community. 

“It’s not a big enough plant to 
serve the entire city,’’ mayor 
Burk Dunaway told the Reporter. 
‘*But it’s designed to be added on 
to.”’ 

The mayor said the proposal 
had received a tentative go-ahead 
from the Alabama Water Im- 
provement Commission (AWIC). 
It is subject to approval of plans 
currently being prepared by the 
Charles Tucker Consulting 
Engineers firm. 


Tucker, who owns the 


Homewood based company, 
described the tertiary facility as a 
rotating biological disc which will 
handle 100,000 gallons of sewage 
per day. That amounts to about 
one-seventh of the current needs 
of the city. 

Dunaway expects the city to 
float a bond issue to pay for the 
proposed $500,000 partial 
system. 

Tucker’s firm however, has an 
overall plan based on projected 
population figures for the year 
2000 which would handle up to 
1.5 million gallons per day. Cost 
for building this complete system 
would run as high as $6 million, 
Dunaway said. 

The current proposal will han- 
dle the business sector of Pelham 
along highway 31 from highway 
105 (Bearden Road), south to the 
Pelham-Alabaster city limits, ac- 
cording to Tucker. 


. The engineer explained that the 
plans could be ready for presen- 
tation to the AWIC in Mon- 
tgomery in about two weeks. If 
construction starts within three 
months, the disc could be 
operative by as early as July or 
August of 1981. 

‘‘We want that plant built,” 
stated Dunaway, who has been 
actively pursuing sewer construc- 
tion for four years. Plans for the 
entire system however, have been 
in the makings for nearly eight 
years. 

‘It’s important for the town to 
get this plant,’’ Tucker said, ex- 
plaining that completion of the 
partial facility would make 
government approval for subse- 
quent additions easier to obtain. 

‘*It’s not intended to solve the 
whole problem,’’ Tucker added. 
**But you have to crawl before 
you can run.”’

County sees new trends develop during 1980

The year 1980 saw some new 
thoughts and trends developing 
among the residents of Shelby 
County. 


Increases in the cost of 
gasoline, the general high infia- 
tion rate, dissatisfaction with na- 
tional policies in Washington, 
and the slowdown in local con- 
struction and industrial growth, 
catised changes in lifestyle. 


A new mood seemed to take 
hold, in which people were more 
thoughtful, more quiet and yet 
more willing to express 
dissatisfaction. Because it was an 
election year, some of this new 
mood was shown in the voting 
patterns of Shelby County 
residents. 


The 1980 census showed the 
population of the county had 
risen to 64,196, an increase of 
8,115 in the last two years and an 
increase of 28,159 in the last ten 
years.

ELECTIONS 
1980 was a year of elections in 
Shelby County, beginning with 
the presidential primaries and 


continuing through the 
November general election. 
In the presidential primary 


4,854 Shelby Countians asked for 
the Republican ballot and only 
3,364 local residents voted as 
Democrats. 

Ronald Reagan was favored 
among Republican voters and 
Jimmy Carter was the choice of 
the Democrats. 

In April, residents of north 
Shelby County’s Beat 12 voted 
overwhelmingly - by 81% - in 
favor of zoning, after months of 
citizen activity spurred by in- 
dustrial development in the large- 
ly residential beat. 

A one cent county-wide sales 
tax was passed by a vote of 3,616 
to 3,030. Half of the income 
from the tax is earmarked for 
education; the other half for the 
county general fund. 

Wheels kept turning 
throughout the year for the City

history. The council deadlocked 
on a choice for mayor for several 
weeks, and after holding a straw 
vote among the people, finally 
chose former mayor Mickey Hen- 
son in December to fill the posi- 
tion. 


Other city officials took their 


positions the first week in Oc- 
tober.

Two jailed in Montevallo murder case 


Two Montevallo men are in the 
Shelby County jail, charged with 
the murder of Mrs. M.L. Orr, Sr. 

Mrs. Orr’s body was found in 
her home on Nabors Street in 
Montevallo Wednesday morning, 
December 24, by her son, Dr. 
Milton L. Orr, Jr. 

The 86 year old Mrs. Orr had 
lived alone since the death of her 
husband but had close neighbors 
who regularly looked in on her. 
However, no one in the 
neighborhood heard any noises 
other than dogs barking during 
the night when her death must 
have occurred. 

Victor Kennedy, 18, and Dar- 
rell Grayson, 19, who live in the 
Evansville area of Montevallo, 
were arrested within five hours of 
the discovery of Mrs. Orr’s 
death. 

They are charged with murder 
by suffocation with a pillow case. 
They are both dropouts from 
Montevalo High School. 
Grayson had reportedly done 
yard work for Mrs. Orr. 

Police theorize that her 
assailants entered the house 
through a seldom-used basement 
door. 

They took jewelry and money 
from the house. 

Shelby County District Judge 
Patti Smith read the formal 
charges to Kennedy and Grayson 
Monday afternoon and set bail at 
a hearing in the county cour- 
thouse. 

As Judge Smith read, she ask- 
ed each of the men if they 
understood the charges against 
them. They replied ‘yes’ each 
time. Neither of them showed 


any emotion. 

Judge Smith set bond at a total 
of $350,000 for each man on the 
‘charges against them. 

In addition, Kennedy faces a 
separate charge of robbery for 
which bond was set at $10,000. 
While investigating the Orr 
death, police officers found a 
stereo set at his home that had 
been reported stolen from the 
Baptist Student Union.

that led toward the home of Dar- 
rell Grayson. 

Evidence technicians from 
Pelham reportedly found con- 
siderable evidence within the 
house that they plan to use at the 
trials of both Grayson and Ken- 
nedy.

Attendance zone lines were 
defined at the beginning of the 
year. In May, the Board of 
Education voted that all students 
be required to attend the school 
for which they were zoned. 

A closer look was taken at fire 
safety in the schools, and new 
equipment was installed when 
funds permitted. 

The program for gifted 
students came under scrutiny 
when a hearing was held in the 
case of a Thompson Middle 
School sixth grader. 

At the conclusion of the ses- 
sion, the three member panel of 
educators ruled that 11 year old 
Shane Mills was not getting an 
adequate education. 

A consultant on gifted educa- 
tion was to be hired to draw up a 
new individualized education 
plan for him. 

At year’s end, the board was 
still pursuing the case of River- 
chase teacher Odessa Jackson 
who had been dismissed for in- 
competency. 

But there was an out of court 
settlement with another employee 
of that school. Former book- 
keeper Rebecca Tatum, who 
claimed she was dismissed 
without cause, received a $1,700 
settlement. 


And nine Pelham teachers who 
had filed a slander suit against 
former principal Earnest Douglas 
also received an out of court set- 
tlement just before the trial was 
to begin. 

Montevallo High School prin- 
cipal Cratie Corbett resigned, 


‘citing health reasons. 


~ An assistant principal at Berry 
High School, Joe Perkins, was 
named to replace him. 

A construction project com- 
pleted during the year was a voca- 
tional skills building at the Area 
Vocational Center. 


COUNTY GOVERNMENT 


The county governing body 
spent most of its time trying to 
Stay within its budget during 
1980. Leading the causes of 
financial uncertainty were the 
continuing delays in the tax reap- 
praisal and assessment programs. 
The county borrowed against 
next year’s expected federal 


revenue sharing fund, just as it . 


had the year before. Expectations 
for fiscal year 1981 are higher 
than ever before, and a budget of 
$6.7 million was approved. 
Higher property taxes are ex- 
pected for next year. 

The county landfills at Calera 
and Helena are to be closed 
because of possible health pro- 
blems, and the county is hurrying 
to open a new landfill near Col- 
umbiana. 

Additional personnel was hired 
in several county offices, but 
toward the end of 1980 the coun- 
ty commissioners took Probate 


Judge Tommy Snowden to task 
for not running, a tighter ship in 
the courthouse. 

The board of registrars launch- 
ed a voter re-identification drive 
to clear the county voter list of 
non-eligible voters, but at year- 
end it was at a standstill because 
of the lack of a filing cabinet. It 
was reported that voters respond- 
ed very well to the request for re- 
identifying. 


HOSPITAL 


Shelby Memorial Hospital pro- 
ceeded with its building program 
and completed the addition of a 
third floor just before the year 
1980 ended. Several other parts 
of the Phase II building program 
will continue throughout 1981. 

An uproar was caused in the 
fall when Administrator Roland 
Bradford fired the Assistant Ad- 
ministrator for Nursing, Betty 
Sherer. Petitions circulated with 
hundreds of names, expressing 
public support for Mrs. Sherer. 
Personnel policies were brought 
into question by several members 
of the public, and the matter was 
brought up in county commission 
and hospital board meetings. The 
morale of hospital employees was 
said by many to be at a low ebb. 
The board backed the ad- 
ministrator’s decision in the fir- 
ing and would not give a pulbic 
explanation of it. 

An auditor’s report at the end 
of the year showed the hospital to 
be in good financial condition. 


ACCIDENTS 


A Florida truck driver and a 
school teacher were killed in 
separate accidents at the I-65 exit 
ramp in Alabaster. 

The tragedies occurred within 
ten days of each other. 

Albert Blair was hurled from 
his truck when it overturned on 
the curve in late March. He was 
killed in the crash which also 
resulted in serious injury to his 
passenger, a young Florida 
woman. 

Sandra Kay Middleton was the 
school teacher who lost her life 
when she failed to negotiate the 
same curve. 

Two accidents which were 


similar in nature claimed one life 
this summer. 

Twenty four year old Martin 
Upson Kemp was killed as he 
waited for the light to change at 
the intersection of Hwy. 119 and 
Hwy. 31 in north Shelby County. 

A truck loaded with sand over- 
turned, crushing his vehicle. 

That accident in August hap- 
pened at the same spot where two 
other cars were crushed four 
months earlier. 

Fortunately, no one was 
seriously injured in that accident 
in which an asphalt truck flipped 
over onto the cars, burying them 
beneath its load. 

In late August, the county 
mourned the death of Calera 
High School Principal Ricky 
Cairns who was killed along with 
another Calera resident, Tommie 
Cost, in a head-on crash. 

The two drivers collided on a 
curve on County Road 12, just a 
few miles from Cairns’ home. 

Another head-on crash in late 
November claimed the life of a 
Chelsea woman. 

Lucille Owens Wright was kill- 
ed on Hwy. 280 near the intersec- 
tion of County Road 41. The 
stretch of road almost in the Nar- 
rows was the location of another 
fatal accident which had taken 
place several weeks earlier. 

A truck driver had been killed 
in that accident when his rig over- 
turned. 

Several more highway ac- 
cidents were responsible for other 
deaths in Shelby County during 
the past year. 

Fires in Helena and Alabaster 
claimed two lives during 1980. 

_ Early in the year, a fire in the 
Housing Project in Helena 
resulted in the death of Fannie 
Miller. 

In August, a two year old child 
from Montevallo died in a mobile 
home fire in Alabaster. 

Another fatality occurred on 
an Alabaster dairy farm when an 
employee fell into a grain con- 
veyor. 

Charles Hinds of Pelham was 
the man killed in the Sunday 
morning tragedy the latter part of 
May.

Suspects were apprehended in 
the four murders that were com- 
mitted in the county during the 
past year. 

And the man charged with the 
beating death of a Mt. Brook 
grocer late last year, pled guilty 
before being tried. 

Steve Smith was sentenced to 
28 years for 2nd degree murder. 

The victim of the crime was 
Larry Osborne. His body was 
found tied to a tree in a wooded 
area off Hwy. 25 between Calera 
and Columbiana. 

Money missing from the safe 
of the Western Super Market 
where Osborne was assistant 
manager, has never been 
recovered. 

A reversed decision 
necessitated a second murder trial 
for Bobby Joe Hope who had 
been found guilty of the 1978 
drowning death of Louie Earl 
Jones. 

The same verdict was rendered 
again when the case was retried 
in the spring. 

Another guilty verdict was 
rendered when the case of James 
Williams came to trial in late 
August. 

Williams was sentenced to life 
in the 1979 shooting death of 
Dale McGaughy, a fellow 
employee at Allied Products. 

After undergoing psychiatric 
testing, Corbitt Glen Stallings of 
Helena is scheduled to stand trial 
in 1981. He’s charged with the 
murder of Gale Heatherly, a 
young divorced mother. 

Stallings was arrested 24 hours 
after Heatherly’s body was found 
outside her Pelham home the lat- 
ter part of June. 

Thomas Parker, who was 
charged with the Septemver 
shooting death of Helen Mc-

Other crime which took place 
during the year included a bank 
robbery pulled off by two 
women. 

However, their hiding place on 
the beach at Oak Mt. State Park 
was discovered soon after they 
made off with money from the 
Cahaba Valley branch of the 
First National Bank of Colum- 
biana. 

In October, investigators from 
the sheriff’s department 
discovered loot from the 
burglaries committed in north 
Shelby County during the 
previous six months. 

A prisoner at the Shelby Coun- 
ty jail was sentenced to a 100 
years in prison. Matthew David 
Bullock was found guilty of arm- 
ed robbery, and pled guilty to 
burglary, arson and three counts

of escape. 

Both Bullock and Ricky Hale 
escaped from the Shelby County ‘ 
jail on two occasions, and the se- 
cond time they were accompanied 
by Phillip Martin and Michael 
Hogan. 

All of the prisoners were recap- 
tured. 

Investigators for the sheriff's 
and district at- 
torney’s office arrested several 
people for drug possession. 


Morris O. Davis of Pelham 
was convicted in federal court on 
four counts of gun and drug 
possession and was sentenced to 
8% years in prison. The case is 
being appealed. 

He also faces chages of viola- 
tion of the Alabama uniform 
controlled substance act in 
Shelby County Circuit court. 

A north Shelby County doctor 
was charged with arson in the 
burning of his home and break- 
ing into the office building where 
his office is located.

However, Eddie Elliott, FHA 
County supervisor for Shelby 
County, told the Reporter Mon- 
day that there is money available 
for financing homes for people 
within certain income brackets. 

Elliott said he supposed people 
had become so discouraged about 
high interest rates they had given 
up all plans to build. 

In any case, the FHA has 
money to loan for housing at 13 
percent interest for people whose 
combined family income is no 
higher than $15,000 per year. 

If the combined income is 
$11,200 or less, the FHA has an 
interest credit program where in- 
terest rates drop below 13 per- 
cent, and can go as low as | per- 
cent. 

Terms of these loans are for 33 
years. The maximum square 
footage of the house is 1,300 
square feet. 

The FHA has house plans, or 
individuals can furnish their own. 
Houses may be built on lots own- 
ed by the builder, or loans for 
purchasing lots can sometimes be 
arranged through FHA.

Security. All are accustomed to a 
pink cardboard check mailed in a 
brown window envelope. 

Beginning in January, 
however, all of these welfare 
checks will be mailed in 
lightweight, lavender-colored 
envelopes. The check will be 
printed on the inside of the back 
of the envelope. 

Susan K. Treadwell, director 
of the Shelby county Department 
of Pensions and Security, said 
that all checks are mailed from 
Montgomery and that, according 
to the agency’s state office, the 
change has been made for two 
reasons, 

First, the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security is conforming 
to the check writing and mailing 
system used by the office of the 
State Comptroller, which now 
writes checks for the public 
welfare agency. 

Second, with the new system, 
the checks will be computer- 
written and machine-sealed, thus 
saving the time it takes to stuff 
envelopes with less sophisticated 
methods, 

When they get their checks in 
January, recipients will have to 
tear away the right hand side of 
the envelope at the perforation, 
then fold and tear away the top 
and bottom margins. When they 
open the envelope, they will find 
the check on the right side and a 
stub for personal records on the 
left side. 

Checks to recipients of aid to 
the aged, blind, and disabled 
through the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security are usually 
mailed on the first of the month 
but will be mailed a little later in 
January because of the New 
Year’s holiday. Payments to 
families receiving Aid to Depen- 
dent Children are mailed on the 
tenth,

**A $5 examination fee will be 
required of all applicants for a 
new Alabama Driver’s license or 
learner’s permit beginning 
January 1, 1981," said Colonel 
Jerry Shoemaker, Alabama 
Department of Public Safety 
Director. ‘This fee is required by 
Act 530 of the 1980 Alabama 
Legislature. The proceeds go to 
the state general fund.” 

The $5 examination fee will be 
collected by driver license ex- 
aminers throughout the state 
before an applicant takes the 
written examination. Holders of 
learner’s permits obtained before 
Jan. 1, will not be assessed the 
new fee when they report to an 
examining station to take the 
driving portion of the examina- 
tion. 

‘‘Driver license examiners are 
authorized to accept only cash, 
certified checks or money 
orders,”’ said Major Harold 
Hammond, Commander of the 
driver license division. *‘No per- 
sonal checks will be accepted. 

‘With this new fee being re- 
quired prior to each written ex- 
amination, we suggest that all ap- 
plicants be properly prepared for 
the written examination,’’ Major 
Hammond said. ‘‘Questions for 
the examination are based on 
Alabama traffic laws and are 
drawn from the Alabama 
Driver’s Handbook which is 
available at all Driver License 
and State Trooper offices and at 
many police departments. Road 
sign information, which also ap- 
pears on the test, can be found in 
the handbonk.”’

Batch heater taps sun 
to beat the utility rap 


by David Moore 

It all starts 93,000,000 miles 
out in space with the massive ball 
of exploding gasses known as the 
sun. 

A violent atomic furnace of 
sorts, the sun changes hydrogen 
atoms into helium atoms, and in 
the process gives off tremendous 
amounts of energy in the form of 
light and heat. Surface 
temperatures on the sun are in the 
neighborhood of 11,000° F. At 
the sun’s core temperatures ex- 
ceed three times that much. 

Bat down here on earth, only 
about one two-billionth of all 
that energy ever reaches our 
planet’s surface. And only a 
small fraction of that amount is 
ever utilized. 

Even this minute fraction of 
the sun’s energy is immense com- 
pared to the amount that falls on 
the roof of one family’s house on 
the banks of Shoal Creek in 
Montevallo. 

But it’s enough. Thanks to the 
sun and what he calls his Ostlund 
Batch Heater, Bengt Ostlund and 
his family are fighting the energy 
crisis and saving money at the 
same time. 

**There’s not much to it,’’ the 
Swedish transplant says. ‘‘It’s 
just basic heating by the sun. It’s 
so simple anyone can do it.”’ 


It works this way: 

The heater unit consists of an 
old hot water tank, painted flat 
black and mounted in a shaped 
plywood box which sits on 
Ostlund’s roof. Facing south for 
maximum efficiency, the box is 
covered with a glazed piece of 
plastic, allowing sunlight through 
to heat the water in the tank. The 
inside of the curved box is lined 
with aluminum foil to reflect 
more light onto the tank and in- 
crease its heating capacity. 

Six or seven hours of sun on a 
summer day give the Ostlunds a 
“batch”’ of hot water ranging in 
temperature from 110°-130° F. 

“I turned off our electric hot 
water heater the second day after 
I installed the unit and I didn’t 
turn if on again until September’’ 
beams Ostlund. 

An adding machine clicks in 
the 27-year old man’s head. After 
using his solar unit for a full 
month, his June electric bill drop- 
ped from about $28 to $18, and 
in the meantime he had added the 
drain of a color TV and two 
upstairs vent fans. 

Since then, Ostlund figures 
he’s saved $60-$70. 

This fall and winter he is using 
his batch heater to preheat the 
water going into his regular hot 
water heater, giving him a winter

Considering he built the unit 
for only about $150 (‘‘I already 
had the old tank.’’), and con- 
sidering the federal government 
now offers a 30% tax credit on 
money spent on solar units, 
Ostlund figures such a unit ought 
to pay for its self in a year or so. 
After that, it’s all gravy. 

‘*The first time I took a shower 
using my new unit it was really a 
thrill,’’ he says. “It was hot water 
and it just kept coming and com- 
ing.”’ 

“I can get excited about saving 
money. When I hear of people 
with $150 electric bills, I think, 
‘How incredible!’ This unit is just 
like money in the pocket. God 
helps those who help 
themselves.’’ 

Ostlund says he, his wife, Deb- 
bie, and their five-year old 
daughter, Sigrid, have learned to 
‘live by sun.’’ For instance, they 
shower and wash dishes in the 
afternoon. But, he contends, they 
by no means have to ‘‘rough it.”’ 

The idea for the unit came to 
Ostlund last spring while reading 
some magazines on energy effi- 
ciency. A contractor, carpenter 
and professional handyman by 
trade, he toyed around with 
several ideas and came up with 
the Ostlund Batch Heater. 

“It’s nothing new--just forgot- 
ten. Someone in Florida thought 
of it in 1891,’’ the Swede ex- 
plains. ‘‘Most of the solar 
systems today have gotten to be 
such high technology that people 
don’t remember how easy it is."’ 

“I’m pushing the sun,’’ he 
says, adding that he would be 
glad to help anyone who wanted 
to explore the possibilities of do- 
ing the same.

I wish a lot of 
people would do it,’’ he adds. ‘‘I 
think everyone's going to have to 
learn to live with the energy situa- 
tion unless a miracle happens.”’

to take matters into his own 
hands and use the sun.

A preliminary hearing has been 
set for Feb. 5. 

Shelby County Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow said that Etress had 
been trying to help Johnson after 
being told about threatening 
remarks he had made at Pear- 
son’s Bait Shop. 

But the 56 year old Adamsville 
man reportedly held Etress and 
two relatives at bay with a 
shotgun when they arrived at 
Walker’s Lake just off Hwy. 47 
south of Shelby. 

When Deputy Billy Thomas ar- 
rived, he tried to circle around 
behind Johnson, the sheriff said. 
But before the deputy could 
reach him, Johnson reportedly

Gasoline leaks 
from two holes 


in Colonial pipe 

Colenial Pipelines suffered 
two leaks in their underground 
pipeline in Shelby county during 
the past month. 

According to a spokesman at 
the Pelham pumping station, one 
of the leaks was in the Deer Spr- 
ings Estates area and the other 
was near the county landfill west 
of Helena. 

He termed them ‘small leaks’ 
that resulted in no contamination 
of air or water. He said the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
had checked both areas two or 
three times since the incidents oc- 
curred and ‘‘they gave us a clean 
bill.”’ 

Colonial has two pipelines that 
cross Shelby County. One line 
generally carries gasoline and the 
other line carries diesel fuel or 
other petroleum products. Both 
the reported leaks were on the 
gasoline line. 

The leak near the landfill was 
reported by a hunter who smelled 
gasoline, he said. 


Alabaster sign ordinance returned 


to drawing board for further study 


Alabaster businessmen showed 
up at Monday night’s council 
meeting to let the panel know 
how they feel about signs. 

After the sign ordinance pro- 
posed by Councilman Jack 
Reagin was defeated by a 3-2 
vote, a committee was appointed 
to study the document and make 
revisions. 

Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin 
said he wanted the committee to 
get comments from the 
businessmen rather than have the 
matter discussed during the por- 
tion of the meeting tagged, For 
the Good of Alabaster. 

However, the businessmen 
wanted to be heard. And car 
dealer Sherman Holland was the 
first to speak. 

He said according to the or- 
dinance he was oversigned. But 
he didn’t feel that 597 square feet 
of signs was too much, Holland 
told the council. 

The car dealer also noted that 
the Ford sign in front of his 
business, which is used by dealer- 
Ships throughout the country, 
also violated the ordinance 
regulations. 


Realtor Tom Cory also ad- 
dressed the council, saying, ‘‘We 
need less government regulation 
for the good of Alabaster.’’ 

Reporting that he was violating 
six of the ordinance regulations, 
Cory said the type of signs he us- 
ed were necessary to ‘‘attack the 
market.”’ 

Mike Barefoot, who said he 
owned five businesses, also spoke 
out against the ordinance. 


It was Reagin’s contention, 
that the ordinance wouldn’t do 
much toward eliminating the pre- 
sent signs because of a grand- 
father clause. But it would be a 
step in the right direction for the 
future, Reagin declared. 

However, Councilmen L.O. 
Farris, Glen Naish and Roger 
Wheeler objected to certain por- 
tions of the document. 

Farris was the one most vocal 
on the issue. He declared that 
some merchants needed the type 
of signs which were prohibited. 

One member of the audience 
agreed with Reagin’s thinking. 
Don Morris reported that he had 
counted 17 portable signs along 


Hwy. 31, calling them a 
“‘disgrace."” 
After the ordinance was 


defeated, the Mayor appointed a 
committee to make changes they 
felt necessary and to present the 
new ordinance at the next 
meeting. 

Those appointed were: Farris, 
Naish, Reagin and Cal McCune. 

The Mayor announced that the 
terms of two members of the 
Planning Board would be up this 
month. 

But according to the Attorney 
General, he said he would have to 
fill one of the vacancies. 

The two whose terms are up 
are George McConatha and 
Wilda Moore. 

Residents who asked to be con- 
sidered for the position are Lyle 
Mitchell, Danny Black and Col.

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Helena books audited, 
city stays in budget 


Helena’s accountant reports 
that the city is in good financial 
condition, but he adds a word of 
warning. 

Zack Rogers, CPA, told the 
City Council Monday night that 
the city spent less than it had 
budgeted for fiscal year 1979. 
The excess revenue in 1979 was 
some $26,000, all of which was 
spent for the new well. In fact, 
the town spent $1,974 more than 
it took in, but maintained a good 
cash position, he said. 


His word of warning concern- 
ed the utilities system, which he 
said is breaking even on its 
balance sheet, but is not setting 
any money aside for future repair 
and maintenance. 

He advised that although the 
cash flow equals expenses in the 
utility department, the revenues 
are not enough to pay for 
depreciation of the system in the 
long term. 

In the detailed audit, which is 
available for public inspection at 
city hall, Rogers listed the total 
assets of the city as $2.9 million. 
This includes $1.3 million in the 
water system, pumps, tanks, etc., 
and $1.2 million in sewer, water 
and gas distribution systems. 

He pointed out that about 
$750,000 of this value came from 
developers who installed systems 
when they built subdivisions, 
then turned them over to the city. 

The remainder came to the city 
in the form of federal and state 
grants. 

The city has a utility note 
payable to the First Bank of 
Alabaster for $69,000 and owes 
$601,000 on other bonds. Water 
and gas revenue bonds were 
issued by the city in 1967 and 
again in 1977, he noted. 

City councilmen had few ques- 
tions about the audit, but took 
copies home to study. They com- 
plimented Rogers on his work, 
who said he had had very good 
cooperation from all city

employees in preparing the audit. 

In a listing of revenues for 
fiscal 1979, the audit shows the 
city collected $125,861 in taxes; 


$79,127 in the form of licenses 
and permits; $42,978 in fines and 
$23,786 in intergovernmental 
grants.

take hint from pipelines 


Attention was drawn this week 
to a potentially serious problem 
Shelby County residents could 
face in regard to the gasoline 
pipelines that run for miles and 
miles under the county’s surface. 

Both Colonial Pipelines and 
Plantation Pipeline Companies 
reported minor leaks. No ap- 
parent problems resulted from 
the leaks, and even the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
was Satisfied after investigating 
the leaks in Colonial’s lines. 

These two companies are 
welcome industries in Shelby 
. County where they provide 
employment and tax income. In 
fact, both companies are con- 
sistently among the top ten tax- 
payers in the county. They have 
excellent records in safety and in 
being ‘good citizens’. 

But it would be well to develop 
contingency plans on a city-wide 
and county-wide basis for 
evacuating an area in the event of 


emergency situations. 

This is a good idea, not only 
concerning the pipelines, but also 
for all the many other industries 
in Shelby County where public 
safety could be endangered by ac- 
cidental explosions or spills. 

Discussions are already under- 
way in several quarters to develop 
such plans, and they should 
receive the active support of all 
citizens. Good contingency plans 
or disaster plans, that the pulbic 
is informed of, would be sure to 
help in the unlikely, but always 
possible chance that a bad acci- 
dent could occur. 

The county civil defense direc- 
tor and all the municipal fire and 
police departments are said to be 
studying such plans. It would be 
wise for every citizen to look 
around his or her own 
neighborhood and find out the 
best steps to take in the event of a 
disaster.

Our Congress votes everyday 
on legislation that nobody hears 
about, but which has for better or 
worse, a big effect on the average 
citizen. One sad example of this 
happened in the closing days of 
the last Congress. The House re- 
jected the ‘Energy Management 
Partnership Act.’* 


This act would have provided 
$720 million over a three year 
period for state and local govern- 
ments for energy conservation, 
Our representative, Richard 
Shelby, voted against this bill. 

Nearly all the experts agree 
that energy conservation offers 


the quickest, cheapest and safest 
way to reduce our nation’s energy 
dependence. 

Now $720 million may sound 
like a lot of money but it’s 
peanuts compared to the billions 
of dollars in government sub- 
Sidies for such proposals as syn- 
thetic fuels and nuclear fusion 
Rep. Shelby has voted ‘‘yes’’ for. 

The way I see it, Shelby would 
rather see money spent outside 
his district making rich com- 
panies richer. We, his consti- 
tuents, deserve an explanation.

There were times when 
children from the neighborhood 
would gather in our front yard to 
play, and children being children, 
some would want to play more 
rough than others. This would 
cause Butch to growl and 
sometimes even hold the child 
that was being rough to prevent 
harm to the others. 

I never saw Butch hurt any per-

son or thing. Not only did the 
children love him, but he had 
many dog friends as well. One of 
his favorite tricks was to sneak a 
couple of his real buddies into the 
back yard after dark to keep him 
company. 


His dog house wasn’t fancy, 
but to him it was home. I com- 
pleted it just before we moved to 
Montevallo from Mobile. Our 
children wanted me to paint his 
name above the door so Butch 
would know it was really his 
home. I took great pain in mak- 
ing sure each letter was perfect in 
every detail, 

A week later someone had 
painted our family name right 
below Butch. This really express- 
ed our whole family’s feelings 
toward him. He was gentle and 
kind. Unlike many humans that 
preach kindness, Butch practiced 
it. 

He would always wait patiently 
on the front porch until it was 


time for our children to come 
home from school. Then he 
would start toward the bus stop 
to walk them home. 

He also liked to walk with the 
children to the bus in the morn- 
ing. My wife always tried to pre- 
vent this because of her fear he 
could be hurt. 

Butch managed to slip out this 
morning and accompany the 
children. A couple of his dog 
friends were also with them. They 
escorted the children to highway 
119. While the children waited 
for the bus, one of the other dogs 
decided to cross the highway. 
Butch soon followed and was 
almost across when the large 
black automobile decided to 


pass. 

I’ve asked myself a number of 
questions since then and [I’m 
unable to find the answers. 

Perhaps if there had been a no- 
Passing zone, on the highway 
where the entrance to our sub- 
division is, Butch would still be 


alive, or if the driver of that car 
would have shown just a touch of 
the love and passion Butch had 
always shown. 

I hope the individual driving 
that car wasn’t late for class or 
work or whatever the case may 
be. I just want them to know that 
even though there was no news 
coverage, there is a great sadness 
in our family for one of our own 
is gone. 

I sincerely hope that something 
can be done about the passing 
zones and speeding vehicles on 
Highway 119. 

If the right people take action, 
maybe Butch’s death will open 
People’s eyes to the danger and 
possibly keep some young child 
from being the victim of a driver 
— puts getting there above all

child support program 


For a number of reasons, 
Alabama’s child support pro- 
gram is considered one of the 
most effective programs operated 
by the Department of Pensions 
and Security, said Commissioner 
Gary Cooper. 

The child support program 
helps control welfare costs by fin- 
ding parents who desert their 
families and requiring them to 
make support payments... These 
payments can either wipe out or 
reduce the dependence of many 
low-income families receiving 
Aid to Dependent Children. 

The Department of Pensions 
and Security has been very suc- 
cessful in collecting support, said 
Cooper. In 1977, the program’s 
first fulleyear of operation, less

‘“payments was collected. During 

the past year, about $5.5 million 
was collected. 

However, the success of the 
program goes beyond collecting 
money, said Cooper. ‘‘The pro- 
gram can be extremely beneficial 
to the families involved, par- 
ticularly the children.’’ 

The process of finding fathers 
and establishing support 
payments often gives children a 
legal father when they otherwise 
would not have had one. Having 
a legal father provides a child 
with many rights, said Cooper. 
For instance, if the father dies or

for Social Security benefits. 

**A child’s self-esteem can also 
be enhanced if he knows, that his 
father, and not the state, is sup- 
porting him,’’ said Cooper. 

Parents may desert their 
families for many reasons, in- 
cluding avoiding financial 
responsibility. However, once 
their responsibilities are 
established either in court or by 
other means, some fathers do not 
seem to mind assuming some of 
the financial responsibility. 

‘The child support program 
often legitimates the absent 
father’s relationship with his 
children,’’ Cooper pointed out. 
‘The security of this relationship 
can be very beneficial to the 
father as well as the child.”’ 

Cooper added that the finan- 
cial burden of the program on 
fathers is rarely excessive. 
Although the amount of child 
support paid by absent fathers 
varies from county to county, the 
average payment last year in 
Alabama was only about $50 a 
month. ‘‘Most absent parents 
have low incomes.’’ 

The child support program 
also benefits the Department of 
Pensions and Security by helping 
it to tighten the reins on fraud in 
the Aid to Dependent Children 
program, said Cooper. 

“The program is helping to 
shift the responsibility for main- 
taining dependent families from 
taxpayers to parents who can af- 
ford to pay,’’ said Cooper. ‘‘The 
shift is best for everyone involv- 
ed.”’

large, according to the 
spokesman for the Pardons and 
Parole Board. 


The other two are still in 
prison. Albert Michael Wallace, 
whose home was in Tennessee, 
received two ten year sentences;

Fourteen suggestions 
on keeping clean camp 


by Earl F. Kennamer 

This week let’s take up the sub- 
ject of clean camping. 

After I have tent camped in the 
woods for three or four days and 
then strike my tent and leave, I 
dare anyone to locate my old 
campsite. I’m proud to say I 
leave nothing visible to indicate 
my late stay. This is a trait I 
learned from army maneuvers, 
bivouacs, combat, and months 
when I served as a scoutmaster. 

Camping without an impact is 
a constant challenge. We always 
learn how to camp better, no 
matter how much experience 
we’ve had. To help you learn to 
camp without leaving a trace, 
here are 14 suggestions: 

1. Keep your group small, 

2. Don’t set your tent on 
vegetation. 

3. Don’t make pine bough beds 
by removing branches from con- 
ifer trees, 

4. Avoid build ing camp fur- 
niture. 

5. Carry along a pair of 
sneakers or moccasins and wear 
them in camp. 

6. Avoid marking up trees with 


axes or knives and never pick 
flowers. 

7, Keep your stay in one camp- 
ing spot as short as possible. 

8. Keep your pet on a leash or 
by your side and keep him quiet. 

9. When you camp or hike, be 
sure not to drop any litter. 

10. Pack out all garbage you 
cannot burn. 

11. When you hike, stay on 
trails and avoid taking short cuts, 
especially down switchbacks. 

12, Carry along a_ small 
backpacker’s stove and use it to 
cook instead of building a fire. 

13. Bury solid human waste 
and uneaten food at least 100 feet 
from open water. 

14, When you wash dishes or 
yourself, do it away from streams 
or lakes even if you use 
biodegradable soap. 


By following these guidelines 
you will be doing your part in 
preserving the out-of-doors. 
which you and others have come 
to enjoy. Your part may seem 
small, but it is essential if our 
wild places are to remain wild, 
even on privately owned land.

Textile plants slow to recover 


The last quarter of 1980 has 
improved for many Alabama tex- 
tile plants, indicating a slow 
recovery trend from the reces- 
sion, although there is con- 
siderable concern for the first 
quarter of 1981, according to 
Gerald Andrews, president of the 
Alabama Textile Manufacturers 
Association. ‘‘In recent weeks 
we've been very concerned with 
the cost of money in the money 
markets rising to 21 percent - and 
this is most certainly having an 
adverse effect on the textile in- 
dustry. Higher inflation, energy 
and the general economy, plus 
excessive government control, 
have all affected our operation’’, 
Andrews said. 

There has been a significant in- 
crease in the price of fiber over 
the past year and so many of our 
plants have felt the effect of in- 
creased improts as the textile and 
apparel industry trade deficit rose 
nationally to 7.5 percent during 
1980. Fiber producing operations 
have also been plagued by the 
economic downturn which con- 
tinues to curb demand for fiber 
products used in the automobile, 
housing and textile industries. 

**In order for our industry to 
remain competitive and regain 
full strength, we must have the 
commitment from our govern- 
ment to support American 
business’’, Andrews continued. 
**We must continue to work for a 
new Multifiber Arrangement 
governing textile trade which 
bases import growth on the 
growth of the domestic market; 
to renegotiate existing bilaterial 
agreements with Korea, Taiwan, 
and Hong Kong for 1981, and to 
support the passing of the capital 
depreciation bill to help our in- 
dustry. 


“Faced with many uncertain- 
ties, we must continue to moder- 
nize, maintain and produce as ef- 
ficiently as possible’, Andrews 
said. Several textile companies in 
Alabama have recently announc- 
ed capital expenditures: 

Adelaide Mills, Anniston, has 
indicated they plan to launch the 
first phase of an extensive moder- 
nization of the plant expected to 
cost $500,000. Recently a portion 
of the stock was purchased by a 
California investor. 

Avondale Mills president and 
chief executive officer, Donald 
Comer, III, Sylacauga, reported 
increased record high sales for 
Avondale’s year ending August 
31, up more than 15 percent from 
the prior year. He attributes the 
company’s fabrics and textile 
yarns business as having been the 
major contributor to the com- 
pany’s improved profit ability. A 
$5 million investment will be 
spent in 1981 on capital im- 
provements at Avondale’s Coosa 
Plant in Rockford. 

Joe L. Lanier, Jr., chairman of 
WestPoint Pepperell, with 14 
plants located in Alabama, 
reported an increase in earnings 
of 55 percent from last year, most 
of the increase came from their 
woven apparel fabrics.

Many times I’ve stated that 
removing too many bass from 
even a large lake can be detrimen- 
tal to overall fishing quality of a 
body of water. The biggest 
number of requests for my ser- 
vices as Ala. Ext. wildlife 
specialist pertaining to pond pro- 
blems centered around this heavy 
removal of bass, which eventual- 
ly permits overproduction of 


Bluegills and redears. Result? 
Poor bass fishing, stunted 
bluegills and redears. (Why

“quest my services? Do a doctor’s 


patients visit him regularly on a 
social basis?) 


" Recent studies by Auburn 
Univ. fisheries research have pro- 
ved that overfishing for bass in a 
large impoundment can have its 
detrimental effects. When the 
25,888-acre West Point lake was 
opened for fishing, bass angling 
was stupendous. The reason was 


can ruin big ponds 


that the initial year ‘class of bass 
was super-abundant. I remember 
my son-in-law and I catching 18 
bass one trip that year. I don’t 
believe there was more than two 
ounces’ difference in weight of 
individual bass, which weighed 
about I and quarter pounds. 

Joyful shouting by bass anglers 
was soon a gloom of silence after 
two years. The boom finally 
became a fishing ‘‘bust.’’ 

The initial standing stock of 
largemouth bass, or 25.2 pounds 
per acre in Aug. 1975 was reduc- 
ed to 0.7 largemouth bass, or 1.4 
pounds per acre by Aug. 1977. 
Total yield from the 1975 year 
class was 19.1 pounds per acre. 
Now get this -- 95 percent of these 
bass were caught during the first 
year of impoundment! Natural 
and fishing mortality reduced the 
standing crop of 1975 bigmouth 
bass by 88.2 percent (58.6 percent 
natural and 29.6 percent fishing) 
in the first year and 86.2 percent 
(69.1 percent natural and 17.1 
percent fishing) in the second 
year. 


Forest industry 


gets clear warning 


by U.S. Forest Service 
A recent assessment of the na- 


tion’s forest and rangeland 
resources sounds a clear warning 
-- unless present trends change, 
the demand for wood may be 
greater than the supply in 20 
years and prices will get higher 
and higher. 

The South will be hit first with 
softwood demand exceeding sup- 
ply as early as 1990. 

The trends that can bring on 
the shortages are a growing 


’ population, increasing spendable 


income, growing demands for 
timber related products, and the 
loss of timberlands each year to 
other uses. 

The assessment was made by 
the Forest Service, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, under provi- 
sions of the Forest and 
Rangeland Renewable Resources 
Planning Act of 1974. That Act 
calls for a periodic look at pre- 
sent and projected demands for 
goods and services from all 
forests and rangelands. It also 
calls for a program based on the 
information in the assessment. 

The projections in the assess- 
ment cover the next 50 years. 
Here are some of the highlights. 

--Lumber consumption will in- 
crease by 60 percent and 
pulpwood demand will more than 
double. Pulpwood is used in 
making the many paper products 
that Americans use each day. 

--Total annual demand for 
timber will increase from 13 


- billion cubic feet to 28.3 billion 


cubic feet, enough to build 7.6 
million more single family homes 
each year. 

--Prices for wood products will 
rise because demand will exceed 
supply. 

--Demands for plywood, par- 
ticleboard, hardboard and insula- 
tion board will increase rapidly. 

--There will be a shift in major 
softwood production from the 
Pacific Coast to the South. 
Within 50 years, more than half 
of the softwood production will 
come from the South. 

Growing forests is a long time 
process requiring 30 years or 
more to produce a timber crop 
and federal, state and timber in- 
dustry officials already are look- 
ing for ways to keep the dire 
predictions from coming true. 

A study by the Forest Service 
and the Forest Industries Council 
indicates that better management 
of 160 million acres of commer- 
cial timberland could increase net 
annual timber growth by 11.5 
billion cubic feet. Most of this 
land is owned by private in- 
dividuals rather than by industry 
or public agencies. 

Forestlands owned by private 
individuals make up 58 percent of 
the nation’s total commercial 
forestland and 75 percent of the 
South’s commercial forestland. 
The greatest effort to increase 
timber growth will be on these 
lands because industry already is 
managing its lands intensively 
and public lands such as National 
Forests must be managed for 
more than just timber. 

In the South, the Forest Ser- 
vice, State Foresters and industry

leaders have come up with a pine 
reforestation action plan with a 
goal of replanting more than one 
milion acres a year by 1990 on 
private non-industrial forests in 
the South. 

The Forest Service is looking at 
ways to boost the timber supply 
from the Natinal Forests, consis- 
tent with other resource needs. It 
also plans to improve utiliztion of 
the wood that is now left in the 
forests after harvest. Chief Max 
Peterson has said the goal is to 
supply the equilavent of at least a 
billion board feet more a year by 
1984 from forest and mill 
residues and thinnings. 

Forest Service researchers are 
working also to help find ways to 
cut wood consumption. The 
Forest Products Laboratory at 
Madison, Wisconsin has 
developed a truss-frame con- 
struction method that saves 
about 30 percent in framing 
lumber for a house. This method 
could save a billion board feet of 
lumber a year. 

A program based on the forest 
and rangelands assessment has 
been sent to Congress. The pro- 
gram, for 1981-85, has two alter- 
natives, a high level and a low 
level. The high level would in- 
crease production faster than the 
low level. Congress will decide 
whether to adopt one of the alter- 
natives or possibly a mix of both. 

The assessment makes it clear 
that unless somehting is done 
Americans may not be able to af- 
ford a home in 2030...even if 
wood for it is available.

If not Friday night in

that not everybody with a light in 
the woods at night is hunting il- 
legally. 


As we entered the woods 
Lightsey switched on his 
flashlight and we picked our way 
toward what soon appeared to be 
a campfire. A tent was pitched in 
front of the fire and two forms 
stirred inside as we approached. 
A small creek separated us from 
the camp. 


While munching on an apple, Captain Ed Lightsey explained that 
sometimes he can’t shake the idea that an illegal activity is going on in 
a particular area. He has turned many of these hunches into arrests, he 


said.

flash. ‘‘Who’s that?’’

Reputation apparently 
precedes the game warden most 
everywhere he goes. No further 
title or identification was 
necessary. 

The three men talked and jok- 
ed lightly across the stream for a 
few minutes, but all the while 
Lightsey was dancing his 
flashlight beam around their 
camp. 

**] think they’re probably good 
boys,’’ Lightsey commented back 
at the car. 


On the way to our stakeout 
location somewhere between 
Wilsonville and Harpersville, 
Lightsey pulled into several open 
fields and panned the headlights 
looking for deer.

Spotlighting is legal up to 10 
p.m. as long as no weapon is in the vehicle. 


captain over the district of 
Shelby, Talladega, Cullman, St. 
Clair and Blount Counties. His 
officers in each county work siag- 
gered shifts and there’s no telling 
where or when they might turn 
up. 
Besides Wood, a veteran of the 
department for 14 years, Willie 
Morris also works Shelby Coun- 
ty. Morris, who’s been a conser- 
vation officer for three years, was 
sick Saturday. 

The captain told me more than 
300 arrests were made during the 
1978-79 season in Shelby County 
alone. Of those cases, Wood 
made 180. (A check of Wood’s 
files revealed that his conviction 
rate in court was 86%.) 

The arrests ranged from not 
having the proper permits, to 
hunting at night and 
“‘telephoning,’’ or electrocuting 
fish. 


**The main thing to our job is 
protecting the game and fish, and 
satisfying citizens’ complaints,’’ 
Lightsey said. ‘‘The more the 


Just as he was about to turn around, 


I saw penlights of glimmering eyes... 


Just as he was about to turn 
around in one place, I spotted the 
penlight glimmerings of several 
reflecting eyes. Then, in a mo- 
ment, we could see four deer, 
frozen temporarily in their tracks 
about fifty yards ahead. 

**A man with a rifle could pro- 
bably shoot at least two of those, 
maybe more,”’ the captain said. 
Then the deer started, loped 
across the open ground and 
disappeared, white tails and all, 
into the woods on the far side of 
the field. 

In another field all we saw was 
a sensational meteor which sizzl- 
ed across the star-studded sky for 
a full six or seven seconds. 

‘*Did you see that?’’ Lightsey 
radioed to Doyle Wood, another 
conservation officer staked out 
two miles away. He didn’t have 
to say what. 

*‘Sure did,’’ crackled Wood's 
reply. 


For the next two hours 
Lightsey and I sat in the car, 
backed just off a dirt road, 
waiting for the tell-tale beam of a 
spotlight. In the meantime we 
talked in the dim light of the 
radio on his dash, which from 
time to time crackled with 
transmissions between other of- 
ficers working the district that 
night. 

**T see a light down by the old 
house. I’m going to check it 
out.’’ Or the radio might crackle, 
**He’s heading your way.”’ 

Lightsey explained that he’s 


public helps, the better we’re able 
to do our job.”’ 

Besides the miles of woods and 
waterways to patrol, Lightsey 
noted that the conservation of- 


ficer’s job is further clouded by 
the danger factor. In 27 years of 
service he has known two officers 
who were shot and killed. Other 
danger comes from having to 
chase a running suspect. 

In following and closing in on 
a suspect in a car at night, the 
conservation officer usually has 
to drive with his lights out. 
(Department vehicles are equip- 
ped with switches to douse brake 
lights for a complete blackout.) 
And I soon found out how dark a 
dirt road can be on a moonless 
night while riding in a car with 
the lights out. 

‘*Here comes one,’’ Lightsey 
said. 

A car drove past our hiding 
place, slowly, but without shining 
a spotlight. Lightsey pulled out, 
following it in the dark. 


We could see two figures in the 
car and followed them about a 
mile. After they passed several 
likely deer fields, Lightsey deter- 
mined they were not night hun- 
ting and we went back to our 
hole-in-the-woods hideout. 

Shortly Wood radioed that he 
could see ‘‘somebody lighting up 
the whole world,” and the vehicle 
was heading our way. Again 
Lightsey and I rode down the dirt 
roads with the lights out. 

**T got stuck in a culvert last 
week,’’ he said, laughing now at 
the predicament. 

We spotted the truck in ques- 
tion, switched on the car lights 
and blue light, and pulled it over. 
Three boys piled out. They had 
been through this before and, like 
the men camping, joked with 
Lightsey while he flashed his light

the word must be out on the new 
law. Before 10 o’clock this was 
like grand central station. Now 
it’s quiet.”’ 

“I feel like I’m doing 
something useful. If we didn’t 
have any laws governing hunting 
and fishing, there wouldn’t be 
anything left to hunt or fish in a 
generation or two. As it is now, 
we'll be able to provide you and 
your kids with wildlife to enjoy,’’ 
Wood said. 

I thought of something 
Lightsey said earlier, about how 
it seemed ironic that people have 
to make laws to protect 
themselves, ultimately, from 
themselves. People are the pro- 
blem with the system, he had 
said. 

Just as I was getting drowsy, 
Wood startled me. 

‘*There’s a light! Over there!”’ 
he said. ‘‘See, he’s checking that 
field.’’ The truck passed us about 
a quarter mile away. 

Wood radioed Lightsey back at 
the hole-in-the-woods and 
Lightsey said he would head off 
the truck. ‘‘He’s committed 
himself,’’ Wood added. 


The officer cranked his pickup, 
flicked on his blue light, and we 
bounced off in pursuit. 

I was not at all sure what I’d 
gotten myself into this time. 

In a minute we caught up with 
the other pickup. Lightsey had it 
headed off and stopped in the 
middle of the dirt road. While 
Lightsey checked the cab for a 
gun, Wood wrote William Danny 
Jackson of Harpersville a ticket 
for spotlighting after 10 p.m. 
Had Lightsey found a gun, the

inside the cab. There was no gun. 

‘*‘That’s a fancy light you 
have,”’ Lightsey said. 

**We’ve spotted 16 deer with it 
tonight,’’ answered Keith 
Turner, of Vincént, the driver of 
the truck. ‘‘They’re all over the 
place.”’ 


Lightsey reminded them of the 
10 p.m. spotlighting cutoff, and, 
shortly, we returned to our 
hideout. 

Later, Lightsey drove me to 
Wood’s stakeout location and I 
sat with him in the cab of his 
truck, the light on his radio glow- 
ing. It was after 10 p.m. and 
anyone spotlighting would be 
breaking the law, gun or no gun 
in the vehicle. 


Wood talked: 

**I don’t have a lot of pity on 
the folks out breaking the law 
this time of night. I could be at 
home sleeping or out visiting. But 


charge would have been hunting 
at night, which carries a steep 
penalty. 

Jackson told the officers he 
didn’t know it was after 10 
o’clock. 

‘It’s 11:30,’’ Wood told him, 
taking the man’s spotlight for 
evidence. 

Jackson wanted to know how 
much the ticket would cost and if 
he’d get back his light. He was 
told that depended on what 
Judge Patti Smith decided. (The 
fine is usually about $50, court 
costs and about $30 and the light, 
should he lose it, would set him 
back another $30 or so.) 

Driving back to headquarters 
in Columbiana, Wood mentioned 
that on a given Saturday as many 
as 2,000 people may go hunting 
in Shelby County. 

“Better make that 2,003, coun- 
ting the men who are out hunting 
for the illegal hunters,’’ I said to 
myself. ‘‘Cat and mouse.’’

2 Ibs. stew meat cut in 1-inch

1 to 2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 onion, minced 

2 cups hot water 

2 cups beef stock or canned 
bouillon 

Y2 tsp. peppercorns 

1 cup diced celery 

Y2 tsp. marjoram 

1/3 tsp. thyme 

1 bay leaf 

2 potatoes, diced 

several carrots, diced 
Roll meat in salt and flour and 
brown in oil. Remove from pan. 
Cook garlic and onion; simmer 
until yellow. Return meat to pan, 
add water, stock, celery and 
seasonings.

2 Ibs. seedless raisins 

1 Ib. citron 

6 cups brown sugar 

2 tsp nutmeg 

3 tsp allspice 

3 tsp. cinnamon 

Y% tsp ginger 

1 tsp cloves 

3 tsp salt 

2 oranges 

8 cups cider or grape juice 
Chop or grind venison and suet. 
Mix with chopped apples, cur- 
rants raisins and citron. Add 
sugar, spices, juice of the 
oranges, finely chopped rind of 
one orange and the cider or grape 
juice. Simmer 30 minutes. pack 
hot into jars. Seal and process 
pints and quarts at 10 Ibs. 
pressure for 20 minutes. Makes 
enough for 10 to 12 nine-inch 
pies. 

Venison makes for mighty fine 
eating! 


Here’s a dove pie recipe that’s 
proved to be tender and tasty, 
especially if you have old doves. 


DOVE PIE 
6 doves 
1 ql. water 
“1° onion, choppped 


1 ‘small bunch parsley, chopped 

3 whole cloves 

2 T. flour 

2 T. butter or margarine 

Salt and pepper to taste 
Clean and split doves. Cover with 
water and add onion, parsley and 
cloves. Cook until tender. Take 
out doves, remove bones, skim li- 
quid. Thicken liquid with pasie 
made of flour and butter or 
margarine. Season with salt and 
pepper. Remove from heat. Line 
a baking dish with pastry. Place 
cooked birds in dish. Cover with 
gravy. Top with pastry. Bake at 
350 degrees 1 hour or so until 
crust is brown.

ROAST QUAIL 

Wipe with damp cloth. (I never 
like to wash birds, because | 
think you wash away some of the 
delicte flavor. Do you was a 
T-bone steak before you broil it? 
Nuff said.) Salt and pepper inside 
out. Rub generously with butter. 
Brown in hot oven, 450-500 
degrees, for 15 minutes. Reduce 
heat to 350 degrees, add a little 
chicken broth and steam 20-25 
minutes. The quail is a dry bird, 
so baste with butter and broth. 
Steaming keeps quail moist, helps 
tenderize the birds and helps the 
meat to retain the distinctive 
flavor. Try placing a thin slice of 
bacon over each breast and put- 
ting a few raisins, which have 
been plumped in hot water, inside 
each bird. The quail is a great 
delicacy and nothing should be 
done to destroy its flavor. Figure 
two quail per person unless the 
quail are very large. 

FRIED DOVES OR QUAIL 

Dip dressed quail in milk. 
Place a half cup or so of salt-and- 
pepper seasoned flour in paper 
bag and shake one bird at a time 
inside sack until coated with 
flour. Brown quail (or doves)

smoke point. I dusted the birds 
with seasoned flour and cooked 
them at high heat about 6 to 8 
minutes. I keep the heat low 
enough to keep oil from smok- 
ing. The birds were done and the 
flesh was very moist because the 
flour coating served as a seal to 
help prevent moisture loss. One 
of these days I’m going to try 
cooking birds in hot pine 
‘*resin.”’

Guard sets sights on 
armory for Pelham 


The Alabama National Guard 
has its sights set on relocating one 
of its major command posts. And 
the City of Pelham may be sitting 
on the bullseye. 

The Guard wants to move the 
167th Support Command from 
its location at the Graymont Ar- 
mory in Birmingham. Crowding 
from adjacent Legion Field has 
grown to bea problem there, said 
State military department 
spokesman Capt. Norman Ar- 
nold., 

Arnold confirmed that the 
Guard was sériously considering 
Pelham as a new site for a post. 

‘There has been contact made 
with the city and it is under con- 
sideration for a major logistics 
command,’’ Arnold confirmed. 

_ “But nothing hard or fast has 
been decided.”’ 

Also under consideration is a 
joint facility for both the Guard 
and the United States Army 
Reserve unit, he said. One such 
facility, Fort Quarles-Flowers in 
Decatur, has already proven to be 
a successful operation. 

Currently, the 167th has a drill 
Status of 350 personnel, with a 
dozen Guardsmen on full time 
duty. It is under the command of 
a two-star general. 

If the joint facility is built, it 
will require some 20 acres of pro- 
perty. And if Pelham gets the

green light, the armory will pro- 
bably be built along highway 31. 

Arnold said that several sites 
had been studied, but federal and 
State money will have to become 
available before anything is made 
final. In most instances a given 
town or area makes a site 
available to the Guard’s armory 
commission, he added. 

Even with money, the.projeci 
is three to five years away, Ar- 
nold said. 

Pelham Mayor Burk Dunaway 


claims that if the city cartifigane*s* 


up™ with the land, the project 
stands a stronger chance of get- 
ting the green light. 

He said the city could probably 
float a bond issue to raise about 
half the price of the property if a 
few individuals or businesses 
would donate the rest. 

Arnold pointed out that having 
the armory in Pelham would not 
only be economically beneficial 
to the area, but noted that it 
would also make available per- 
sonnel and equipment in the 
event of a disaster. The building 
could also be used for civic 
groups and staging small con- 
certs. 

“*It would be a definite asset to 
the city of Pelham,’’ the captain 
said. 

Dunaway definitely agrees.

Cold snap claims 


The frigid weather which 
recently invaded the state was ap- 
parently responsible for the 
deaths of two county men. 

Willard Bradley of Calera died 
Sunday after apparently spending 
the night in his car wearing 
nothing except underpants. 

And Monday morning, a 
North Shelby County man was 
found in a ditch near his home. 

According to Shelby County 
Coroner Billy Thompson, Mar- 
vin McLaughlin had apparently 
been trying to walk to the family 
homeplace behind his residence 
Sunday when he fell in the ditch. 

McLaughlin was dead when he 
was found at approximately 9:30 
a.m. The temperature during the

Lauderdale Street, which had 
connected the area with Main 
Street, was closed when the 
church built the Family Life 
Center.

Vandals hit office site 


to hinder development 


in north Shelby area 


Vandals in north Shelby Coun- 
ty may be taking zoning laws into 
their own hands. 


Three incidents of vandalism at 
an office construction site on 
Cahaba Valley Road (highway 
119) were done to discourage 
commercial development, accor- 
ding to the dentist who still in- 
tends to locate there. 


**We’ve had regular incidents 
of vandalism and it’s obvious 
that it’s malicious and inten- 
tional,’’ Dr. Cynthia Holmes told 
the Reporter. 


The property is located next to 
the small shopping center near 
Quail Run and Indian Springs 
School. It is being developed by 
her father, Robert Holmes of Bir- 
mingham, for her use as a den- 
tist’s office. 


They were assured by the plan- 
ning commission that the proper- 
ty is zoned for commercial and 
not residential development, Dr. 
Holmes stated. Furthermore, she 
contends that the ‘thome style’ 
office will look identical to one 
house already built in the 
predominately upper middle class 
residential area. 


The first incident of vandalism 
occurred about a month ago 
when survey stakes at the site 
were pulled up. And twice so- 
meone has smashed concrete 
blocks which were laid for the 
foundation, most recently last 
Saturday. 

Once, when her brother stop- 
ped to check on the site, Dr. 


Holmes said an unidentified man 
approached him, made verbal 
threats against the Holmeses, and 
said he was encouraging his child 
to do whatever he could to 
discourage any such commercial 
development. 


**The neighborhood needs to 
know about these vandalisms,”’ 
Dr. Holmes said. ‘‘We’re dealing 
with irrational people.’’ 

If the vandalism and threats 
continue, she said she may locate 
her practice elsewhere. The of- 
fice, however will still be built 
and either rented or sold to 
another business. 

The sheriff’s department has 
been contacted ‘and is in- 
vestigating the incidents, she add- 
ed 


Planning commission chair- 
man Paul Owen explained that 
when the Quail Run subdivision 
was recorded in 1978, the two lots 
on either side of the subdivision 
entrance road were designated 
for commercial development. 

Then in April of 1980, when 
Beat 12 voted in zoning for the 
Cahaba Valley, Quail Run was 
zoned as R-3, or residential. But 
a resolution by the planning com- 
mission allowed one year for the 
development of the two lots, in- 
cluding Holmes’, since they had 
been designated commercial prior 
to vote for zoning. 

“As far as the planning com- 
mission is concerned, they can 
put in a dentist’s office there,’’ 
Owen said. 

The deadline on commercial 
development there is April 15.

Calera holds public hearing on dog issue 


The Calera City Council is 
reviewing the city’s present or- 
dinance on dog control, and it 
appears the council is in agree- 
ment that the existing law is not 
meeting the needs of the com- 
munity. 


Calera’s police department has 
been deluged recently with com- 
plaints about dog harassment. 
The daily complaint is of over- 
turned garbage and the spreading 
of trash through some of the ci- 
ty’s neighborhoods. The more 


serious problem is dog bites. The . 


police department has received an 
unusual number of reports of 
dogs attacking people. None of 
the attacks has been of any 
serious consequence but a grow- 
ing number of citizens have ex- 
pressed their discontent with the 
current dog situation. 

The present ordinance requires 
dog owners to buy a license for 
each dog owned and makes it 
mandatory that the animal have a 
collar. The city allows two dogs 


of any owner to roam free. If an 
owner has more than two dogs 
they must be confined to the 
owner’s property. 

In the past, Calera has ordered 
that all dogs be detained for one 
week in the Spring. This allows 
the city to capture strays and sup- 
posedly rid the city limits of 
harassing animals. 


At their last meeting the coun- 
cil discussed the possible alter- 
natives to remedy the dog situa- 
tion. One possibility is to pass a 
leash law, prohibiting dogs to 
leave their owner’s property 
unless by leash. Before pursuing 
the matter any further, the coun- 
cil delayed action until the public 
has expressed its opinion on the 
situation. The council will field 
Suggestions from Calera’s 
citizens at the January 19 
meeting. 

In other action, the council 
unanimously approved the ap- 
pointments of Bob Loftin, 
Horace Bright and Mark Jones to

the newly created Zoning Board 
of Appeals. In the past, appealers 
of Zoning Board decisions have 
had no local board to hear their 
appeal. Instead, appeals were 
directed to the Circuit Court in 
Columbiana. The Zoning Board 
of Appeals will give the ap- 
pealer(s) another opportunity to 
have their case reviewed on the 
local level. 

The council announced that 
$1870 had been saved on the con- 
struction costs of the new fire hall 
by scrapping plans to have the 
contractor erect a monument in 
front of the building. Instead, the 
council has obtained volunteer 
sources to supply the materials 
and erect the fixture. The fire hall 
is scheduled to be completed by 
January 31. 

Rescue squad director Mike 
Chandler told the council that 
Calera’s emergency medical unit 
answered 13 calls in December. 
Seven of the calls were classified 
as medical, four heart-related 
and two traffic accident calls.

Those applying must provide 
proof of the income received by 
all who lived in the household 
during the month of December, 
1980.

The Energy Assistance check is 
a one-time-only grant. It will not 
affect any other benefits, such as 


Social Security, SSI, Food

monthly income must be below: 


$333 for a one person household; 
$500 for a two person household; 
and $666 for a three or more per- 
son household.

Retirement systems: a volatile 


The fiscal soundness of the 
state Retirement Systems is a 
painful and politically volatile 
subject that most legislators, 
teachers and state employees 
avoid like the plague. They’ve 
been doing that for years. 

Granted, discussions of 
Alabama’s pension program 
usually result in profound 
discomfort, in part because of the 
system’s complexity but far more 
because of the dimensions of the 
problems it presents. Occasional- 
ly, however, the subject comes up 
out of necessity. 

That was the case this week, as 
Dr. David Bronner, secretary- 
treasurer of the Retirement 
Systems, outlined the pension 
program’s Fiscal ’82 needs during 
legislative budget hearings. The 
doom-filled tone of the session is 
well illustrated by this comment 
from Rep. James Sasser of

The state pays its employees, 
teachers and judges one of the 
most attractive pensions in the 
country, Again, it has been doing 
so for quite some time: Several 
years ago, it was evidently decid- 
ed that, rather than offering 
employees and teachers a decent 
salary, state government could 
compensate them with attractive 
fringe benefits.

Cecelia Ebert was caught up in 
conflicting orders last week, and 
felt the only honorable thing to 
do was walk off her job until the 
matter is settled. 

The longtime county employee 
in the tax assessor’s office, told 
her story to the Shelby County 
Commission Monday, both in 
writing and in person. 

She said the State Department 
of Revenue had told her to do 
one thing, but Tax Assessor Bob- 
bie Reynolds told her to do 
another.

The problem arises in the is- 
suance of auto and truck tags. 
Mrs. Ebert has been in charge of 
that program. 

It seems that charges for 1982 
car tags have been put into the 
county computer, but 198] tags 
have not been. The majority of 
tags being sold now are 1981 tags, 
Mrs. Ebert said. 

The State Department of 
Revenue officer told her to figure 
the 1981 tags manually, but Mrs. 
Reynolds said to use the com- 
puter, which would have given 
the values for cars after they area 
year older. This would result in 
tax loss to the county, Mrs. Ebert 
said. 
She said the minimum the 
county could lose on 100 tags 
would be $64. 

County Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden told Mrs. Ebert 
that since Mrs. Reynolds is in 
charge of that office, if any 
under-charges were made, Mrs. 
Reynolds would have to pay them 
out of her own pocket. He said 
the County Commission would 
not lose money because the state 
examiners would find the 
discrepancy if any, when they 
checked the books.

view, ‘‘The most important job 
state government has is education 
in grades 1 through 6. If children 
are functionally illiterate at the 
end of the 6th grade, they won’t 
be able to earn a living or make 
free choices.”’ 

As examples of ‘free choices’ 
he mentioned the ability to vote 
intelligently and the ability to 
understand what 40 percent add- 
on interest means. 

During the four-hour session 
with weekly editors, James 
outlined the proposals he will 
make to the legislature when it 
goes into session. Most of them 
have to do with cutting costs of 
government which will in turn 
free funds for other necessary ex- 
penses. 

Among the places where he 
thinks he can find money are: 
closing Athens College; combin- 
ing duplicate programs that exist 
at several junior colleges and 
senior universities; stopping the 
state’s contribution to 
Teachers Insurance and Annuity 
Association (TIAA); increasing 
college tuitions; tightening up 
retirement benefits for state 
employees. 

For long term savings he will 
suggest cutting the number of 
state holidays and starting a pro- 
gram of reduced fringe benefits 
for new state employees. 

He is going to make a big try at 
getting state funds 
‘‘unearmarked”’ so they can be 
spent where the need is greatest.

tions as people have changing 
needs,’ he said. 

He deplored the way earmark- 
ed educational funds were spent 
during the growth period of the 
60’s and 70’s. He said, ‘‘During 
the big growth we gave every 
Tom, Dick and Harry in the 
legislature a junior college and 
named it after him.”’ 

He presented statistics showing 
there are more degree granting 
public institutions in Alabama 
per capita than anywhere in the 
nation. He said that Alabama 
teachers are the second highest 
paid in the Southeast, behind 
Kentucky, per employed day. 
The average annual teacher’s 
salary is $15,150, he said. 

He also presented impressive 
statistics which compare pay 
scales in private business with 
those who work for the state. He 
said that state employees are be- 
ing paid about 8 percent more 
than people in the private sector. 
In addition, their vacation and 
sick leave days exceed those paid 
by private employers. 

He mentioned that the state 
has to overstaff in order to have 
enough employees on hand when 
others are on vacation or sick 
leave. 

He said his biggest mistake in 
his first two years in office was 
not having more press con- 
ferences so the public would 
perceive what he was doing. ‘‘I 
thought performance would be 
enough,”’ he told the journalists.

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YEAR-END STATEMENT

Economic uncertainty is the 
legacy of 1980 as we greet a new 
year. 

The outlook for 1981 is cloud- 
ed by an unusual number of im- 
ponderables in the economic 
sphere. 

Unparalleled high interest 
rates, continuing double-digit in- 
flation, sagging productivity, and 
excessive taxation stand as 
serious barriers to the anticipated 
economic upswing and industrial 
recovery foreseen in the early 
fourth quarter of 1980. 

The near-term prognosis is for 
a static economy until the new 
administration is in place and its 
fiscal policies are known and 
remedies have been prescribed. 
The change in political leadership 
presents the opportunity for new 
‘initiatives and fresh insights that 
can meet economic sluggishness 
head-on and also provide a 
psychological boost to a depress- 
ed private sector. 

The recession of 1974-75 was 
followed by a strong recovery 
which lasted into 1978. The oil 
shock of 1973 which helped 
precipitate the earlier crisis was 
repeated in 1979 and was a major 
factor in the recession of 1979-80. 
The combination of inflation, 
soaring energy costs and a tight 
monetary policy that produced 
credit controls and astronomical 
interest rates resulted in a sick 
economy that will be remembered 
by a severe and sudden drop in 
output in the second quarter of 
1980 unmatched in the post-war 
period. 

United States Steel is directly 
affected not only by prevailing 
conditions but by economic 
trends as well. 

The plus and minus aspects of 
the energy issue present an in- 
teresting juxtaposition. The 
automotive industry which ac- 
counts for about 20 per cent of 
total steel usage in the United 
States has been hurt badly by im- 
ports, rising costs and. rapid 
changes in car design to effect 
fuel economy. Since 1975, there 
has been an average drop of 
1,000 pounds of steel required 
per car produced. The accompa- 
nying decline in sales because of 
credit controls and sluggish de- 
mand has also hurt steel con- 
sumption. 

Meanwhile, the pressure to 
locate domestic energy sources 
has led to a rapid increase in fuels 
exploration and development 
that has had a salutary effect. on 
steel production. Fully 20 per 
cent of all United States Steel 
consumption this year went into 
the production, distribution and 
supply of energy in its various 
forms. 

We at United States Steel 
believe that in 1981, barring any 
major international dislocations

ministration’s commitment to 
deal forcefully and quickly with 
economic issues, steel will con- 
tinue its upswing begun in the lat- 
ter part of 1980. 

Regrouping and renewed 
growth in automobiles will revive 
the demand for steel, with growth 
in number of units offsetting any 
continuation of the reduction of 
steel required per unit. 

North America is unique 
among industrialized areas in 
possessing adequate raw 
materials for domestic energy re- 
quirements but we must proceed 
with development of our coal, as 
well as synfuels and other alter- 
nate energy sources if we are to 
attain energy independence. Fur- 
ther fuel exploration, develop- 
ment and distribution will be 
beneficial to the steel industry. 

The end of customer inventory 
cutting should bring steel 
shipments from the 84 million 
tons of 1980 to at least 90 million 


tons in 1981. With a stronger 


economic climate in the new year, 
and reduced imports, United 
States Steel believes shipments 
could well reach 94 million tons 
for 1981. 

Though the near term is uncer- 
tain, the long-term outlook is 
good if the government will effect 
a climate conducive to confidence 
and growth. 

Supply-side economics put into 
practice would stimulate captial 
spending through investment tax 
cuts. New facilities and equip- 
ment will increase productivity 
and presage strong gains in 1982 
and beyond. 

A case in point for the steel in- 
dustry is the use of the con. 
tinuous casting process. The in- 
troduction and use of continuous 
casters as presently announced 
will raise steel yield from a pre- 
sent 73 per cent to 76 percent by 
the mid ’80s. The three- 
percentage-point improvement 
would mean a decrease of six 
million tons of raw steel required 
for production, or conversely, 
four million tons of additional 
product. 

United States Steel has recently 
committed itself to the. installa- 
tion of continuous casters at our 
Edgar Thomson (Pa.) and Lorain 
(Ohio) Works which will bring 
our total number of casters to 
eight. 

In addition, major im- 
provements are planned on an ex- 
isting caster at our Gary (Ind.) 
Works that will increase its 
capability by 30 per cent. 

No progress will materialize in 
the steel sector unless the 
economy stabilizes and a 
previously enunciated steel policy 
is implemented. The Trigger 
Price Mechanism, recently 
bolstered, must be rigidly enforc- 
ed if the domestic steel industry is 
to have a chance at revitalizing 
itself. 

Both major parties and their 
candidates recognized the need 
for a new and favorable climate 
for the domestic steel industry.

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Pelham inventor improves RR products 


Donald C. Bodinger is 
manager of product designs for 
Pullman Standard. But some 
people would call him an inven- 
tor. He was recently awarded a 
patent for a panel he invented 
which allows damaged box car 
roofs to be repaired in the field 
while still loaded. 

It turns out that Bodinger, with 
the assistance of Richard Snyder 
of Indiana, came up with the 
panel idea in 1976. At the time 
Bodinger and his family of three 
lived in Indiana where he worked 
at the Hammond Pullman plant. 

After a transfer to the 
Bessemer plant, the Bodinger 
family moved to Chandalar 
South in Pelham where they have 
lived the past three years. Since 
then Bodinger has been in- 
strumental in the invention of 
numerous other product designs 
for Pullman. 


But also since then, Pullman 
Incorporated has been bought 
out by Wheelabrator-Frye, a New 
Hampshire based holding com- 
pany. And late last year the new 
owners were forced to close the 
doors of the Bessemer plant due 
to the economy and a drop in the 
sales of railway cars. 


Most of the 3400 Bessemer bas- 
ed employees, including many 
from Shelby County, were laid 
off. 

Bodinger was lucky. He is be- 
ing transferred to San Diego, 
California to work ona year-long 
project which, eventually, may 
help the Bessemer plant go back 
into business. 

The project concerns the 
design of new types of opened 
and closed railway cars, aimed at 
cutting weight and cost of pro- 
duction. 


If successful, Bodinger says the 
cars could revolutionize the train 
industry. And, if the economy is 
benevolent, Pullman Standard in 
Bessemer may reopen to produce 
the new cars, he adds. 


In the meantime, Bodinger’s 
wife, Sandy, and son Don, Jr., 
who attends Riverchase Middle 
School, and Michael, who at- 
tends Valley, will remain in 
Pelham. 

“That’s the way it goes,”’ 
Bodinger says. ‘‘I’ll just have to 
commute between here and 
there.”’ But if the Bessemer plant 
reopens the story could change 
again. 

As for his job of managing 
product designs, or inventing, 
Bodinger says, ‘*To start out with 
paper and see something develop 
that’s 50-60 feet long and 15 feet 
high is kind of neat.’’

UAB prof urges use of contraceptives 


If teenagers really knew how 
sexually fertile they are, there 
might be a chance of stemming 
an epidemic of adolescent 
pregnancies, thinks Dr. Charles 
Flowers of UAB. 

‘“‘We should put the words, 
‘There is no safe period’ on 
billboards, and we should tell 
young people that they are very 
fertile. We should say to them, 
“You can get pregnant any time 
you have intercourse.’ 

Dr. Flowers, professor and 
chairman of UAB’s Department 
of Obstetrics and Gynecology, 
said teenage pregnancy is a major 
public health problem in this 
country, with some one million 
young girls becoming pregnant 
every year. He said one in ten 
teenagers are having coitus by the 
age of 16 and about two-thirds by 


the age of 19. One of every four 
girls is pregnant by the time she is 
19. 

*‘We have young people with 
excellent nutrition, growing 
rapidy, whose brains very early 
reach the critical size that 
stimulates the sexual center,’’ he 
explained. 


**Add to this the fact that our 
society is so sex-oriented, in 
terms of advertisements, in terms 
of TV and movies, and in terms 
of a culture that says you are sup- 
posed to express your affection 
with intercourse, and you end up 
with large numbers of immature 
individuals having intercourse -- 
often unprotected intercourse -- 
and getting pregnant.”’ 

Dr. Flowers said the best hope 
for combatting this is simply to 


tell teenagers the truth: ‘‘There 
are no safe periods. You can get 
Pregnant even when you’re 
menstruating, since sperm can 
live in a girl’s body for as long as 
five days.”’ 


He said teenagers should be 
dissuaded from having sexual in- 
tercourse, but if this fails, they 
should at feast know it is im- 
perative that they use contracep- 
tion. 

““Let’s take our heads out of 
the sand about this,”’ he said. “If 
they make the decision to have in- 
tercourse, then they should do 
something to prevent pregnancy. 
Contraceptives are available 
from physicians and from 
various clinics. If nothing else, 
they can use condoms, which are 
widely available.”’

Calera citizens want 


tough leash law passed

A strong leash law was read 
aloud in Calera’s City Council 
meeting Monday night. 
City Clerk LeMoyne Payton 
: read the five long pages of legal 
{ terminology to the group of 
about 15 people who came to 
hear what the city council had in 
mind about solving Calera’s 
severe dog problems. 

No action was taken on the 
proposed law, but several citizens 
said they were in favor of strict 
control on dogs. 

J.B. Denham said he had near- 
ly been bitten by a dog last week 
when he walked into the post of- 
fice. 

Several vicious attacks by dogs 
on people have been reported 
recently in the city. 

Bobby Crim said he was ‘‘100 


percent in favor of the or- 
dinance,”” which would require 
dogs to be penned, tethered or 
kept on leashes at all times. Dogs 
found running loose could be 
kept for six days and then 
destroyed, if not claimed by their 
owner, under the proposal. 

Joe Middlebrooks commented, 
**When dogs come on your own 
property, you ought to have the 
right to shoot ’em.”’ 

Mayor Carl Prichard inter- 
jected, ‘‘I understand your pro- 
blem, Joe, but we can’t have you 
firing a gun in the city.’ 

Mildred Wooten commented 
from the audience, ‘‘I don’t want 
anybody shooting my dogs.”’ 

Charles Murphy said he thinks 
dog owners should be held 
responsible for damages to pro-

One member of the association 
suggested raising the fine to $100 
for second offenders and splitting 
the money between the city and 
the dog pound, which is main- 
tained by county. The dog cat- 
cher could even be put on com- 
mission, he added. 

An inquiry was made into star- 
ting a city operated pound fund-

indicted by grand jury 


Two Montevallo men have 
been indicted on a capital offense 
crime which carries the death 
penalty. 

Last week a Shelby County 
grand jury found there was 
enough evidence to try Victor 
Kennedy and Darrell Grayson for 
the Dec. 24 nighttime burglary- 
murder of Mrs. M. L. Orr Sr. of 
Montevallo. 

Both men were also indicted on 
charges of murder, first degree 
rape, first degree robbery and 
first degree burglary in the Orr 
case. 

In addition to those charges, a 
third degree burglary charge was 
issued against Kennedy in an 
unrelated case. 

Arraignment proceedings 
against the two men are expected 
to be held early in February. 

Fifty one true bills were return- 
ed by the grand jury, 43 of them 
on felonies and 8 on misde- 


meanors. 

The.zgrand jury. found that 
there was insufficient evidence in 
eight cases to bring them to trial 
and 14 cases were continued.

“If you have loose dogs 
yourself, I can’t sympathize with 
you until you clean up your own 
house,’’ commented councilman 
Ray Hamilton. 

Hamilton said he fully 
understood that what to do with 
a family pet could pose a tough 
decision, but indicated that lack

‘*My house should already be 
in order,’’ admitted Maynard. 
**But I still have a responsibility 
to hear these people.”’ 

Maynard said he would con- 
fine his dog and Gilpin said he 
would too if the present law were 
enforced.

But they all went along with 
Councilwoman Jessie Jones’ pro- 
posal that a letter of appreciation 
be sent to Shaw for the excellent 
service he had rendered the city, 

Shaw joined the Columbiana 
Police Department in January 
1977. 

He was one of the top men in 
his graduating class at the 
University of Alabama Law En- 
forcement Academy, which he at- 
tended later that year. 

Making the highest score in his 
class on the pistol range, Shaw 
qualified as a Police Distinguish- 
ed Expert by the National Rifle 
Association, 

He has also completed the 
General Motors Proving 
Grounds Driving Environment 
program at the University of 
Montevallo and a course on the 
theory and operation of the in- 
toximeter. 


Shelby County Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow and the Law Enforce- 
ment Personnel Board seem to 
have reached an impasse on the 
issue of sergeant promotions. 

At Thursday’s meeting, Board 
Chairman Teddy Brasher 
reported that the sheriff had re- 
quested the removal of one of the 
three names the board had 
presented to him. 

But after meeting in closed ses- 
sion for a little over an hour to 


discuss the man in question, the 
Ooard decided to reject the 
sheriff's request. 

However, Glasgow later told 
the Reporter that the board had 
asked him to reject one of the 
men, giving reasons for his deci- 
sion. 

And Chief Deputy James 
Jones was present with facts on 
which the decision was based. 

At the previous board meeting, 
a letter from the sheriff had ask- 
ed that other names be submitted 
to him in place of the three men 
who had made the top scores on a 
competitive examination. 

But the board agreed the 
sheriff would have to give an ex- 
planation for that request before 
they would consider taking any 
action. 

Twelve employees of the 
department had taken the test for 
promotion which had been drawn 
up and administered by Joe Cur- 
tin from a Birmingham con- 
sulting firm. 

The board had first stipulated 


‘that the men have three years 


with the department before they 
could be eligible for attaining the 
rank of sergeant. 

Then they whacked a year off 
the time requirement. But the 
sheriff said they failed to mention 
that fact to him. 

Glasgow stressed that he wants 
to set a precedent that deputies be 
with the department three years 
and have five years in law en- 
forcement before they are eligible 
for promotion to sergeant. 

He says that he doesn’t plan to 
promote anyone to that rank un- 
til they have been with the depart- 
ment that length of time. 

All three men were at Thurs- 
day’s meeting. The board re- 
quested the chief deputy to re- 
main in the closed door session 
along with the deputy whose 
name the sheriff asked to have 
removed from the list. 


Governor presents legislative program; 
stresses efficiency, quality, flexibility

On February 3, 1981, the 
Alabama Legislature will con- 
vene in Montgomery to begin this 
year’s regular legislative session. 
During the past several weeks you 
have probably heard about the 
programs my administration in- 
tends to offer to the legislature. 

Frankly, the issues facing state 
government are simple. Each bill 
we offer will deal with fundamen- 
tal change necessary to the opera- 
tion of government. State 
government is a service organiza- 
tion; but like any other business, 
government must deal with the 
cost of operation, the efficiency 
with which it operates, and the 
quality of service it provides, 

To reach the goal of supplying 
you, the taxpayer, with the best 
government possible, we must 
deal with several areas of change 
and restructure of existing opera- 
tions. The following areas will be 
dealt with fairly, with our eye on 
cost, efficiency, and quality. 


After Frederic 


Personnel cost: approximately 
85 percent of your tax dollars we 
receive in state government goes 
toward personnel costs. Included 
in this cost are salaries, retire- 
ment benefits, holiday pay, sick 
leave pay, vacation allowances, 
and insurance. 


Since these costs account for so 
much of the cost of operation of 
government, we have studied it 
closely. It is our desire to see that 
all state employees are compen- 
sated fairly and competitively, 
However, we must preserve the 
integrity of our state retirement 
system to which so many state 
employees have contributed for 
sO Many years. 


Higher education: The bottom 
line in higher education is quality 
versus quantity. For far too long, 
we have seen a proliferation in 
growth of post-secondary educa- 
tion, both at the junior college 
level, and at the university level. 


This growth, along with the 
duplication of program offerings 
has drained our resources. The 
focus in the past was on growth, 
at any cost. We must now bring 
that growth under control, and, 
for the student’s sake, we must 
improve quality. 


Elimination of earmarking: 
Nearly 90 percent of this state’s 
revenues are earmarked, or 
dedicated, to a specific function 
of government. In my opinion 
that is taxation without represen- 
tation. Legislators are unable to 
Set priorities to meet the current 
needs of state government. You 
will be told that this is an educa- 
tional issue. That is untrue, since 
funds are earmarked not only for 
education, but for highways, 
pensions and security, mental 
health, prisons, etc. We will pro- 
pose a statewide referendum to 
let you, the voter decide the ear- 
marking issue. 

Biennial budgeting: Each year, 


hundreds of bills are introduced 
in the legislature. Because of this, 
legislators cannot devote their 
undivided attention to budgeting 
your tax dollars efficiently. We 
are going to propose biennial 
budgeting, or budgeting every 
two years, with the budgeting 
process set to take priority over 
all other forms of legislation. I 
believe you should expect your 
legislators to take time to budget 
the spending of your tax dollars 
just as you must take time and set 
priorities in budgeting your 
household income. 

I encourage you to take an in- 
terest in this important legislative 
session. Let your legislators know 
your feelings, During the coming 
weeks I will address my legislative 
proposals one by one, and in 
detail. You have a voice in 
government. If you don’t exercise 
it, the special interest groups will 
silence you and take your govern- 
ment away from you like a thief 
in the night. 


DPS revamps disaster program 


One in a series on the 
Department of 
Pensions and Security 

Relief efforts involved in 
responding to a large-scale 
disaster can be extremely com- 
plex, and a good plan is needed if 
the job of helping disaster victims 
is to be done smoothly. 


Commissioner Gary Cooper 
said that the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security’s disaster 


operations plan was revised ex- 
tensively in the wake of Hur- 
ricane Frederic a year and a half 
ago, and the new plan got a 
realistic test when many of the 


Attorney General 
pushes consumer bill 


Alabama Attorney General 
Charles A. Graddick says a con- 
sumer protection bill which might 
also be called a ‘“‘reputable 
business protection act’’ will be 
introduced in the Legislative ses- 
sion which begins Feb. 3. 

“This bill is a 50-50-50 pro- 
position,"’ Graddick said. ‘‘We 
have 50 co-sponsors to make us 
the 50th state to adopt a con- 
sumer protection law which will 
make our efforts more than 50 
percent effective, 

“Fraudulent business schemes 
are rampant in this state because 
it is the only state in the nation 
without a consumer protection 
law,”’ Graddick said. 


*‘Alabama has become a haven 
for crooks and thieves. The only 
way to stop this is with a fair law 
which provides sanctions against 
deceptive business practices and 
protects legitimate businesses.’’ 


The proposed consumer pro- 
tection bill outlaws making mis- 
representations in regards to 
goods or services. It outlaws 
odometer rollbacks, chain refer- 
ral sales plans, pyramid sales 
plans and any misrepresentations 
regarding business opportunity 
programs. It also outlaws ‘‘any 
other unconscionable, false, 
misleading or deceptive act in the 
conduct of trade or commerce."’ 


agency's top level employees took 
part in a mock disaster drill 
recently. 

The drill, conducted with the 
cooperation of the State Depart- 
ment of Civil Defense and the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency, tested the ability of the 
State office of the Department of 
Pensions and Security to respond 
to a series of devastating tor- 
nadoes in north Alabama. 

The responsibility of the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security in a disaster of any size 
includes coordinating both public 
and private welfare-related 
resources, said Cooper. 

This responsibility includes 
assuring the availability of fopd, 
clothing, shelter, and social ser- 
vices to disaster victims. The 
State Department of Civil 
Defense has overall responsibility 
for disaster response. 

During most disasters, all of 
this work is done by the 
employees of the Department of 
Pensions and Security in the 
county where the disaster takes 
place. If the disaster is a par- 
ticularly large one--as was 
Frederic--agency employees from 
other county departments and the 
State office may come in to help 
out. Following Frederic, Depart- 


ment of Pensions and Security 
employees from all over went in- 
to the stricken area. 

Employees who participated in 
the disaster drill for state office 
staff were presented with a series 
of ‘mock problems including the 
destruction of a group home for 
foster children and the death of a 
county Department of Pensions 
and Security director. 

Other problems included 
deploying Department of Pen- 
sions and Security employees 
from different parts of the state 
into the stricken areas to help 
man disaster assistance centers, 
administer emergency food 
Stamp and monetary assistance 
programs, and provide other 
relief activities. 

The disaster drill uncovered 
some flaws in the agency's 
disaster operations procedures, 
and the plan is being revised. 
“That's the reason we did the 
training,’ Cooper pointed out, 
adding that wrinkles are easier to 
iron out during a drill than in a 
real disaster. ‘‘The Department 
of Pensions and Security owes it 
to Alabama’s citizens that when 
the next major disaster strikes-- 
and one will--the agency will res- 
pond quickly and efficiently,’’ 
said Cooper.

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Alabaster Council 
studies sewer fees 


After Councilman Jack Reagin 
brought up the subject of how 
Alabaster water customers were 
billed for sewer usage, he was ap- 
pointed chairman of a committee 
to study the matter. 

Reagin had questioned the cur- 
rent billing system which requires 
water users to pay a 75% sewer 
usage fee. 

He noted that this seemed un- 
fair during the summer months 
when more water was being used. 

But the Mayor pointed out that 
the city had lost $60,000 in 
revenue last year because the 
75% had been set against a fixed 
figure while water rates have in- 
creased twice. 

The charge for sewer 
maintenance was made two years 
ago, so comparativly speaking, 
water users are only paying about 
55% now. 

The mayor asked Reagin, 
Roger Wheeler and Cal McCune 
to ‘‘dig as deeply as you can into 
the matter and see what we can 
live with.’’ 

They are to give a report at the 
next meeting. 

The same councilmen were also 
appointed by the mayor to serve 
on a committee to study the 
feasibility of insuring the conces- 
sion stand at the Little League 
ballfield. 

It was reported that vandalism 
has occurred there on a number 
of occasions. 

Reagin told the council that the 
cost of insurance to cover fire,

windstorm and vandalism, would 
be $273. Theft insurance, he 
reported, would increase that 
amount by $590.

He reported that studies had 
been made and the only way to 
solve the problem would be 
dredging Buck Creek which the 
city could not do because of the 
cost. 

Anyone planning to build on 
the ‘‘flood plain,’’ he said, would 
have to raise the elevation of the 
land. 

In other business, the council 
voted to reinstate the position of 
school safety patrol officer, and 
asked Jean Dawkins to return to 
her former position of directing 
traffic. She will be at the middle 
school. 

The council also voted to in- 
crease the uniform allowance for 
four radio dispatchers to comply 
with other members of the 
department.

County Commissioner J. Alph 
Lowe of Vincent asked for a list 
of everyone on the county payroll 
at the County Commission 
meeting Monday. 

Lowe was plainly disgusted 
that motions passed by the com- 
mission in the past had not been 
carried out in regard to cutting 
back on employees and in super- 
vising their work. 

His request, which was second- 
ed by all the commissioners, 
came toward the end of a dreary 
discussion about a freeze on hir- 
ing that the commission had pass- 
ed at its last meeting. 

It came to light that four per- 
sons had been hired since the 
freeze order: Tammy Slaughter in 
the tax assessor’s office; John 
Miller in the probation office; 
Mike Shaw in the sheriff’s office 
and June Williams in the probate 
office. 

Commission chairman Tommy 
Snowden defended the hirings on 
the basis that they were 
replacements for positions 
already in the budgets of the 
various departments. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
said that when he made the mo- 
tion for a freeze he meant a total 
hiring freeze. 

Snowden was also reminded 
that the commission had stated 
weeks ago that any new hires 
should be approved by the com- 
mission in advance as the state 
examiner had advised. 


Snowden maintained that

Discussion revealed that on 
several occasions department 
heads have put Sacred to work 
without notifying the payroll 
department. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said, ‘‘We have people who 
have worked a week before 
anybody in the payroll depart- 
ment even knows they’re work- 
ing.”

Murder trial moved 


The murder trial for a Jasper 
man is now underway at the 
Shelby. County Courthouse.

Mathis is charged with the 
murder of 18 year old Cornelia 
Eddy who was shot and killed 
during a robbery of the conve- 
nience store where she worked. 

A jury consisting of seven men 
and five women was selected 
Monday to hear the case. 

Prosecutors are Pat Gustin and 
Don Colee, a Jefferson County 
deputy district attorney, assigned 
as a special prosecutor in the 
case.

For half a century, the 
Alabama Legislature has been 
struggling with a financial strait- 
jacket which has gradually taken 
away the ability of the 
Legislature to use your tax 
dollars to meet the needs of the 
people. 

This strait-jackel is most com- 
monly referred to as earmarking. 
I prefer to call it taxation without 
representation, 

Earmarking simply means that 
taxes passed for a single purpose 
10, 20, or 40 years ago must still 
be used for that same purpose, no 
matter how the needs or priorities 
of the people have changed. 

The practice of earmarking tax 
receipts has grown year by year 
until it now accounts for some 88 
percent of all tax revenue the 
state collects. Obviously, special 
interest groups that benefit from 
earmarking do not want a 
change. But, I can assure you 
that any time there is surplus 
money, the bureaucrats will 
spend it. 

Earmarking insures that the 
bureaucracy will expand at the 
expense of the poor, the elderly, 
the school children - the citizens 
of this state. 

Some politicians will tell you 
that annual budgeting sessions 
are in the best interest of the tax-

You should expect the spen- 
ding of your taxes to fairly repre- 
sent your changing demands for 
State services. Put an end to ear- 
marking, and you put an end to 
taxation without representation. 

I will propose that the 
Alabama Legislature allow the 
people of Alabama to vote the 
earmarking issue up or down by 
public referendum. | urge you, as 
taxpayers and citizens, to de- 
mand this right.

He noted examples of builders 
he knew who had sold homes as 
much as three years ago, but who 
are still listed on the tax 
assessor’s books as owners of the 
homes. 

“I don’t know how much 
we're losing because we don’t 
have our act together in assess- 
ing,”’ he said. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden said it is the respon- 
sibility of the new owner to assess 
the property when he buys it. 

Murphy wanted to know why 
the probate office cannot notify 
the tax assessor when the deed is 
recorded. Snowden said that 
sometimes there is no value listed 
on the deed. Murphy argued that 
would be the case in only a few 
transfers, but Snowden insisted it 
frequently occurs. 

Murphy said the county may 
face lawsuits if property is adver- 
tised in the newspaper as ‘*Tax 
Delinquent”’ in the name of a 
former owner, who is no longer 
responsible for the taxes on that 
property.

He indicated that test wells in 
Shelby and Blount Counties 
should provide valuable subsur- 
face data for future exploration 
in the region.

Despite the economy in 1980 


- Riverchase is making impact on north Shelby ‘ 


‘**home,’’ is estimated at 1000. 

Although only in its sixth year 
of development, Riverchase has 
already created numerous jobs 
for people outside the 
‘*community.’’ According to its 
project director, Roger Yanko, at 
its projected buildout in 1987 or 
1988, Riverchase should employ 
20,000-25,000 full time 
employees. 

‘Certainly Riverchase is 
becoming a business center for 
Shelby County, especially for the 
white collar worker,’’ Yanko 
says. ‘*‘I envision that you will 
have more people relocating close 
to their business.’* 

When contacted by the 
Reporter at the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission, 
transportation planning director 
Bill Foisy confirmed Yanko’s 
prediction. 

‘*As long as employment is 
there, the residential growth is 
due to follow,’’ Foisy says. ‘‘We 
have socio-economic projections 
for future population and future 
growth, and both definitely show 
increases for north Shelby and 
south Jefferson County.” 

Two factors, however, hamper 
the positive effect these jobs are 
expected to have on area residen- 
tial growth: the poor economy, 
and, what Foisy calls ‘‘reverse 
commuting,”’ or living in an area 
other than where one works. 

One example of reverse com- 
muting (and how Foisy says the 
trend will eventually change) can 
be seen in the personnel situation 
at Blue-Cross Blue Shield, which 
moved from Birmingham to the 
Shelby County portion of River- 
chase late in 1978. 

While employes already living 
south or east of Birmingham 
found themselves closer to work 
after the move to Riverchase, 
many others found they had fur- 
ther to drive. Still, according to 
Blue-Cross executive vice presi- 
dent W. Houston Brown, 98 per- 
cent of the work force stayed 
with the firm. 

Brown also says that since 
moving the firm has had an in- 
crease in the number of job ap- 
plicants from Shelby County. As 
the regular turnover rate affects 
the current workforce, he 
therefore expects the percentage 
of workers from this area to in- 
crease. 

When more offices open in the 


Riverchase area, more executives 
are expecfed to move into north 
Shelby and strrounding areas. 
Foisy says this trend will be ac- 
centuated by the ‘increasing cost 
of gasoline. 

Nearly everyone in the business 
and development community, 
however, is quick to note that un- 
til interest rates drop, the buying 
and building of houses will re- 
main low. 

Yanko flatly states that 
residential sales for Riverchase 
were down in 1980. ‘‘It wasn’t ex- 
actly a banner year for 
anybody,”’ he adds. 

Suprisingly enough, Yanko 
says that commercial sales last 
year were good. He explains that 
the four factors which have made 
the Harbert-Equitable planned 
community work from the start, 
have helped it through these hard 
times. 

The factors are: 1) availability 
of land, 2) access to highways, 3) 
a built in workforce, 4) and the 
continued strength of the overall 
Metropolitan Birmingham area. 

Says Yanko, ‘‘There wouldn’t 
be a Riverchase or Inverness 
without a viable central city. 
North Shelby County is growing 
because Birmingham is a viable 
area.”” 

He thinks residential’ growth 
will begin to pick up over the next 
eight months as the economy im- 
proves. As evidence that jobs are 
becoming available and the com- 
mercial sector. still growing, 
Yanko points to a long list of 
Riverchase activity. 

Ohio Medical Products, 
recently relocated in Riverchase 
employs 11 people, and 


American Hospital Supply of 
Chicago started Work seven 
weeks ago on a new, 30,000 
square foot facility which will 
employ 25 people. A heavy 
equipment company, Trax, open- 
ed recently and the Prime 
Minister restaurant opened. 

Furthermore, the Davenport 
Companies is working on yet 
another building which will com- 
plete Riverchase Office Plaza, a 
60,000 square feet tenant facility 
across the lake from highway 31, 
Kovach and Associates are ex- 
panding a similar complex near 
highway 31 called Chase Park 
South. Wren Development is 
planning four more tenant 
buildings in addition to the 
100,000 square feet it currently 
leases in two buildings. 

A full service Exxon station is 
under constructin at the 
Valleydale entrance to River- 
chase. Other projects are still 
planned for the northern section

No, it’s not just another high 
rise. Building 31 is located in 
north Shelby County, in In-

280 corridor. 

In fact, Leo Karpeles, who 
manages the project for Taylor 
and Mathis of Alabama, noted 
that location is the number one 
selling point of Building 31 and 
the infantile Inverness office 
park. 

“The main reason to locate 
here is that we can provide a 
much, much nicer working en- 
vironment, and that leads to 
more production by employees,”’ 
Karpeles told the Reporter. 

McWane, Inc., a multi-million 
dollar holding company, became 
the first resident of Inverness 


five such buildings and will total 
about .5 million square feet of of- 
fice space. At that point, 
Karpeles said motel chains have 
told him they would consider 
locating up to a seven-floor facili- 
ty in Inverness Center.

Building 31, built adjacent to 
McWane and completed last 
summer, now houses the head- 
quarters of Combustion 
Engineers, Advanced Informa- 
tion Systems, Inc. and a Sand- 
wich Chef. 

With the six floors of Building 
31 now at 64 percent occupancy, 
Taylor and Mathis (with financ- 
ing from  joint-partner 
Metropolitan Life) has started 
work on a second, lakeside high 
rise office.

Most of the 26 buildings plann- 
ed for Inverness Center will be 
speculative buildings or rent pay- 
ing tenants, But Karpeles is quick 
to note that the quality of the 
buildings equals that which goes 
into institutional, corporate 
headquarters. 

A tour of Building 31 bears out 
his claim. Building manager Joan 
Chambless points out the marble 
walled lobby, the thick, 
decorator throw rugs, suede 
wallpaper and teak chair rails. 

According to market reports, 
the rental cost of office space at 
Inverness reflects the quality. At 
roughly $11 per square foot, 
Building 31 compares favorably 
with rental space at other modern 
high rises in downtown Birm- 
ingham. Office space at River- 
chase runs about $7.50 per square 
foot. 

‘What we’re building carries 
the quality of an institutional of- 
fice, and we're betting that’s 
what the Birmingham market 
wants,’’ Karpeles stated. 
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*‘Obviously, we feel the (Greater 
Metropolitan Birmingham) area 
is a good market or we wouldn’t 
be building another 90,000 
square feet of speculation office 
space.”’

First, construction of the 600 
student Inverness Elementary 
School, set for next year. Second, 
the massive state headquarters 
for South Central Bell, two miles 
west of Inverness in Jefferson 
County, will eventually employ 
some 3000 people after its com- 
pletion within a year. 

The third factor Karpeles 
pointed to is the completion of 
the I-459 super loop which will 
open Inverness to the labor force 
market from Bessemer to 
Roebuck. The first section of the 
loop will connect highway 280 
with I-65 to the southwest in 
Hoover, and will open by this 
summer.

We had been to Washington 
several times before, but as I 
think back over this special visit 
the memories are blurred 
together in time and space, a 
montage loosely held together by 
rides on the Metro System. 

From Alexandria, where we 
stayed with our brother and 
sister, John and Carolyn Fuller 
the subway to. various spots,in,the 
city was always rushed, always 
crowded with good natured 
“*fellow travelers’? of the 
American kind. So here are our 
fragmented recollections written 
in a hodge-podge fashion, just as 
we shall remember them, now 
and always. 

First came the Alabama Recep- 
tion held Sunday evening in the 
large foyer of the Rayburn 
Building. Here we joined Carlye 
and Howard Best from 
Montevallo to wine and dine with 
over three-hundred fellow Alaba- 
mians including Senator and 
Mrs. Jeremiah Denton, Am- 
bassador Armistead Selden, Con- 
gressman and Mrs. Albert Lee 
Smith, Mayor George Seibels, 
and Mr. and Mrs, Danny 
Cooper. Here we first felt the 
esprit de corps that pervaded our 
whole pilgrimage to Washington. 

We tried there and elsewhere to 
master eating delicious food and 
drink such as Oysters Rockefeller 
and California Champagne in 
elbow-to-elbow crowds. 
Everywhere the menu was 
elegant, and despite the rush to 
get to the heavily laden tables, we 
never spilled a crumb, but then 
we never got much to eat, either. 

Thanks to Congressman Jack 
Edwards and his staff, we and 
other Alabamians proudly wore a 
small red state map, embroidered 
in red with a white star in the 
center, clearly showing our loyal- 
ty to Alabama. This little logo

caused much comment because 
no other state had thought to use 
such a clever device for recogni- 
tion. 

Our only personal crisis arose 
when I realized on Sunday after- 
noon that I had left my red “‘ball 
gown’’ and fur stole at home. 
Not knowing where to begin to 
shop for a new outfit and wan- 
ting to wear my own Shelby 
County dress, designed and made 
in Dry Valley and refurbished on 
Pea Ridge, I put in a panic call to 
Buffy, our daughter who is a 
senior at Indian Springs School. 
Without too much grumbling she 
dashed home, packed the dress 
and stole, rushed to the Birm- 
ingham airport where Eastern’s 
Sprint Service took over and got 
it to us at the National Airport in 
less than 12 hours. Ironically the 
special delivery fee cost more 
than the dress ! 


Standing in lines 


On Monday we had our first 
standing-in-line experience 
waiting to get into the Smithso- 
nian buffet where only 
**Associates”’ of the Smithsonian 
can enjoy excellent food at 
reasonable prices. This benefit is 
part of regular membership in the 
Smithsonian, and well worth the 
cost of $15 per year per family. 

Also in the Smithsonian we 
saw the biggest “‘logo”’ of all - the 
large stuffed elephant standing in 
the main foyer, newly brushed 
and dressed with a red, white and 
blue blanket,’ now a_ huge, 
humorous symbol of Republican 
Party victory. 

Because of the constant stan- 
ding and waiting which seemed to 
introduce every function, I 
Started wearing loafers and carry- 
ing better shoes in my large 
purse. After a day of changing 
shoes I lost my vanity, realizing 
that absolutely no one was pay- 
ing the least attention to my feet. 

On Monday, January 19, after 
waiting in the longest line of all to 
get into the reception for Vice 
President Elect and Mrs. Bush, 
we were slowly shoved through 
the vast maze of another 
Smithsonian building, the 
Museum of American History, to 
find at last Barbara, George, and 
daughter Dorothy ‘‘holding 
court”’ to about 100 ‘‘subjects.’’ 


They looked jubilant, vigorous,’ 


and very poised, unfortunately 
the bright lighting in the medium- 
sized room reminded me of the 
Hall of Presidents in Disney 
World. 

Every day involved travel plans 
which had to be plotted out, but 
they never came off smoothly 
because of throngs of people 
usually going in the same direc- 
tion. We almost mastered the ef- 
ficient but complex metro system 
where buying a ticket from the 
National Airport to the Union 
Station requires a calculator. At 
one point the whole ticket pur- 
chase system (all machines, no 
manpower) broke down and we 
all enjoyed free rides for half a 
day. 

I often noticed sleek black 
limousines and wondered who 
was inside, until I found out that 
anyone can rent such a car with 
driver for only $25 an hour. 

Tickets to the gala were out of 
the price range of poor pro- 
fessors, but we did enjoy hearing 
the Bests tell about it. It seems all 
binoculars were focused on the 
Reagans, while such performers 
as Hope, Sinatra, Merman and 
Carson entertained them. Rich 
Little made the biggest hit with 


his famous Rogue’s Gallery of 
Presidents enlarged to include 
Reagan. 

We were happy to receive 

unexpected tickets to the 

ing-in ceremony on the big- 
gest day of all, Tuesday, January 
20, thanks to my brother Ted 
Thomas from Atlanta and his 
friend, Senator Sam Nunn of 
Georgia. As we made our way to 
gate 7 we soon realized that 
‘‘preferred standing’’ tickets 
enabling us to stand in a few feet 
of space far below the Capitol’s 
West Front must have been 
issued to at least $0,000 other 
friends of every Congressman. 
Nevertheless we were glad to be 
there. 

Somehow I managed to end up 
behind the tallest man around 
and thus I saw the flag-festooned 
Capitol but little of the actual 
swearing-in ceremony itself. 
Nevertheless I heard and felt all 
of it, especially President 
Reagan’s confident and comfor- 
ting voice telling us how unique 
in this world is our orderly 
transfer of authority every four 
years, a change in command we 
all take for granted. 

At first I felt that all this was a 
drama being enacted on a vast 
movie set and I was a mere 
“‘extra’’ watching Mr. Reagan 
“‘play”’ the part of President. But 
as he continued to speak slowly 
and deliberately, yet with poise 
and enthusiasm, I suddenly knew 
somewhere deep inside that he is 
no longer an actor; he is indeed 
“the real thing.”” 

Most Secret Service men fade 
into the background but those 
stationed around the Capitol’s 
dome were very evident, I 
wondered why they had not 
noted and removed several 
teenage boys high up in trees 
looking straight across to the in- 
augural party, but then I decided 
that perhaps these boys were real- 
ly Secret Service men ‘“‘in 
disguise."’ 

At the end of the ceremony the 
vast audience spontaneously join- 
ed in singing ‘America the 
Beautiful.’” As the sun broke 
through the pale gray skies, the 
traditional 21 gun salute boomed 
forth, causing me to break out in 
a serious case of chill bumps. 

Throughout this most im- 
pressive service I énvied everyone 
carrying a good camera, especial- 
ly since my Canon AE-1 had 
developed a mysterious malady 
and I had to rely on a new, less 
familiar camera, Justin tried the 
news photographers’ trick of 
holding it over head, trying to 
aim, and shooting at random. 
I’m sure we'll have some unusual 
pictures to show our friends. 

After the ceremony we met 
again with Alabamians at a party 
in Congressman Jack Edwards’ 
office where we ran into our col- 
league Dr. Lucille Griffith look- 
ing lively as always. At last I 
found an unoccupied seat in the 
Congressman’s big desk chair 
where I had an interesting ex- 
perience: if I looked to my left I 
saw Frank Reynolds on the TV 
screen winding up his inaugura- 
tion commentary; if I looked to 
the right down to the disheveled 
Capitol lawn I saw the TV view- 
ing stand where Frank Reynolds 
was at that moment televising the 
program I was watching. 

We knew all along that if we 
had chosen to stay at home and 
watch television, we would have 
seen many more details, but we 
would not have had the over- 
whelming, electrifying experience

of the inaugural atmosphere. A 
spirit so refreshingly patriotic, 
now that patriotism is ‘‘in’”’ 
again, now that it is no longer a 
mere cliche’ acceptable only dur- 
ing war time. 

Noting very little litter along 
the Mall, or on the marble steps 
to the many majestic buildings we 
were consistently proud of the 
overall courtesy of the crowd; 
within our sight there was ab- 
solutely no ill-feeling, no 
rowdiness, and no drunken 
scenes (if you discount Dean 
Martin’s usual state which 
rendered him unable to perform 
at the Gala.) 


And the hostages? 


While watching these formal 
festivities, we, with Americans 
everywhere, wondered and wor- 
ried about the exact state of the 
hostages’ fate. We learned the 
good news of their release when 
we saw the White House 
Christmas tree flashing forth 
with bright golden lights. 

We stood eight deep to see part 
of the short but rousing parade as 
it marched down Pennsylvania 
Avenue. Again standing behind 
the highest obstacle around - a 
father carrying a three-year-old 
son on his shoulders - I saw little 
but heard a lot: the beat of the 
drums, the prancing horses and 
the exuberant cheers as the Pre- 
sidential motorcade rolled by. 

Justin is usually reserved, but 
on that big day he became a spon- 
taneous cheerleader. When he 
caught sight of the Bush 
limousine with George and Bar- 
bara waving enthusiastically to 
the crowds Justin started 
shouting, ‘‘Hey George, wave to 
us! Hey George, wave to us!’” He 
kept it up and the crowd joined in 
with the chant. When the Vice 
President did turn and wave 
vigorously in our direction, there 


was a huge ovation. (This bit of 
the Parade was pictured and 


commented on by the 
Washington Star.) 
After a full day of walking and 


standing, we wondered if our 
weary feet and aching legs could 
ever get us to the inaugural ball. 
But we managed to get going, 
thanks to the Bests, who had 
found a driver and van to take us 
through the unbelievable traffic 
congestion caused by nine balls 
taking place in fairly close prox- 
imity. At last we arrived at the 
Sheraton Hotel with about 3000 
other guests from Alabama, 
Texas, North Carolina, and Con- 
necticut. (About 500 unhappy 
ticket holders were turned away 
by a zealous fire marshal.) 

Despite the ball room bedlam, 
with dancing virtually impossi- 
ble, we enjoyed our type of music 
from the 1950's: Harry James, 
Patti Page, the Mills Brothers all 
reviving memories of Homecom- 
ings of the past. 

We were pleased with the ball 
favors, a set of gold blazer but- 
tons engraved with a special in- 
auguration crest. We knew our 
daughter Buffy would like this 
“preppy” gift. 

Announced by sparkling gold 
trumpets, President and Mrs. 
Reagan’s arrival came unex- 
pectedly early in the evening. 
Here for the first time he an- 
nounced officially that the 
hostages had left Iran, but he ad- 
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ded that to him they were not 
“thostages”” but “‘prisoners of 
war.’’ - 

Later in the evening we began 
talking to a group of attractive 
young people, only to find they 
were two Bush sons and their 
wives, Both George, Jr. and Jeb 
remember visiting Shelby County 
with pleasure. Also they cQf- 
gratulated us on electing ‘“‘tliat 
fine man’’ Jeremiah Denton “as _ 
our senator. (Neil Bush who had 
spoken at the University of 
Montevallo was in another part 
of the ballroom.) ae 

We noted for the first time 
many Secret Service men casually 
surrounding the Bush children. 
They were, however, not so s 
but easily identified by the ear- 
Phone buttons and small silver 
pins in their lapels (possibly 
microphones?) 

Also noticing the presence of 
many military aides in dress 
uniform, we talked to one young 
Marine Major who asked us if we 
knew Eugene Sledge of 
Montevallo. It seems he had read 
with interest Gene’s articles of his 
World War II experiences with 
the Marines in the South Pacific 
and was glad to hear that they

Montevallo played one of its 
best games of the year Friday 
night in the consolation game as 
it went on to claim third place 
with a 71-51 whopping over Vin- 
cent.

Pelham-Thompson 
add exciting touch 


to the classic finals 


Some people might have been 
thinking about what a fine job 
Pelham High School did of 
hosting the Shelby County 
Basketbal] Tournament. 

Some people might have been 
thinking about how good the tur- 
nout of 900 people looked Friday 
night, or how badly the turnout 
had looked the other nights. 

Some people might have tried 
to concentrate on a player-son or 
cheerleading-daughter. 
Somebody probably, was think- 
ing about a date after the game. 


But the fact of the matter is 
that with Pelham and Thompson 
duking it out on the court to 
determine the county basketball 
championship, it was hard to 
think about anything other than 
the action right in front of you. 

And the action didn’t stop at 
the buzzer, either. 

It took Thompson half the 
night to beat the Panthers, but 
finally, at the end of the third 
overtime, the Warriors stood 
tallest in the county with a 51-47 
victory. 

It happened this way:

But Johnson came back in the 


third period and re-established 
himself with four quick buckets 
from the center.

The Panthers kept their poise, 
however, and started hitting 
baskets in the fourth quarter. By 
the last two minutes they had slic- 
ed the lead to 38-37. 

In the final seconds, with 
Thompson trying desperately to 
hold to a 41-39 lead, Buddy 
Champion rebounded a wild shot 
by Bobby Sutton and laid it up to 
tie the game. The save came with 
only four seconds to spare. 

Todd Davis hit a bucket for 
Pelham halfway through the first 
three-minute ovetime period, but 
Bobby Bivins retaliated with a 
shot from the corner that tied the 
score again with only :41 seconds 
left.

Reapportionment won’t come 


in current legislative session 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The time schedule will prevent 
the state legislature from reap- 
portioning itself during the cur- 
rent session. 

But Senator Lister Hill Proc- 
tor, chairman of the state reap- 
portionment committee, is deter- 
mined that the legislature will 
work out a satisfactory reappor- 
tionment rather than have the 
federal courts do it. 

Proctor, who represents the 


Diareess geographical section of 


Shelby County, told the Reporter 
Monday that his committee will 
not be able to get detailed infor- 
mation from the Bureau of the 
Census until about April 1. Cen- 
Sus information is vital to draw- 
ing up the plan. 

: This will not give the 
legislature time before the May 
t9 conclusion of this session, to 
complete it. 

- Proctor hopes his committee 
¢an work out all the problems 
and present a fair redistricting 


map to the legislature in a special 
session in the fall. The plan will 
require majority approval of the 
entire legislature. 

The need for the new plan 
arises from the 1980 census which 
shows that population has shifted 
in various parts of the state. 
Boundary lines of the districts of 
state senators and representatives 
will have to be moved to give 
equal representation to all 
citizens. 

Shelby County should ~ gain 
more representation from 
redistricting, because of the in- 
crease in population. 

After the 1970 census, the 
legislature failed to redistrict and 
a federal judge redistricted the 
state along census district lines. 
This resulted in Shelby County’s 
being divided into three parts for 
the state House of Represen- 
tatives, and two parts for the 
Senate. 

Present boundary lines for the 
House of Representatives in 


Shelby County create one district 
in northwest Shelby County, 
bordered roughly on the east by 
the Simmsville Road and 
Highway 280 and on the south by 
Alabaster. This district also in- 
cludes a part of south Jefferson. 
J.T. ‘‘Jabo’? Waggoner is the 
representative. 

Another district is composed 
of Montevallo, Wilton and Pea 
Ridge, and all of Chilton County. 


WHERE uriis Smith is the representative 


from that district. 

The remainder of the county is 
represented by Sonny Moore of 
Sterrett, whose district also in- 
cludes small parts of Talladega 
and Jefferson Counties. 

In the Senate, Doug Cook 
represents northwest Shelby 
County and Lister Hill Proctor 
represents the remainder of the 
county. Cook’s district includes a 
large part of Jefferson County. 
Proctor’s district includes all of 
Coosa and Chilton Counties, and 
south Talladega County.

One of the reasons it 
is difficult to completely grasp 
the implications of the budgeting 
process is that the budget, though

Dividing their time between 
work on the budget and work on 
other bills leaves too much room 
for allowing major discrepancies 
to develop. On top of dividing 
their time between budgets and 
other bills, the whole process is 
repeated each year. It is a 
dangerous and unnecessary pro- 
cess. For these reasons I am pro- 
posing that we return to biennial 
budgeting, or budgeting every 
other year. 

Biennial budgeting as I pro- 
pose it will confine the efforts of 
the legislators to working on the 
budget and nothing else. Once 
the budget is approved and pass- 
ed by both houses of the 
legislature, the legislators may 
move on to other business. 

Until 1977, the Alabama 
Legislature met and budgeted 
biennially. In light of the chang- 
ing times in Alabama and the 
shift in preferences for services 
during recent years, there is pro- 
bably good reason for meeting 
annually. However, budgeting 
biennially will give legislators the 
time to pay close attention to fun- 
ding needs of government, as well 
as giving two years for ad- 
ministrators to plan and imple- 
ment programs for their depart- 
ments or schools. 

Our neighboring State of 
Florida budgeted biennially until 
the eary 70’s, when a move was 
made to budget annually. Florida 
Gov. Bob Graham mentioned to 
me several years ago that his 
state’s legislature had now moved 
back to biennial budgeting and it 
was the best thing to happen to 
the management of state revenues 
in years.

State money is tight 


by Marcia M. Sears 

All the stories from Mon- 
tgomery are saying the same 
thing. Money is tight. 

Governor Fob James told the 
state in a series of news con- 
ferences, that collections of taxes 
are down, the percentage of 
growth is down, and priorities 
will have to be rearranged. 

Senator Lister Hill Proctor put 
it this way to the Reporter: ‘‘In 
the Senate, the two budgets will 
occupy a substantial portion of 
our time.’’ He referred to the 
special education trust fund and 
the general fund budgets. 

‘Budgets are lean as far as new 
money is concerned.’’ He does 
not expect fund increases to be 
made to any agencies. 

Proctor is on the Senate 
Finance and Taxation committee, 
and has been in meetings for the 
past month studying the state’s 
money situation.

The City of Calera fire depart- 
ment now has the best fire 
classification of any volunteer 
department in Shelby County, ac- 
cording to the Insurance Services 
office of Alabama. 

The ISO lowered Calera’s fire 
rating from Class Eight to Class 
Six after a survey was taken of 
the department’s fire fighting 
capabilites in September. 

The overall rating involves 
more than just the fire depart- 
ment, The water system’s ability 
to furnish water in adequate 
amounts for fire fighting to all 
parts of the corporate limits is 
essential. Hydrant flow tests and 
a sufficient water system weigh 
heavy in the evaluation by the 
Iso. 

Calera received a total rating 
of 49.21 which falls witin the re-

Thomas, Curtis drove off in a 
stolen 1977 Pontiac.

quirements for a Class Six rating. 
Although Calera officials are 
elated with the new rating, there’s 
a touch of frustration. Had the 
rating been .79 tenths higher 
Calera would have a Class Five 
rating.

The fire hydrant issue in north 
Shelby County is nearing flood 
proportions. 

The Birmingham Water Works 
Board has set a March 6 deadline 
for residents on its system in the 
North Shelby County Fire 
Di to sign a contract agree- 


itig’'t6-a hiked rental fee of $250- 


per year per hydrant. No pay, no 
more fire hydrants, says the 
board. 

But NSCFD board chairman 
John Pruitt strongly urges 
residents on the Birmingham 
system not to sign the contracts. 

**I sure hope they don’t sign 
them,’’ he told the Reporter. 
‘*Those hydrants are the respon- 
sibility of the fire district. Two 
hundred-fifty dollars is a 
ridiculous figure.’’ 

Last October the water works 
board initiated a staggered, three- 
part rate hike for water and 
hydrant service. More than half 
the NSCFD fell into the third or 
highest rate area. (Residents in 
the Pelham Water Works portion 
of the district were unaffected by 
the Birmingham hike.) 

The new rates brought several 
law suits against the Birmingham 
board which are still pending. 
NSCFD, as a member of the Jef- 
ferson County Fire District 
Association, is involved in a suit 
against the water board which is 
set for an April 23 hearing, accor- 
ding to Pruitt. 

In the meantime, the chairman

Calera at the top of list compared 
to surrounding insurance ratings 
of various volunteer departments 
in the area. ‘‘And, what makes it 
so gratifying’’ continues 
Prichard, ‘‘is that we have the 
same fire rating as some cities 
that have fulltime paid fireman.”’ 

The classification is used by in- 
surance companies to calculate 
the amount of premium charged 
for fire protection on a 
homeowner’s policy. It is 
estimated that Calera residents 
should experience a 25 percent 
decrease on the amount charged 
by their insurance company for 
fire protection. 

Mayor Prichard also pointed 
out that the new fire rating would 
help in Calera’s effort to annex 
outlying areas. Most areas that

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said, the fire district had been led 
to believe that lawyers for the two 
parties had agreed that the 
hydrants would not be cut off un- 
til the issue was settled in court. 
As approved by a vote in the 
district last fall, the NSCFD 
would be responsible for the 
hydrant rental fees, and for at 
Jeast.the time being the charge 
would remain at the pre-hike rate 
of $54 per year. 

But for the past two weeks 
residents in the fire district have 
received letters from the water 
board requesting that they sign 
the contracts and split the $250 
fee among their neighbors. If the 
contracts are not signed, the let- 
ters said that the hydrants would 
be pulled. 

As to the alleged agreement 
between the lawyers representing 
the two parties, Pruitt said, 
‘*‘Apparently there’s a com- 
munication gap somewhere. But 
if we don’t have (this agreement) 
signed by the end of February, I 
don’t see that we have any choice 
but to seek an injunction.”’ 

Pruitt called the $250 fee 
“totally unfair’’ and added, 
‘**There’s no basis for us to be 
charged like that.’’ He noted that 
some areas in Jefferson County 
which are further from Birm- 
ingham than north Shelby pay 
less for water, and that in Jeffer- 
son County’s Wine Ridge sub- 
division, located south of the 
Cahaba next to the NSCFD, the 
hydrant rental is $90. 


Helena pushes fire prevention 


A house built to last 50 years 
will probably have at least one 
fire in it during that span. In fact, 
national surveys go on to show 
that 70% of all fires and fire 
related deaths occur in single 
family dwellings. 

Helena has some 500 single 
family dwellings. To protect 
them from these disastrous 
Statistics, the Helena Volunteer 
Fire Department is waging an all 
out fire prevention program. 

Since January 31, the volunteer 
firefighters have visited three- 
fourths of the homes there on a 
door-to-door basis. The 
volunteers are handing out 
emergency phone numbers, Tot 
Finder emblems, and pamphlets 
explaining Operation EDITH. 

The 663-6499 phone number 
stickers are for reporting any fire, 
police or medical emergencies in 
Helena. 

The Tot Finder emblems are 
designed to be stuck on the out- 
side of bedrooms used by 


children up to age seven. Made of 


reflective material, their purpose 
is to direct firefighters to 
bedrooms where a child may be 
trapped by flames or still sleep- 
ing. 

Operation EDITH stands for 
Exit Drills In The Home, and sets 
out procedures for the family to 
practice in the event of a fire. The 
pamphlets have space on them 
for famlies to draw up evacuation 
plans. 

The campaign was initiated by 
Doug Sprouse who was hired as 
the fulltime Helena fire chief last 
November. 

Sprouse explained that the 
emergency numbers, Tot Finders 
and EDITH pamphlets are but 
the first phase of the depart- 
ment’s new ongoing fire preven- 
tion program. Phase two will 
begin in several weeks and in- 
volve the same door-to-door 
campagin, with emphasis on 
smoke and fire protector pam- 
phlets and senior citizen emblems 
similar to the Tot Finder stickers. 

**We’re beatin’ the bushes to 


spread the gospel of fire preven- 
tion,’’ said Sprouse. ‘‘A preven- 
tion campaign like this is 
something Helena has never had 
before.” 

Volunteer Richard Bunch said 
that judging from the letters and 
cards of thanks the department 
has received the past few weeks, 
he believes the residents of 
Helena view the campaign in a 
very positive way. 

Said volunteer Jimmy Gordan, 
“I hope a lot of people look at 
these (pamphlets). We’re handing 
them out so people can make a 
plan before something happens.”’ 

Last fall the volunteers held 
two big yard sales to raise money 
for the department. When 
Sprouse came, he apparently con- 
vinced them that a pamphlet of 
prevention is worth 100 gallons 
of cure when it comes to fire 
fighting. 

The department has so far 
spent more than $400 on its fire 
prevention program. Further-

FBI eyes board of education

The Shelby County Board of 
Education was one of the 13 
school systems included on an 
FBI affadavit alleging involve- 
ment in a_ bribery-kickback 
scheme. 

Phillips Supply Company of 
Gadsden is the firm under in- 
vestigation for illegal dealings 
with at least 16 city and county 
agencies and three community or 
junior colleges across the state. 

Shelby County Superintendent 
of Education Charles Knowles 
told the Reporter he has not been 
contacted by the FBI nor the 
State Department of Examiners 
of Public Accounts who are con- 
ducting the probe. 

Knowles said he knew nothing 
about the matter other than what 
he had read in a Birmingham 


newspaper. 

He related that state auditors 
had examined the bid files at the 
Board of Education office short- 
ly after he took office in the fall 
of 1979. 

At that time, former Walker 
County School Superintendent 
Robert Cunningham had pled 
guilty to 19 counts of public cor- 
ruption, including soliciting 
bribes from Phillips Supply. 

According to Knowles, the ex- 
aminers found no evidence of any 
wrongdoing by the Shelby Coun- 
ty Board. 

The county board has ordered 
office furniture from the 
Gadsden firm, Knowles reported, 
and they are still on the bid list, 
he noted.

County landfills losing money 
while scavengers flock to sites

The three county landfills are 
‘covered up with scavengers’ and 
losing thousands of dollars. 

The county’s solid waste super- 
visor Carlton Franks urged the 
county commission Monday to 
hire elderly persons to man the 
gates at the landfills. 

The commission is calling a 
special meeting at 4 p.m. next 
Monday to deal with the situa- 
tion. 

Franks reported that in 
January, 1980, the landfills col- 


lected $7,407 but that in January © 


of this year the collection was on- 
ly $3,525. 

The reason given for the drop 
is that the landfills lost the 
employees who had been 
employed under the CETA pro- 
gram on January |. 

The commission, faced with 
unpaid debts from last year, 
decided it could not hire other 
employees, and asked the 
highway department employees 
who work the heavy machinery at 
the landfills to collect the deposit 
tickets. 


Franks suggested that the com- 
mission hire elderly persons to 
work for the minimum wage 
from | to 6 p.m, five days a week 
and 8 hours on Saturdays. He 
said that would cost only $108.90 
per week per landfill, plus social 
security benefits. Franks said the 
county would not have to provide 
other fringe benefits to these 
workers, 

In a discussion on the 
scavengers, Franks said he fears

In addition to buying 
policemen their uniforms, the ci- 
ty also provides a $10 monthly 
allowance for their upkeep. 

Councilman Harold McCord 

reminded the panel that deputies 
receive $20 a month for uniforms 
and are required to buy their 
own. 
It was suggested that the city 
change the present system and it 
was turned over to the public 
safety committee for considera- 
tion. 

The council put its foot down 
on roadblocks, and it will stand 
firmly planted until they get a 
recommendation from their at- 
torney. 

A request had come from the 


Explorer Scouts with the Law En- 
forcement post asking permission 
to hold a roadblock Saturday. 

Mayor Falkner reported that 
the Jefferson County Commis- 
sion had recently denied 
roadblocks because they were a 
nuisance and dangerous. 

“He also mentioned that a new 
state law holds cities liable for 
any accidents that might occur at 
a roadblock. 

Because dust was creating a 
breathing problem for a resident 
on Lee Road, Councilman 
Harold McCord asked if the city 
would pave it when gasoline tax 
money became available. 

The road off Industrial 
Parkway is only three quarters of 
a mile long, McCord said, and 


‘the resident has already had to 


purchase $1,300 worth of asphalt 
to put on the road directly in 
front of his house. 

The matter was turned over to

New middle school program aims 


at tying studies to ‘real 


A program that got underway 
last year at Montevallo Middle 
School is now a part of the cur- 
riculum at almost every middle 
school in the county. 

A one semester course in home 
arts was instituted as a pilot pro- 
gram at MMS. And it proved so 
successful that school officials 
were prompted to include it and 
other elective subjects in middle 
schools where facilities permitted 
their instruction. 

Principals in every school 
where the elective subjects are be- 
ing taught say they are en- 
thusiastic about the enrichment 
to their regular studies. 

However, one middle school 
teacher did express some criticism 
of the program, contending that 
funds and effort should be con- 
centrated on the basic subjects. 

But Superintendent of Educa- 
tion Charles Knowles told the 
Reporter that, ‘‘The biggest 
weakness with our curriculum 


need a wide basis of experience. 

‘‘We’ve been doing a poor 
job,’’ Knowles reported, ‘“‘of 
helping younger kids make deci- 
sions on what subjects to take.”’ 

In addition to home arts, other 
subjects being offered are: in- 
dustrial arts, music and art. 

According to County Voca- 
tional Director Jimmy Bice, 
federal vocational money can be 
used to partially fund the ex- 
ploratory programs since they in- 
clude vocational subjects. 

These funds, he stressed, could 
not be used for other subjects 
such as science or math.

According to a BREMSS 
spokesman, the trousers were 
developed for military use, were 
widely used in Vietnam, and were 
first introduced to civilians in 
1973, 

Since that time, they have been 
widely used in hospital emergen- 
cy departments. Now they are be- 
ing used by emergency medical 
technicians at the scene of ac- 
cidents or other emergencies.

were found in the dwelling where 
Gilbert lived. 

One of the cases still pending in 
Jefferson County against Gilbert 
involves the alleged burglary of a 
Leeds pharmacy. 

A label on the container of 
valium tablets found behind a TV 
set in Gilbert’s dwelling bore the 
pharmacy’s trademark. 

Defense attorney Dick Bell 
tried to show that the tests identi- 
fying the substance as diazepam, 
which is also called valium, might 
have been faulty. 

He performed a lengthy cross 
examination on Mike Sparks, a 
drug chemist from the state’s 
department of forensic sciences.

Heflin labels inflation, crime top U.S, woes

U.S. Senator Howell Heflin 
fielded questions on a wide range 
of subjects when he appeared at 
the Shelby County courthouse 
last Wednesday. 

His appearance was originally 
planned as an informal reception 
in the central hall of the corridor 
of the courthouse, but so many 
people from all parts of the coun- 
ty jammed into the corridor, that 
Heflin suggested the group move 
to the courtroom, where he could 
hold a question-answer session. 


To a question about inflation, | 


the senator said he did not think 
inflation will be controlled until 
the price of oil stabilizes. He 
thinks that maybe eight years in 
the future, because he estimates it 
will take that long for the United 
States to develop adequate 
substitutes. 

He noted that the production 
of gasohol and alcohol is subject 
to the supplies of corn, 
sorghums, sugar beets and other 
crops. Diverting food for energy 
will be complicated by the need 
for food for the increasing 
world population in the next few 
years, he said. 

“If we have 8 million more 
people in the world, what will we 
feed them?’’ he asked. 

One questioner from Wilson- 
ville commented that hundreds of 
acres of Shelby County farmland 
are not planted to crops because 
of the shortage of farm workers. 
This brought a comment that 
some people would rather get 
welfare checks than work on the 
farms. 


A representative of the 


Chilton-Shelby Mental Health 
office expressed concern about 
cuts in the mental health area. 
Heflin said there probably would 
be cuts of about five percent, but 
he thought Congress would not 
go deeper than that, and would 
not disrupt the major mental 
health programs. 

He gave a similar answer to a 
question on funds for helping 
juveniles stay out of trouble with 
the law. Heflin said crime is the

worst problem facing the country 
after inflation.

He noted that most 
other countries in the world have 
duties on their products, and the 
U.S. is one of the few countries 
practicing a free trade policy. 

He was asked to support 
measures to restore funds for

When another questioner ask- 
ed why the federal income tax 
could not be set at 5, 10, or 15 
percent income with no exemp- 
tions, Heflin drew a laugh when 
he said, ‘‘Probably because that’s 
too simple.’’ 

The excess profits tax and the 
use of food as a weapon were 
other subjects mentioned.

Alabaster eyes fire service cut 


Providing fire and medical 
rescue service has become an ¢x- 
pensive proposition. 

At Monday night’s council 
meeting, city fathers in Alabaster 
decided that the cost of providing 
those services to people living 
outside the city limits was no 
longer feasible. 

A vote wasn’t taken on the 
matter because Councilman L.O. 
Farris said he wanted longer to 
study the figures which had been 
compiled by Councilman Roger 
Wheeler. 

Mayor H.A. ‘“‘Doc’’ Rubin 
had appointed Wheeler as chair- 
man of a committee to study the 
cost of services being provided 
outside the city limits. 

After his investigation, 
Wheeler recommended disconti- 
nuing services within three mon- 
ths of giving notification. 

The mayor mentioned a six 
month cutoff period and Coun- 
cilman Cal McCune said he 
thought those making an honest 
effort to be annexed into the city 
should be given an extension. 

In his report Wheeler pointed 
out that revenue from the police 
jurisdiction amounted to $35,000 
at most, while services cost in the 
neighborhood of $117,000 an- 


nually. 
The matter will be voted on at 
the next council meeting. 


However that turns out, police 
service in the jurisdiction will be 
continued. 

According to City Clerk Dot 
Henry, half the city sales tax and 
business license fees from 
businesses in the jurisdiction can 
be collected if police protection is 
provided. 

Another service the city has 
been providing has tripled in 
cost. The council is now discuss- 
ing a monthly fee for garbage col- 
lection. 

Money for that service has 
been coming from a one cent 
sales tax levied in the mid 60’s. 
But the cost for contracting with 
a private firm for garbage pickup 
has risen from $23,000 in 1964 to 
the present contract figure of 
$90,000. 

Wheeler was concerned about 
the elderly on fixed incomes and

Why are taxes earmarked? 


Why are so many taxes ear- 
marked? The answer is simple. 
When these taxes were passed, 
the average Alabamian did not 
trust the legislatorsor the gover- 
nor to decide how to spend the 
money. 

When education needed more 
money, voters very often agreed 
to tax themselves, but they 
wanted to make sure the money 
was used for education and 
nothing else. The same was true 
with special taxes for highways 
and other specific projects. 

It is true that, with changing 
economic conditions, some of 
these earmarked taxes do not br- 
ing in as much money as the 
teachers or the highway builders 
would like. Certain other funds 
on the other hand, may bring in 
more than needed, 


The governor is waging a 
mighty campaign to ‘unearmark’ 
state taxes so the money can be 
spent where he thinks it will do 
the most good. He is trying to 
convince the legislature and the 
public that this flexibility is 
necessary. Mental health and the 
prison system are two areas 
where the needs are great and the 
‘earmarked’ funds are grossly in- 
adequate. 

The governor strongly believes 
that the total amount of taxes 
collected by the state is enough to 
provide all the services, if he 
could only move the funds 
around to the places where they 
are most needed.

If they 
would begin acting more like 
statesmen, then the public might 
be willing to offer them more 
trust. 

The budgetary needs of the 
various state departments are 
numerous. Something needs to be 
done to improve the situation. It 
is time for Alabama to come to 
grips with its own problems and 
stop allowing the federal courts 
to make all the decisions. 

We believe the public will back 
reasonable solutions. But the first 
move is up to Montgomery.

During the month of January, 
fire suppression crews of the 
Alabama Forestry Commission 
fought 40 wildfires that burned 
about 2,100 acres of Shelby 
County forestland. 

Fire departments in the county 
suppressed an even greater 
number of fires and prevented 
the loss of homes and additional 
acreage. Most of these fires 
resulted from carelessness while 
people were burning brush, trash 
or fields. 

The Forestry Commission now 
requires permits in the form of a 
permit number, obtained by call- 
ing the Birmingham district of- 
fice, for all outside burning. The 
number to call between 8 and 5 
on Monday thru Friday is 
798-2310 to obtain a free burning 
permit. 

Arson fires were also a pro- 
blem during January. On 
January 16, a fire was deliberate- 
ly set on a mountain between 
highway 5 and highway 7 near 
Wilsonville. 

Despite forestry commission 
efforts this fire burned about 400 
acres of forestland and en- 
dangered several houses and 
buildings. Fire departments from 
Wilsonville and Columbiana 
prevented the fire from burning 
at least one house. Anyone hav- 
ing information about the cause 
of this or any other fire should 
contact the forestry commission 
at 669-4133. 

The danger of fires will be high 
until about Easter, so everyone 
should be especially careful with 
fire during this period. Forest 
landowners should also start 
looking for signs of southern pine 
beetle activity as spring ap- 
proaches.

The Veterans Administration 
District for Alabama has begun 
state-wide efforts to collect debts 
of under $1,200 owed to the VA 
where veterans have not made 
repayment arrangements for such 
debts. These debt collection ef- 
forts will be taken under a delega- 
tion of authority from the 
Department of Justice. 

There are over 10,000 veteran 
debtors with debts totalling 7 
million dollars in Alabama. Most 
of these debts arose from over- 
payments of training allowances, 
loan guaranty deficiencies or 
defaults under the educational 
loan program. 

When necessary suits will be 
filed against the veterans to col- 
lect these debts. The District 
Counsel stated that before a suit 
is filed the veterans will be 
notified by letter of his or her in- 
debtedness and given an oppor- 
tunity to make prompt payment, 
The debtor will have 30 days in 
which to respond to that letter 
before court action is taken. 

Debts of over $1,200 will con- 
tinue to be referred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for collection the 
District Counsel said.

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Copy prices spark Helena council discussion 


by David Moore 

Helena’s audit came under 
discussion Monday night at coun- 
cil meeting. However the gist of 
the talk focused not on how and 
where the city spent money, but 
instead on how much it charged 
residents to obtain copies of the 
document. 


The council voted at a previous 
meeting to charge $1 per page to 
run off copies of the 20-page 
audit on the city copying 
machine. Mayor Charles Penhale 
said the League of Municipalities 
recommended tite price as a stan- 
dard charge. It is in keeping with 
the charge for copies of accident 
reports. 

At least two residents at the 
meeting considered the price too 
high, especially since the city 
charges only 35 cents per page to 
make copies of other materials 
for people, including church 
work. 

“T think that’s a rip-off, Mr. 
Mayor,’’ stated Bernard 
Johnson, ‘‘What do you think?”* 

Mayor Charles ‘‘Sonny’’ 
Penhale explained that the price 
was in line with what other cities 
charge for copying services. He 
added if the price was lower, a lot 
of people might want copies of 
the audit and that-city clerk Fran- 
cis Parrish had other things to do 
besides run the copying machine 
all day. 

**There could be 30 people 
down here tomorrow wanting a 
copy,”’ Penhale told Johnson. 

At that point Maureen 
Lovelady volunteered to run the 
copy machine at a cost of 35 cents 
per page. “I’m sure when you 
paid your auditors for copies you 
didn’t pay $1 (per page),”’ she ad- 
ded, 

When Lovelady and Johnson 
dicated that perhaps the city 
was trying to keep something 
from the residents, Penhale fired 


back, ‘‘No one’s 
anything.” 

He noted that a copy of the 
audit was available at city hall for 
anyone who wished to see it. 

(A telephone inquiry by the 
Reporter revealed that Alabaster 
and Pelham do not offer to make 
copies of city audits, but audits 
are made available for inspec- 
tion. Neither city makes their of- 
fice- copying machines available 
to the general public on a regular 
basis. Copies of accident reports 
from Alabaster cost $3 for the 
two page document, while 
Pelham charges $2 regardless of 
length. Montevallo charges 50 
cents per page to make copies. 
The machine is used only for co- 
pying city-related documents, ac- 
cording to city clerk Don 
Hughes.) 

Noting Helena’s difference in 
prices for copies of various 
things, Johnson said, ‘‘That’s 
discrimination.’’ He ended his 
say by stating, ‘‘I’ll be back.”’ 

After the meeting, Johnson 
and Lovelady talked over the 
matter outside the council 
chamber. Lovelady came back 
and told Penhale they wanted a 
copy of the audit run off despite 
the $1 per page cost. 

Penhale offered her his copy of 
the audit to take elsewhere and 
have cheaper copies made. 
Lovelady, however, declined the 
offer. 

In other business:

‘Put another log on the fire,’ 
and now’s the time to start

‘*Put another log on the fire”’ 
will soon be a musical echo until 
cooling nights next fall. 

However, those of you with 
firewood resources and heaters in 
your camphouses, or your homes 
should go out now and lay by 
your supply of fuel wood for next 


In the ’30’s on my Uncle Tom 
Harrison’s farm in Shelby Coun- 
ty, we carried crosscut saws and 
sharp axes to put in a year’s supp- 
ly of wood for the fireplace after 
we had laid by the crops. 


I remember my Grandpa 
Browning saying he liked to burn 
a newly cut hickory or oak log for 
low heat. What he and all the 
oldtimers didn’t know was that 
for most efficient returns in 
energy, then needed dried or 
seasoned wood. Dried wood

burns too rapidly, they said. 
What they also didn’t know was 
that freshly cut wood will burn 
after a fashion on a bed of red 
coals, but most of the Btu’s are 
wasted in the coals driving 
moisture out of the wood! 

Now, however, we know that 
to get the maximum benefit of 
woodfire heat, we need to cut 
wood at least eight to nine mon- 
ths before we put it in our stoves, 
fireplace inserts and furnaces. 
You also need to keep that wood 
under some kind of shelter where 
the wood can dry in the open but 
still be protected from soaking 
downpours. 

Therefore, this is the last 
month to go on your place or on 
lands on which you have a 
firewood cutting permit and 
stock up with plentiful fuel for 
next season.

Helena fines scavengers 


Helena police gave tickets to 
six persons last week, charging 
them with scavenging at -the 
Helena landfill.

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Trapped man rescued 


after eight-hour ordeal

**I sure would like to thank all 
the people who helped get me out 
of there,’’ declared truck driver 
Mitchell Burns Friday. 

The 36 year Goodwater man 
had been trapped for eight hours 
in the wreckage of his truck the 
day before. 

Approximately 50 people took 
part in the rescue effort which 
stretched from 8 a.m. until well 
into the afternoon because of the 
difficulty in freeing Burns’ legs. 

Power saws couldn’t be used 
because of escaping diesel fuel 
which created a fire hazard. 

The 18 wheeler overturned ona 
sharp curve on County Road 10 
at Boothton at approximately 
7:30 a.m. Burns had been on his 
way to the Burgess washer to 
deliver his first load of coal of the 
day. 

After sliding along the road, 
the truck went over an embank- 
ment with the cab coming to rest 
against a dead oak tree. 

Talking by phone to the 
Reporter from his room at Car- 
raway Hospital 24 hours after the 
ordeal, Burns reported he was 
still hurting. 

However, he said that doctors 
still weren’t certain whether he 
even had any broken bones. He 
related that he had numerous 
scrapes and bruises and that a 
piece of metal had caused a deep 
cut in his lower leg. 

When rescue workers arrived 
on the scene, both his legs were 
encased underneath the” 


crushed dashboard. Since it__ 


couldn’t be determined whether 
or not his foot was pinned 
underneath the truck, workers 
feared that lifting the cab might 
result in more serious injuries. 
Lifesaver 1, the medical rescue 
helicopter from Carraway which 
had been called to the scene,

Columbiana attorney Hewitt

“It boils down that certain 
parts of our system support other 
parts,”’ Colee said. ‘‘Installation 
and maintenance are small parts 
of the cost of a fire hydrant. The 
main thing is to have thousands 
of gallons of water available at a 
moment's notice to fight a fire.’”

directly: to the hospital’s 
emergency room when he was 
freed at 3:45 p.m. 

The accounts given by those 
working in and around the truck 
cab revealed that the trapped 
driver remained calm throughout 
the painful experience.

He and _ several 
members of his rescue unit played 
a major role in freeing the trap- 
ped man. 

Commenting on the length of 
time it had taken to free Burns, 
Shelby County Chief Deputy 
James Jones said, ‘‘They did it 
the way it had to be done to get 
him out in one piece, and that’s 
what counted!’’ 


Gary Champion was the in- 
vestigating State Trooper on the 
scene. Other troopers, Shelby 
County Sheriff’s deputies and 
Alabaster police also assisted 
with the rescue effort. 

Police from as far away as Mt. 
Brook sped to the scene when a 
call came for rescue equipment. 

Sgt. Earl Miller from the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Safety reported that faulty brakes 
appeared to be the main cause of 
the accident. 

But speed was also a factor. 
Since Thursday was only the se- 
cond day that Burns had driven 
on the unfamilar road, he said 
that he was probably going faster 
than he should have to make the 
curve. 

The Goodwater man said he 
thought a speed limit sign should 
have been posted along that 
dangerous stretch of road. 


Bystanders recalled that two 
other people had lost their lives 
on the curve, and it was noted 
that the car of one of the victims 
had crashed into the same tree.

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Hospital faces loss of 


millage from county

The cold war between the 
Shelby County Commission and 
the Shelby Memorial Hospital 
Board came out anew at Mon- 
day’s commission meeting. 

When the commission took up 
the matter of deciding the millage 
to be assessed for the next year’s 
ad valorem taxes the issue of the 
three mills to the hospital came 
up. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said, ‘‘We’ve asked to set up 
a meeting with the hospital board 
and they haven’t agreed to it. 
Their finances are in good 
shape.’’ He did not believe the 
hospital needs the full three mills 
this year, and wants to reduce it 
to two or one, 

Commissioner Tommy 
Snowden said, ‘‘I’ve asked Ben 
Grubbs on January 21 by letter if 
the hospital would release one 


mill, and I haven’t heard from 
him.”’ 

Other commissioners mention- 
ed that the county desperatel 
needs more money for the gar- 
bage program, which is health- 
related. 

(Four mills are designated by 
law for the hospital or health 
related expenses. Last year the 
hospital board volunteered to 
delete one mill, and the commis- 
sion uses it for various expenses 
in the health field.) 

The commission adopted the 
millage schedule, with the provi- 
sion that two of the hospital’: 
three mills may be diverted. The 
32 mills collected on Shelby 
County property are divided as 
follows: 6'% to the state; 12 to the 
county schools; 5 to the general 
fund; 24 to the road and bridge 
fund; a total of 4 for the hospital 
and other health needs. 


Applications fall short 
for DPS fuel grants 


Shelby County had less than 
half the expected number of per- 
sons apply for fuel assistance 
grants. 

According to Susan Treadwell, 
county director of the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security, 
the state had predicted 2,400 
households in Shelby County 
would apply for the aid. But she 
told the Reporter only a few over 
1,000 applications came in during 
the special sessions in Janaury. 

As a result, those who are 
found eligible by virtue of their 
low income, will be getting higher 
checks than originally planned. 


Miss Treadwell said some 
checks may go as high as $150. 

The same pattern exists across 
the state, she said. 

Most of the persons who ap- 
plied for the one-time aid for 
meeting high heating costs were 
the elderly, she said. 

The one thing that was so 
disheartening, she said, was the 
large number of unemployed who 
applied. ‘‘Many people we don’t 
ordinarily see came by and ap- 
plied for this grant, and we found 
many of them eligible,”’ she said.

Montevallo relaxes law 


on recreation vehicles 


Recreational vehicles in 
Montevallo, may now be stored 
or parked next to the owner’s 
dwelling. 

Montevallo’s city council, 
Monday night, approved a sug- 
gestion from the city’s planning 
commission, relaxing the or- 
dinance that until now, required 
recreational vehicles be stored 
only in a carport or enclosed 


building. 
Article V, Section 14 of the ci- 
ty’s zoning regulations now 


states, in part, ‘‘major recrea- 
tional vehicles...shall not be 
stored or parked on any lot in a 
residential district except in an 
enclosed building or carport or 
on the lot in such a manner that 
no portion of the recreational 
vehicle extends in front of the 
principal dwelling and be the re- 
quired distance from side and 
rear property lines.’’ 

The revised regulation goes on 
to say, ‘In the case of corner 
lots, the recreational vehicle must 
be stored or placed either behind 
the principal dwelling or on the 
side away from the street. No 
recreational vehicle shall be park- 
ed in a vacant lot on a lot with an 
unoccupied principal dwelling. 
Temporary parking of recrea- 
tional vehicles may be permitted 


for a period not to exceed three * 


days. No such equipment shall be 
used for living, sleeping or 
housekeeping purposes when 
parked or stored on a residential 
lot or in any location not approv- 
ed for such use.’’ 

In other action Monday night, 
council members accepted with 
regret the resignation of long 


time police chief Troy Kirkland. 
The council then unanimously 
passed a resolution commending 
Kirkland on his ten years as 
police chief. The resolution was 
framed and presented to 
Kirkland.

Where does the ‘welfare’ money come from? 


Editor’s Note: The following 
news release was prepared by the 
State Department of Pensions 
and Security. It explains where 
the money comes from for 
various ‘‘welfare’’ programs. 

The Department of Pensions 
and Security administers dozens 
of different programs to help 

people, but not all of the pro- 
grams are paid for from the same 
sources. 

“Some of our programs are 
funded by the federal govern- 
ment, some are funded by the 
State, some are funded with a 
combination of state and federal 
money and some programs pay 
for themselves,’ said Commis- 
sioner Gary Cooper. 


The program administered by 
the aggncy that involves the 
greatest cost is the food stamp 
program. All of the stamps are 
supplied entirely by the federal 
government through the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, said 
Cooper. 


The Department of Pensions 
and Security is required to pay 
half of the administrative cost of 
the program, which includes rent, 
overhead and employee salaries. 
The state’s share of the ad- 
ministrative cost comes from a 
portion of the sales tax earmark- 
ed exclusively for the food stamp 
program. 

Cooper added that the food

stamp program injects more than 
$245 million federal dollars into 
the state’s economy each year. 
This money changes hands 
several times before it leaves the 
State, thus helping not only those 
who receive food stamps but also 
businesses and industries and 
their employees as well. 

The state pays a larger share of 
the Aid to Dependent Children 
financial assistance program, 
with the federal government pay- 
ing about 71 percent and the state 


29 percent of the cost for the 


payments, which amounted to 
about $83 million last year. Each 
State’s share of the cost of ADC 
payments is based on its per 
capita income. The state, in addi- 
tion, pays half of the ad- 
ministrative cost of the ADC pro- 
gram, with the federal govern- 
ment supplying the other half, 
just as it does in the food stamp 
program, 

Some money assistance pro- 
grams are paid for entirely with 
state funds, but these programs 
cost far less and benefit fewer 
people than does ADC, said 
Cooper. The programs include 
Old Age Pensions, Aid to the 
Permanently and Totally Disabl- 
ed, and Aid to the Blind. Another 
small-scale program, Aid to 
Refugees, is paid for entirely with 
federal funds that can be used on- 
ly for help to refugees, 

At least two Department of 
Pensions and Security programs-- 
the Work Incentive program and 
child support--pay their own 
way. 

The federal government sup- 
plies 75 percent of the funds used 
to administer the child support 
program, and the state provides 


the rest. However, the $5.6 
million collected in child support 
payments from absent parents 
last year more than met the entire 
cost of the program. 

The WIN program, which is 
administered in Alabama jointly 
by the Department of Industrial 
Relations and the Department of 
Pensions and Security, cost about 
$3.5 million to administer last 
year, with the federal government 
paying 90 percent of the cost. The 
program resulted in a substantial 
Savings to taxpayers, however, 
because thousands of assistance 
recipients were able to find jobs 
through WIN, thus saving about 
$6 milion in ADC, food stamp 
and Medicaid benefits. 

For most social service pro- 
grams such as foster care for 
children and day care for adults, 
the federal government pays 
three out of four dollars of the 
cost. The state pays the rest, in 
accordance with the federal law 
governing most social services, 
Title XX of the Social Security 
Act, 

Most of the state’s | share of the 
money that pays for Department 
of Pensions and Security pro- 
grams comes from earmarked 
State taxes, including portions of 
the taxes people pay when they 
buy beer, whiskey and cigarettes. 

Because a greater percentage of 
federal financial support often 
means a greater degree of federal 
control, the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security sometimes has 
little control over how much fun- 
ding individual programs receive. 
While there may be adequate 
funds for some programs, fun- 
ding for others may not be 
enough.

sound like good news. But the 
State of Alabama Highway 
Department put out the following 
news release this week which is 
apparently designed to make 
everybody feel better about the 
tax that is included in the cost of 
gasoline. 

Is 11 cents gasoline tax too 
much to pay? 

Think about it this way. The 
average motorist drives about 
12,000 miles per year and uses 
667 gallons of gasoline, based on 
an average 18 miles-per-gallon. 

Eleven cents tax (this includes a 
four-cent tax imposed in 1980) on 
that amount? $73.37 a year, or 
about $1.41 a week, and even less 
if you drive a car with high fuel 
efficiency. 

Now $1.41 won’t buy much 
any more - the average consumer 
spends many times that each 
week on soft drinks and coffee, 
movie tickets and cable TV anda 
bevy of not-so-essential items, all 
without as much as a murmur. 

But - for that same $1.41 a 
week, you ‘“‘purchase’’ access to 
nearly 11,000 miles of interstate 
and state highways throughout 
Alabama. 

While gasoline prices have 


skyrocketed out of sight, the gas 
tax has remained stable. Did you 
realize that the four-cent gasoline 
tax, added in 1980, was the first 
increase to the gas tax since 1955? 
It’s a record few can claim! 

That additional four-cent tax -- 
costing that same average driver 
about 50 cents (or two cups of 
coffee) a week -- not only has 
boosted the state’s ability to 
match federal dollars and get 
federal tax money back into 
Alabama, but has poured 
millions of dollars into city and 
county coffers for road 
maintenance. This, coupled with 
tough cost-cutting efforts by the 
highway department, has resulted 
in more money to counter the ef- 
fects of inflation and protect tax- 
payers’ highway investment. 

Consider another example: 
When you choose a new 
automobile, you decide on the 
model and features and expect to 
pay the going rate. To satisfy 
your particular needs and desires, 
you select such options as 
automatic transmission, vinyl 
roof, power steering, AM-FM 
radio and so on - all at an increas- 
ed price. 

How does this affect you? 
Assume that you - the average 
driver - drive your new car 
100,000 miles and get 18 miles-

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Columbiana rejoins regional planning commission 


The city of Columbiana is once 
again a member of the Birm- 
ingham Regional Planning Com- 
mission. 

Although a vote against rejoin- 
ing the organization was taken at 
the last council meeting, the 
panel had agreed to give the mat- 
ter further consideration. 

And Thursday night, when the 
matter came to a vote again, it 
passed by a four to one vote, On- 
ly Bill Seale indicated he was still 
not in favor of membership. 

Answering complaints that the 
BRPC had done nothing to help 
the city, representatives of the 
organization present at the 
meeting said it was because they 
hadn’t been asked. 

But they assured the council 
members that ‘‘We’re open to 
working with you in any way.” 

A discussion about getting 
back in the organization came up 
because of a hot meals program 
for the elderly which hinged on 


BRPC membership. 

However, there is still no 
guarantee that the city will get the 
program. 

If it does go through, 25 hot 
meals will be served daily in the 
park and recreation building. 
Mayor Buck Falkner said they 
wouldn’t be delivered to homes 
because one of the purposes of 
the program was socializing. 

Complaining that a trailer had 
been allowed to locate within the 
city limits without the action be- 
ing taken at a council meeting, 
Councilman Frank Owen 
reported that he had seen raw 
sewage coming from the mobile 
home. 

The explanation given by the 
mayor for the permission being 
given after the last council 
meeting, was to provide a place 
for a black family to live. 

He pointed out that Owens and 
Councilwoman Jessie Jones had 
already gone home when the deci- 


Record energy usage 


set in January 1981 


Alabama Power’s residential 
customers used more electricity 
during January 1981 than any 
previous January on record. 

During the month, customers 
consumed over 874 million 
kilowatt-hours of electricity.

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New burning law passed 


In an effort to hinder the in- 
creasing number of wildfires 
across Alabama, the legislature 
passed a law last year requiring 
residents of the state to obtain a 
permit before burning any new 
ground, grassland, or woodland.’ 

These cost-free permits may be 
obtained at any district office of 
the Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion. The person making the re- 
quest for a permit must have ade- 
quate tools, equipment, and 
manpower to supervise the blaze 
during the entire burning period. 

During periods in which 
weather conditions create a 
serious fire threat, the state 
forester may issue a fire alert. Is- 
suance of burn permits may be 


halted, however, consideration 
would be given to special cases 
where the requester has sufficient 
knowledge of fire behavior and 
other pertinent factors. 

If a fire should escape to 
another person’s land and an in- 
vestigation reveals that the pro- 
per criteria for the permit was not 
met, the person setting the fire 
would be subject to legal conse- 
quences. Failure to comply with 
the new law may result.in con- 
finement in a county jail for as 
long as six months and/or a fine 
up to $1000. 

In January approximately 
2,078 fires burning 51,830 acres 
of land were reported in the state.

The City of Calera has found it 
costs more to serve outlying com- 
munities than the taxes those 
communities provide. 

At the Monday night council 
meeting a report was given which 
showed that the city would spend 
$140,000 to provide residents of 
the police jurisdiction with fire, 
police and rescue services this 
year. Yet the licenses and taxes 
collected in the police jurisdiction 
bring in only about $2,500 to 
$4,000. 

Official figures show that 38 
percent of the city’s rescue calls 
came from outside the city limits 
last year. The percentage of 
police calls outside the city was 51 
percent, or over half. The 
number of fire calls worked out 
to exactly half, or 50 percent. 

When the council heard that 
nearly 21 percent of all tax 
revenues collected in Calera are 
spent serving the police jurisdic- 
tion outside the city limits, it took 
action. .

Shelby seeks required balanced budget 


Alabama Congressman 
Richard Shelby introduced 
legislation this week proposing a 
constitutional amendment to re- 
quire a balanced federal budget. 

Shelby’s proposed amendment 
contains two basic parts; first, 
the legislation requires the federal 
government to spend no more 
than it collects in revenues, and 
second, the bill requires that the 
total amount of money spent by 
the United States, shall not ex- 
ceed 20 percent of the gross na- 
tional product of the U.S. during 
the previous calendar year.

table, secure retirement. These

Congress and passage by two- 
thirds of the state legislatures. ‘‘It 
could take months of hard, 
dedicated work by millions of 
Americans to- make a balanced 
federal budget the law of the 


land, but I’m ready to roll up my 
sleeves and go to work on it,” 
said Shelby. ‘‘One other point in 
our favor is that 47 out of 50 
States have constitutional limita- 
tions requiring them to balance

During a discussion on how to 
handle the city’s mosquito pro- 
blem, Councilman Jack Reagin 
said his committee had decided 
that buying capsules might be the 
best solution this year. 

The capsules, Reagin explain- 
ed, would be thrown in ditches 
and ponds to kill the mosquito 
larvae. 

Spraying will also begin earlier 
this year, Reagin added. And he 
informed the council that another 


vehicle would have to be used for 
that operation. 

Fumes from the spray have 
caused the driver to become ill, 
Reagin explained, because the 
cab of the truck that has been us- 
ed is not enclosed. 

At the next meeting, the mayor 
asked Reagin to recommend 
either repairing one of the city’s 
old vehicles or purchasing a used 
truck. 

Reporting on the progress of 
the new sign ordinance that is be- 
ing drawn up, Reagin noted that 
it was ‘“‘moving along quite 
well,’’ adding that several more 
meetings would be needed to 
finish it up. 

The second meeting of the 
cominittee working on the docu- 
ment was held Monday prior to 
the council meeting. 

Reagin commended the in- 
dividuals involved for their 
“insight and openmindedness.”’ 


Firemen save Helena foundry, 
blaze causes $10,000 damages 


A three alarm fire Thursday 
night at Stubbs Foundry in 
Helena caused an estimated 
$10,000 damage. But according 
to owner Tom Stubbs, ‘‘It could 
have been a lot worse.”’ 

Although stories are conflic- 
ting, the fire apparently was caus- 
ed by the improper use of a gas 
space heater, Stubbs told the 


“Reporter. The alarm was called 


into the Helena Volunteer Fire 
Department at 6:52 p.m. 

According to firefighter Billy 
Dunn, flames were showing at 
both ends of the steel framed 
grinding and shipping building, 
which also houses two baths and 
a storage room. 

Helena Chief Doug Sprouse 
said he called for mutual aid 
from Alabaster and Pelham as 
soon as he realized he had a ma- 
jor structural fire. 

Although they were delayed 
momentarily by a report of ex- 
plosive materials inside the burn- 
ing building, firefighters from the 


three departments contained and 
controlied the blaze within 30 
minutes. 

“We stopped it where we 
found it,’’ Sprouse said, noting 
the work of his dozen volunteers 
and the assistance from Alabaster 
and Pelham. ‘“‘It impressed me 
that we saved the building.” 


Stubbs said about 10 percent of 
the 60’ x 20” building was damag- 
ed, including total damage to the 
storage area and the baths. 


Although a day’s work was miss- 
ed while repairs were made, the 
foundry was back in operation 
Monday, he explained. 

‘We're real pleased with the 
response and the work of the 
firemen,’’ the owner said. 

The foundry, located on the 
Helena Road (highway 261) a few 
miles south of the Old Mon- 
tgomery Highway, makes 
castings of stair treads and 
employs 55 men. No one was in- 
jured in the incident.

Helena skips public hearing 


The Helena Town Council an- 
nounced Monday night that it 
will have to back up and re-do an 
action on a city ordinance. 

Several weeks ago the council 
voted to change the sizes required 
for building lots in various sub- 
divisions, and changed certain 
width restrictions for townhouse 
construction. 

The action was taken at the re- 
quest of several real estate people 
and builders, who met with the 
council at least two times. 

The council has since learned 
however, that the action is not 
legal without a public hearing on 
the issues. 

The hearing will be advertised 


at three places in the city and held 
within a few weeks, Mayor 
Charles Penhale said. 

At the hearing, a matter in- 
volving zoning for mobile homes 
in Liberty Heights will also be 
considered. 

Councilman Jim Kwater also 
brought up a matter of a trailer 
on the Evangel Presbyterian 
Church property. Kwater said the 
former council apparently ex- 
ceeded its authority in allowing 
the church to bring in the trailer. 
The church should first have peti- 
tioned the zoning and adjustment 
board, he said. Because the or- 
dinances provide that mobile 
homes can be used only while a 


building is under construction. 
Kwater said the church does not 
have a building under construc- 
tion. He added that the Birm- 
ingham Regional Planning Com- 
mission suports his position. 

Councilman Billy Ray Hinds 
asked that the council check the 
matter with the city attorney. 

Police Chief Gary Carter said 
he would like to have the speed 
limit reduced from 40 to 30 miles 
an hour at the point where county 
highways 17 and 52 west come in- 
to the intersection southwest of 
town. 

Carter also said that state 
highway engineer Jim Braden is 
looking at highway 261 consider- 


ing a reduction in ~7<.u limits. 
Carter wants the limit reduced 
from 45 to 30 through the curves 
north of town, 

“The volume of traffic is too 
great now,’’ he said, to support 
tthe higher speeds. 

Pumps on the sewerage system 
are giving the city trouble, it was 
reported, but they may still be 
under warranty, according to 
councilman Bill Harris. 


Harris is resigning from the 
utility board after several years of 
service. Grady Wilson was named 
earlier as the new chairman, and 
councilman Hinds will fill Harris’ 
slot.

Jones center for Industrial Ar- 
chaeology, which will include an 
archives. 

Tannehill Historical State Park 


occupies 1006 acres of a site 
which was one of Alabama’s first 
iron producing plantations and a 
principal source of cast iron ob- 
jects for the Confederacy.

Since the 
park was established in 1970, 
continuous archaeological work

No news is good news in Pelhant | 


There’s an old saying that no 
news is good news. 

The sensationalist might not 
agree, but Pelham Fire Chief 
William Bryers certainly believes 
it. No news to Bryers means his 
department is on the ball. 

It’s not that Pelham never has 
_ any calls.to answer; ‘In the ‘past 
two months they have answered 
92 alarms, half fire related, half 
rescue runs. 

Department records show that 
the potential loss to buildings and 
contents for the 28 fire calls 
Pelham answered in January was 
$690,500. The actual loss, 
however, was only $3,115. 

Potential loss in the depart- 
ment’s 18 fire calls in February 
was set at $476,000. Actual loss 
was evaluated at only $250. 

‘‘We derive from those figures 
that the citizens of Pelham could 
have lost ($1,166,500),’’ the chief 
said. ‘‘I wish the insurance ser- 
vice in Montgomery used these 
figures for their rating schedules. 
If they did the people would save 
even more money.”” 

The addition of Pelham’s se- 
cond fire station in January of 
1980 dropped Pelham’s fire in- 
surance rating from an eight to a

six, as low as any town’s in the 
county and lower than most. 

About half the calls that 
Pelham gets are answered by sta- 
tion two on the north end of 
town. Bryers says this makes it 
possible to respond to calls from 
Chandalar north much quicker 
and cuts the possibility of fire 
getting out of control before it 
can be doused. 

Although people somtimes 
wonder why two fire trucks show 
up for a call that turns out to bea 
job for a fire extinguisher, Bryers 
indicates that it’s better to play 
safe than to be sorry. 

“We don’t quarterback from 


the station,’’ said he. ‘‘We go to 
the scene and evaluate the situa- 
tion, judge what we've got. It all 
depends on how a call comes in. 
When a lady calls and says, ‘My 
house is on fire!’ we have to 
assume it is, even if it’s just 
something smouldering.”’ 3 
Without any big fires in 
Pelham lately, is life around the 
fire house a bit dull? ‘‘We have 
our regular duties (fire, vehicle, 
hydrant inspections, etc.) and 
those keep us busy. We never 
wish a disaster on anybody.” 
All’s quiet on the Pelham front 
and Bryers says he’ll take it that 
way anytime--‘‘By all means!”’

Tortoises, snakes have tough time living 


The gopher tortoise has suf- 
fered serious population losses on 
the Conecuh National Forest of 
south Alabama in recent years. A 
recently completed survey show- 
ed that probably no more than 
200-300 adult tortoises remain on 
the 85,000 acre forest in Cov- 
ington and Escambia counties. 

The chief threat to their con- 
tinued existence appears to be 
human exploitation. Many peo- 
ple consider the animal a delicacy 
and capture them for food at 
every opportunity. Since the 
gopher tortoise is currently pro- 
tected by neither seasons nor bag 
limits, there are no restrictions on 
how many animals hunters can 
take. 

Of equal concern on the Con- 
ecuh is a decline in populations of 
those animals that are known to 
co-inhabit gopher burrows. 


These include the Eastern Indo 
Snake (a Federally listed 
threatened species), the Florida 
Pine Snake, and the Dusky 
Gopher Frog. These animals have 
declined in direct proportion to 
the decline of the gopher. This 
particular group also suffers 
from the practice of ‘‘gassing’’ 
gopher burrows by hunters at- 
tempting to catch rattlesnakes. 
The indigo and pine snakes fre- 
quently are killed in the burrow 
by gasoline fumes and many 
others die later from respiratory 
infections after having been ex- 
posed. 


Among the actions currently 
being considered on the Conecuh 
National Forest to protect these 
species are orders banning the 
taking or possession of gopher 
tortoises and prohibiting the

Vincent finishes 
second in state 


The Vincent -Yellow Jackets 
raised themselves high above and 
far beyond the call of duty. They 
did what nearly no one expected. 

First they won the area tourna- 
ment. Then they earned a ticket 
to ride to T’town and a slot in the 
state 2-A basketball playoffs by 
ousting the Ohatchee Indians in 
the regionals. 

Last Wednesday Vincent 
posted the second worst win-loss 
record of the 32 schools in the 
four divisions represented at the 
playoffs, their 14-10 mark better 
only than that of 4-A Decatur’s. 
Furthermore, with but one senior 
on the squad, the Jackets were 
the youngest téam in the playoffs 
to take the floor of the University 
of Alabama’s Memorial Col- 
osium. 


They did Shelby County pro- 
ud, however. 


From 12 points behind they 
battled back to tie the Green 
Wave of Gordo 62-all at the end 
of regulation time last Wednes- 
day night. From there the Jackets 
rode their own wave of momen- 
tum to a 66-62 win. 

Friday afternoon in the semi- 
finals against Stevenson, Vincent 
again lagged behind by a dozen 
points. But again the team spark- 
ed back, firing the afterburners 
and sizzling on to win 68-50. 

Finally, Saturday, there they 
were, about to face off against a 
powerful bunch of 22-8 
Gamecocks from New Brocton. 
The state basketball champion- 
ship was up for grabs and Vin- 
cent was in contention. 

As the 4 p.m. tip-off ticked 
near, coach Richard Crumpton 
called his team together in the 
rampway to the coliseum floor. 
The Datchers, Elton and Dennis, 
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Flying high

You'll be 
an example to follow at Vincent 
for years,’’ Crumpton told them, 
unable to restrain his tears of 
emotion. 

**Let’s just go out there and 
play, fellas’. I want you to have a 
good time. And I want you to 
know that win or lose I’m awfully 
durn proud of you.’’ 

For 1981 Vincent is the second 
best 2-A basketball team in the 
state of Alabama. In the 57th An- 
nual State Championship Basket- 
ball Playoffs Vincent lost 82-55 
to the New Brocton Gamecocks. 

As Crumpton put it: ‘It ain’t 
top liver, but sure beats falling in 
the semi-finals!”’ 


Vincent earned its number two 
state ranking this way: 

Despite senior Elton Datcher 
blocking four early Gordo shots, 
the Green Wave pulled out to a 
14-8 first quarter lead Wednesday 
night. At 19-4 prior to game, 
Gordo looked to be on the verge 
of win number 20 as it led by as 
much as 12 points in the second 
period and took a 30-24 lead into 
intermission. 

In the third period Vincent 
began pressing and whittled the 
gap to six points. However, 
several tough calls went against 
the Jackets and the period ended 
51-41, Gordo’s way. 

Unable to hit from the wing all 
night, Crumpton moved Mike 
Kelley to forward and put 
McKenzie in at the point in the 
fourth period. The combo work- 
ed. While 5’6’’ McKenzie ran the 
offense, Kelley, good for 13 
points in the game, bombed five 
buckets in row from the corner as 
Vincent closed the score to 58-53 
with only three minutes left. 

Despite a technical being called 
against them and Dennis Dat- 
cher, good for 13 points, fouling 
out, the Jackets never lost their 
poise. Finally, with but :29 left to 
play, Maurice Kelley, who scored 
10 points on the night and led re- 
bounding with 14, converted a 
carom to tie the score 62-all. 

The Jackets, shooting only 
4-10 from the line all night, miss- 
ed a chance to win with :04 left 
when McKenzie missed two free 
throws. 

But top scoring Elton Datcher, 
good for 21 points in the game, 
hit a field goal early in overtime 
to give Vincent all the lead it 
would need. McKenzie and Mike 
Kelley both added free throws to 
make the final 66-62. 

Due to a cold first half Vincent 
shot only 37.8% (31-82) from the 
floor that night. But second half 
pressure by the defense helped

Turkey season calls hunters 


As the saying goes, it takes one 
to know one. But no one has ever 
done a study on whether or not it 
takes one to call one. 

All this boils down to is that 
you don’t necessarily have to be a 
turkey to enter the Second An- 
nual Southeastern Open Turkey 
Calling Championship Monday, 
March 9, at the Montgomery 
Civic Center. 

Nor do you have to be a turkey 
to buy a hunting license for the 
upcoming spring gobbler season 
which runs from Friday, March 
20, through Saturday, April 25. 

Last year some 1,200 spec- 
tators watched (listened to) 
turkey calling experts compete in 
professional, amateur, ladies, 
and juniors divisions. 

The professional division re- 
quires tree calls of hens, old hen 
yelps, the fly down cackle of a 
hen, a young gobbler, and the 


caller’s best call. Other divisions 
are less demanding. 

Turkey hunters should find the 
event both entertaining and 
educational. The exhibit hall 
opens at 3:30 p.m., a free clinic 
will be held at 6 and competition 
gets under way at 7. Admission is 
free to spectators and further in- 
formation on entering the contest 
can be obtained by calling 
265-8593. 

From the stage in Montgomery 
to the deep woods of Shelby 
County may be a long way. But 
to do well in either place, you’ve 
got to be an artist; you’ve got to 
be able to talk turkey. 

Although the season is still two 
weeks off, it’s not too early for 
the dedicated turkey hunter to be 
out listening for gobblers and do- 
ing a little talking, according to 
game warden Doyle Wood. One 
man told Wood he has already 


spotted three birds this year and 
is itching to go. 

In case you run into Wood or 
one of the other game wardens, 
make sure you have a current 
hunting license (available at the 
courthouse or many sporting 
goods stores) and written permis- 
sion from the land owner. 
Hunters are also restricted to us- 
ing .10 gauge or smaller shotguns 
with number 2 or smaller shot, a 
longbow, or handguns or pistols 
with center-fire, mushrooming 
ammo. No decoys, dogs, or rifles 
are legal, and the limit is five 
birds combined for the spring 
and fall seasons. 

Clark Dean of Columbiana is 
another fanatical turkey hunter 
anxious for the season to start. 
Though Dean has not been out, 
he says he already has a location 
with birds picked out.

Par for this time of year, hun- 
dreds of high school males are 
banging their way through foot- 
ball spring training. Other 
athletes, as usual, are loosening 
their swinging and pitching arms. 

But something new, something 
unusual for Shelby County is 
happening, too. Another breed 
of athlete is emerging from the 
locker-room after school to work 
out. They don’t don helments, 
they don’t swing bats, and a lot 
of them, refreshingly enough, 
aren’t even guys. 

Track has come to Shelby 
County. 

Briarwood and Vincent have 
strong, established programs, but 


until recently when Briarwood ~ 


began building a track, all their 
meets were held outside the coun- 
ty.

Vincent is going full steam 
ahead on getting a medical clinic. 
Mayor Don Greene was in Col- 
umbiana Monday with Sonny 
Thompson, Doc Spates and Rev. 
Sam Kidd seeking funds from the 
county commission to help with 
the project. 

Greene explained the city is 
working’ with Baptist Medical 
Center-Montclair to open a clinic 
in the old grocery store next to ci- 
ty hall. Construction on the 
building will begin about April 1, 
with an opening date around July 
1, he said. .

As President’Reagan hones'the » 
blade to his budget cutting ax, the 
nation’s dairy farmers stand ner- 
vously, first in line. Last week the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
endorsed the president’s call for 
eliminating the semi-annual in- 
crease in milk price supports 
scheduled for April 1. 


Local dairymen are varied in 
their opinions as to the effect the 
proposed cut will have on Shelby 
County, one of the top milk pro- 
ducers in the state. 


But according to theories of 
economics, eliminating the price 
support increase is expected to” 
cut the current overproduction of 
milk nationwide, while dropping 
the price to the consumer. At the 
same time the federal government 
expects to save $147 million it 
would have otherwise spent on 
buying surplus milk to keep pro- 
duction up. The automatic in- 
crease would have raised the price 
the government pays for powder- 
ing class milk to $13.68 per 100 
pounds, an increase of 88 cents 
since six months ago. 

Although overproduction of 
milk on the national front is a 
problem, Alabama is a deficit 
state, meaning it consumes more

‘‘What’s going to happen is 
you’re going to see a bunch of 
dairymen on the borderline of go- 
ing broke,’’ McCarthy added. \ 

For one dairyman in 
Montevallo, going broke is no 
longer a borderline situation. 
Kenneth Cunningham, Jr., ex- 
plained that any long range 
benefits from the proposed move 
will come too late for him. He 
hasn’t made any money since last 
August when grain feed jumped 
$50 per ton, an increase of 25 per- 
cent, while the price he got for his 
milk increased only 4%-5%. 

“I don’t think it'll have too 
much effect on Alabama 


dairymen,”’ said Cunningham. 
“But for me there ain’t no way 
but out. It's probably going to 
put us out of business.” 

At his family dairy farms in 
Helena and Vincent, Ned 
Bearden, the county’s largest 
dairy producer, says, ‘‘We’re go- 
ing ahead like nothing’s happen- 
ing. But to my opinion it’s good 
for the nation’s milk industry if 
they don’t raise the price sup- 
ports in April.’’ 


**You don’t need supplies go- 
ing ahead of demand,’’ Bearden 
continued. ‘‘But if production 
gets to decreasing, then you 
should raise (the supports) back 
up.” 

Bearden noted the high price of 
grain is the culprit on Alabama 
dairies. A bumper crop of feed 
grain to counter last summer’s 
loss to drought would be a shot in 
the arm to the industry, and 
Bearden predicts the grain 
market may break in a month or 
so. 


The price of milk in the store, 
Bearden says, won’t go up. 

As for consumer prices falling, 
Pelham dairyman Bobby Hinds 
predicts a possible milk pricing 
war if it’s easy enough to ship 
surplus milk from other regions

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Five new appointments 


made to hospital board 


Five members of the nine- 
member board at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital will be new at 
the board’s next meeting. 

With the terms of three 
members expiring, and with two 
other members resigning, the 
county commission took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to bring 
in five new faces. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port nominated Joe Arledge of 
Moore’s Crossroads to replace 
Ben Grubbs, who has been chair-

Republican commissioner Don 
Murphy nominated attorney 
William Jackson of Inverness to 
take the place held by Ken Terry. 
He named Eloise Underwood, an 
active civic worker in Alabaster, 
to the place held by Herchiel 
Meadows. 

Commissioner J. Alph Lowe 
nominated Harpersville 
Postmaster Jerome Turner to the 
place held by Howard Gates, who 
did not want to be reappointed. 

Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden chose Joan Simpson of 
north Shelby County. Mrs. Simp- 
son has taken an active interest in 
county government and civic af- 
fairs. The post she fills was 
formerly held by Earl Cunn- 
ingham of Montevallo who mov- 


into the area. Noting he can’t yet 
be sure what the final effect of 
eliminating the supports may be, 
Hinds said ‘It’s going to hurt us 
if they pull the floor (the 
guaranteed support prices) out 
from under us. I don’t see where 
it could help not to have (the in- 
crease).’”” 

Hinds, who milks 220 head, 
now pays $1,100 per day to feed 
his 400 cows five tons of grain. 
Due to last summer’s drought, 
the government chips in three 
cents per pound for feed. Hinds’ 
dairy produces 8,000 gallons of 
milk per day which he sells at 
about $14 per pound. 

“I need to be in the feed 
business,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s rough 
here in Pelham. But I’m not fuss- 
ing too much. We have a pretty 
good market.” 

Said Vincent dairyman Harold 
Miller: “‘I really don’t think it’ll 
have too much effect on our 
market, but it may. I don’t look 
for the price we’re getting (about 
$1.24/gal.) to get any higher. | 
don’t see any break for the con- 
sumer, either. If anybody 
benefits, it’ll be the middle man-- 
they’re the one’s making the 
money anyhow. If someone gives 
$2.75 (for a gallon of milk) in the 
store, I see somebody’s making 
more than me, and I’m the one 
that feeds the cows!”’ 

**I hope the country doesn’t 
wake up hungry one day,”’ he ad- 
ded, ‘but it may. It'll happen 
one day, especially if they keep 
forcing the farmer out of 
business. We'd be better off 
financially if we got another 
job.”’ 

Luke Tolleson, Jr. of Calera, 
predicted the proposed federal 
cut will not have much effect on 
the market in Alabama, nor in 
consumer prices. As for his own 
farm where he milks 120 head, he 
said, ‘‘We just won’t get what we 
never had to begin with. But I’m 
not saying we don’t need it.’’ 

“I believe in what Mr. 
Reagan’s doing for the country, 
but like all the others, I think the 
farmer’s already been cut 
enough,’’ he added, 

Calvin McCarthy summed up a 
lot of the local sentiment saying, 
“None of us here knows exactly 
what's going to happen. We'll 
probhbly lose a few dollars, but 
everybody’s got to bite the bullet. 
As long as labor and welfare and 
everybody gets cut a fair share, 
Mr. Reagan’s program might 
work. No one’s come up with any 


better plans.”’

Attacking fire 


At one point the fire jumped 
the fire lane and threatend a 
250-gallon propane gas tank. 

Both women agreed that they 
thought someone intentionally 
started the fire. 


**You’ve got to see someone 
strike a match to prove 
anything,’’ said Chief Grady 
Gulledge. ‘‘But I think someone 
gets a thrill out of seeing the 
woods burn, or someone has 
something against the fire depart- 
ment, or just likes to see-us 
work.”’ 

Noting that fire burned several 
hundred acres of woods in that 
same area the Sunday before, 
Gulledge said he believed so- 
meone has a ‘“‘mean streak’ in 
them.” .

State officials voice opinions

Notes from the notebook; 

At the recent convention of the 
Alabama Press Association, 
several state leaders spoke on 
subjects of particular concern to 
them. Although many of their 
views are well known, here are a 
few of the comments that may 
not be so well known: 


Robert Britton, Head of the 
State Prison System: ‘‘We are 
under 15 court orders. One says 
we cannot accept more prisoners. 
Fourteen say we have to. I feel 
the time has run out for starting 
new prisons.’” 

He said when he arrived he 
found worn-out canning equip- 
ment at the prisons and had it put 
into working order. The system 
saved so much by canning 
vegetables in that equipment, 
that he was authorized to buy 
new canning equipment and is 
now canning 600 gallons of 
vegetables per hour. His goal is 3 
million pounds’ of vegetables per 
year, 

He said the prison system is 
ready to take on orders for in- 
dustrial jobs for counties and 
cities. It would keep the prisoners 
busy and provide many items at 
lower cost than the governments 
now pay. 


Gary Cooper, Head of the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security: ‘‘The average length of 
time a person is on welfare is 
three years. Of those who receive 
Aid to Dependent Children, 99% 
are women with children under 


10 years of age.”’ 

The number of people in 
welfare families has dropped 
from 3.4 to 2.8 persons. 

Social workers turn in 99 per- 
cent of the fraud cases that come 
to the attorney general’s atten- 
tion. 

Almost 50% of the children 
born in Alabama last year were 
born out of wedlock. 

“Look what all these un- 
wanted pregnancies result in: 
high costs of ADC, swelling of 
school enrollments with a resul- 
tant poor teacher-pupil ratio, and 
on and on. Yet we're spending 
almost nothing on unwanted 
pregnancies, which is the source 
of many of our later expenses.” 


Reuben Finney, Director of the 
Alabama Development Office: 
Eleven municipalities in Alabama 
qualify as ‘‘prepared cities’’ for 
attracting new industries, 


Rex Rainef, special assistant to 
Governor Fob James: ‘‘We’re 
not prepared philosophically and 
conceptually for what’s happen- 
ing in the federal government. 
There is a tremendous flow of 
money from Washington into 
this state. 

The Health Department is 
under publicized and probably 
the best managed department in 
the state. Its funding is almost all 
from federal funds.’’ 


Sid McDonald, Finance Direc- 
tor: ‘‘My predecessors had a 5% 
inflation and a 12% growth rate. 
I am faced with a 12% inflation 


rate and a 5% growth rate.”’ 
‘‘Barmarking is as archaic as 
the horse and wagon, The prisons 
desperately need $40 million. The 
schools get $4 billion. Medicaid 
costs rose from $12 million to $94 
million in just a few years. 
Teachers get more in Alabama 
than in any Southern state: $101 
per day. Ask the principal in your 
school about the pupil-teacher 
ratio. See if the reading classes in 


. your schools are still as large as 


they were 10 years ago.”’ 

In Alabama we cannot reset 
our priorities very much (because 
of earmarking.) 

The schools get $4 billion, 
which leaves only $340 million 
for everything else.’’ 

‘The lid law has ruined pro- 
spects of the property tax being 
used as a major fund.” 


Joe McCorquodale, Speaker of 
the House of Representatives: 
**This is the best year for the tax- 
payers. We're learning some 
things and looking at things dif- 
ferently, We've asked all the un- 
viersities to tell us how much the 
state is paying for retirement. 
The University of Alabama 
systems pay $55 million to the 
retirement system each year."’ 

“Our retirement system is 
unreal. The state pays 44 percent 
of the salary of judges to the 
judge’s retirement fund. Judges 
can retire in 18 years. Some peo- 
ple retire with 119% to 140% of 
the take home pay they made 
during their last year of work." 

‘If all the lobbyists for educa- 
tion would work together, we 


could really provide ‘quality 


education.’”’ 


Finis St. John, Speaker pro 
tem of the Senate: I have in- 
troduced a bill to unearmark 37 
taxes collected by the state. It 
would allow a vote of the people. 
The conservation department is 
exempt because the federal agen- 
cies require the state to match 
funds in a complicated way.”’ 


Ryan de Graffenreid, Senator 
on the mental health committee: 
‘It will take a $90 million bond 
issue to do it right and qualify for 
all federal aid.”’ 


Walter Owens, Chairman of 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee: ‘‘The good news is medicaid 
is o.k. The bad news is that 
prisons and mental health are 
short, 

Seven billion dollars will go 
through the state budget this 
year. 88 cents of each dollar is 
earmarked.”’ 

The cost of retirement in the 
educational trust fund budget 
this year totals $260 million. Of 
this, $180 million is the state 
retirement fund for teachers from 
k-college. Another $80 million is 
the state’s share of Social Securi- 
ty for those teachers. 

Leigh Pegues, Representative 
from Marion: ‘‘We should have a 
sole state coordination for higher 
education and a unified budget. 

He favors ACHE with a new 
name and two additional people 
to bring it to a 14 member com- 
mission.

The 
general operation of the school 
supports each of these organiza- 
tions, yet it receives no Federal, 
State, or County revenue to fund 
this support. Your principal is us- 
ing a generally accepted practice 
in this case. 


The band or more accurately, 
the band course, is a little dif- 
ferent. The State and County do 
provide some support for the 
course. The building, furnishings 
and the teacher are provided. It is 
true that we have not been able to 
provide uniforms and in- 
struments, Historically parents 
and Band Booster groups have 
provided outstanding support in

tion and the potential for it can 
have serious effects on teachers, 
who find that fear for personal 
safety is detrimental to effective 
teaching. A safe school is 
necessary for effective learning 
and efficient teaching to take 
place. 


However, the writer suggest 
that parents, educators, students, 
and lawmakers get together and 
ascertain pertinent ways to 


these areas in schools throughout 
Shelby County. 

The allocation of funds earned 
by the operation of concession 
stands at athletic events in Shelby 
County Schools is determined in 
the local community under the 
direction of the school principal. 
There are differences from com- 
munity to community. Your 
school principal will be glad to 
review the arrangement in your 
community with you. 

There is evidence that your 
concern regarding unnecessary 
rules and regulations is not well 
supported. The operation of the 
Chelsea School has improved 
steadily during the last three 
years. Many patrons, teachers, 
and students express their 
satisfaction and pride. However, 
we are aware that there is still 
room for improvement, and the 
principal would welcome your 
suggestions. 

Records in this office indicate 
that an agreement was entered in- 
to when the present principal was 
hired at Chelsea that provided for 
the location of his mobile home 
on school property. The school 


in vandalism since the arrange- 
ment began. 

The responsibility for the 
financial management of a school 
system rests with the Board of 
Education and is usually ac- 
complished by the system 
superintendent and his staff. This 
operation is audited by the 
Alabama Examiner of Public Ac- 
counts biannually. These audits 
are available for public review. 

The financial operation of a 
school is the responsibility of the 
school principal. Monthly finan- 
cial reports are submitted to the 
Superintendent and to the State 
Department of Education. Your 
school board employs an audit 
firm, presently King and Moody, 
Pelham, Alabama, to audit all 


~ school operations and to assist 


principals in the area of financial 
management. Copies of these 
audits are also available for 
review by interested citizens. 

Your concern seems to be 
centered on financial operations. 
We are currently working with 
principals and our school audit 
firm, King and Moody, on a 
budget system for local schools. 
One of the goals of this effort is 
to involve all parts of the school 
program in the budget building 
process. Maybe you, through 
your band teacher, can help with 
this task.

Several hundred thousand 
years ago the first caveman bow- 
ed a strong sapling with a string 
of gut and learned to shoot a 
sharp stick from it. Until the last 
few hundred years that invention, 
the bow and arrow, was the hot- 
test thing going in the fight for 
survival. 

Then came gunpowder, guns, 
and technology. The more 
science advanced, the less prac- 
tical it became to hunt and de- 
fend oneself with a bow and 
arrow--ask any Indian. 

° Nonetheless, the bow and ar- 
row are still with us today, 
although they too have 
undergone technological ad- 
vances. Despite the use of 
fiberglass and aluminum, and a 
tomplex system of pullies and 
counter-weights, Hector of Troy, 
Robin Hood of Sherwood Forest, 
Sitting Bull of the Wild West,

has worked so well throughout 
the ages. 

Good and faithful servant, the 
bow and arrow have survived the 
passing of many ages. And the 
archer who masters the use of this 
ancient weapon is an artist in his 


or her own right. 


Last weekend some of the best 
archery artists from in and 
around Alabama were in Colum- 
biana for the state indoor cham- 
pionship shoot. The Reporter 
took the opportunity to talk with 
some of them about the art of 
placing a shaft in the heart of a 
target, and some of the basic dif- 
ferences between shooting a bow 
and shooting a gun. 


One major difference several 
of the archers quickly noted was 
that with a high powered rifle one 
can drop a deer from a hundred 
yards. But with a bow, stalking 
skills are a necessity. 

**In bowhunting you have to 


you,” said Tony Brown who 
traveled from Calhoun, Georgia 
to shoot ‘in a visitor’s classifica- 
tion last weekend. ‘It gives the 
animal a better chance.”’ 

**You have to have skill to even 
get close enough to an animal for 
a shot at it,’’ said Frank Shell of 
Birmingham who's been twang- 
ing a longbow for some 13 years. 
‘The animal is sitting there and 
you’re not going to get but one 
shot. You have to pull everything 
together for that one shot. 
You've got to have a fluid motion 
from the raising of the bow to the 
drawing of the string and the 
release. It’s an art, all right.” 

Several of the archers question- 
ed mentioned the importance of 
the release in letting fly an ac- 
curate arrow. 

One person who should know 
about release is Jesse Morehead, 
25, also of Calhoun. Morehead, 
who also hunts with guns, should 
know about bow release since he 
won the 1980 National Field Ar-

Said Morehead: ‘‘You shoot a 
rifle with your finger. You shoot 
a bow and arrow with your whole 
body. If you can bowhunt suc- 
cessfully, gun hunting is easy.’’ 

Shelby County Bowhunters 
Club president Sylvester Shaw 
noted that the necessity of 
shooting with the body makes 
bowhunting tough, especially 
when you get excited. 

‘*When you see that deer your 
heart starts dancing,’ he said. 
“*There’s so much that can go 
wrong, like with your release.”’ 

A helicopter pilot from Fort 
Rucker, Greg Eastman, explain- 
ed how he teaches release to his 
young son, Scott: ‘‘I tell him to 
shoot happy arrows. A good 
release requires a good mental at- 
titude. If he assumes he’s going 
to miss the spot (bullseye), he 
does. But if he thinks the arrow is 
going to the spot, it does.”’ 

“It’s something you can’t be 


good at once a month. You have 
to shoot all the time, and then 
sometimes you do good-- 
sometimes you don’t.”’ Thirteen- 
year old Scott Eastman did well 
enough to win the state title for 
youth boys. 

Bill Garner, who won the 
nen’s free style by shooting a 
perfect 300 Saturday and only 
dropping one (missed the bullseye 
once in 60 arrows) Sunday, 
knows what shooting under ten- 
sion is all about. 

**You just can’t think about 
dropping an arrow,’ he said. 
“It'll cause you to drop one if 
you do.

Million with a cake sale.’’ When 


the possibility of raising taxes 
was mentioned, resident Jim 
Smith made a suggestion from 
the audience. 

“Seems to me we have fast 
dogs and slow money,’’ Smith 
commented, referring in part to 
an earlier discussion on leash 
laws. ‘‘I think it may be time to 
reconsider a dog track. Birm- 
ingham wants one and if they get 
it, they’ll get rich and we'll still be 
looking for a sewer.’’ 

‘I’d rather put.my money in a 
dog track than a sewer,’’ said 
Bobbie Queen of Fungo Hollow. 

Ed Gentry, who lost a bid for 
Willard Payne’s council seat dur- 
ing the last election, pointed out 
that people would be given the 
right to vote on additional sales 
or ad valorum taxes. ‘‘So, what’s 
the difference if you give us the 
right to vote on more taxes, or 
give us the right to vote on-a dog 
track?”’

Alabaster brings in third well 


by Bert Seaman 

When Alabaster’s new well is 
tied into the system, the pumping 
capacity of the city’s three wells 
will exceed four million gallons 
per day. 

According to Water Board 
Manager Harold Davenport, that 
amount of water would provide a 
plentiful supply for a population 
of 27,000. 

The last census count placed 
the number of Alabaster 
residents at 6,912. However, 
Mayor H.A. ‘“‘Doc’’ Rubin says 
that 7,400 would probably be a 
more accurate figure. 


At any rate, the mayor and 
water board feel sure they will 
have more than enough water for 
the expansion they hope is com- 
ing their way. 

Expressing pride in the ultra 
modern system, Davenport said 
that it’s as maintenance free as a 
system could possibly be. 

All that keeps the new well 
from being tied into the system is 
a final check by the State Health 
Department, and that has been 
set for March 20. 


The newest and deepest of the 
three wells is located on 8th Ave. 
SW. It will be known as well 
number | since it was drilled just 
25 feet from the first well that 
was shut down a year and a half 
ago. 

Problems with surface water 
getting into the system after a 
rain forced the closing of that 
well which was only 78 feet deep. 

Drilled to a depth of 360 feet, 


the new well is capable of produc- © 


ing 2 million gallons of water per 


y. 

The $225,000 construction cost 
includes a telemetering system 
which counts the number of 
gallons pumped. 

Davenport explained that when 
all the storage tanks are full, the 
equipment automatically shuts 
off. 

One room of the pumping sta- 
tion contains the equipment 
which feeds chlorine into the 
system. If the chlorine should run 
out, it automatically shuts down. 

The new $8,000, 200 hp pump 
is located behind the building, 

In addition to having one of 


the best types of water, which 


means being virtually free of 
chemicals, Davenport also noted 
that the pumping capacity of the 
Alabaster system is the best in 
this area. 

Besides the ability to pump 
such a large quantity of water, 
the system also has a 1,700,000 
gallon storage capacity. 

There are five tanks, Daven- 
port noted, which are located in 
strategic areas. 

Rubin called attention to the 
number of fire hydrants in the 
area the city serves. He reported 
that there are 170 inside the city 
limits and 150 outside. 

In order to upgrade the system, 
Water Board Chairman W.M. 
Farris related that $1,350,000 has 
been spent during the last two or 
three years on tanks, wells and 
transmissions lines. 

*‘Our next venture,’’ he 
remarked, ‘‘is going to be in- 
creasing the size of our transmis- 
sion mains so we can transfer 
water where it’s needed.” 

In addition to Farris, the 
Water Board has three directors. 
They are: Roger Wheeler, Reid 
Long and Glen Naish.

According to McGuire’s 
lawyer, Robert Sexton of Birm- 
ingham, his client wants to put a 
backhoe excavation business on 
the site, which calls for M-1 zon- 
ing.

Besides the djanger of the in- 
tersection, which Wrobel noted is 
used by traffic to and from three 
area schools, he contended that 
the change would constitute il- 
legal spot zoning, and light in- 
dustry for the one section might 
lead to M-1 zoning for the whole 
park. 

‘*Perhaps we’re opening Pan- 
dora’s box,’’ Wrobel stated. 
‘**That allows them to change the 
whole area to M-1. What would it 


mean to traffic if we allowed this 
without opposition?”’ 

Another resident, however, 
stated, ‘‘The problem is that in- 
tersection without lights. It’s not 
fair to Mr. McGuire-it’s spot 
zoning in reversal. We really have 
two problems.”’

to the legislature. 

Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles and Represen- 
tative J.T. ‘Jabo’ Waggoner em- 
phasize that the new bill would 
not change the tax, and would 
not add any taxes. It is said to be 
merely a clarification to 
strengthen the original bill. 

The reason the schools need 
the money they can raise on this 
bond is for completing Inverness 
Elementary School. The county 
received $1.2 million from the 
most recent bond issued by the 
state, but it will take almost $1 
million more to build the school, 
according to Knowles. 

All other sources of tax income 
for the local school board are 
already used as backing for 
earlier bond issues. 

The county one cent sales tax 
went into effect a year ago. Half 
of it goes to the schools; the other 
half to the county general fund. 
It is only the schools’ portion that 
will be used as collateral for the 
bonds.

This is the first year that the 
Alabaster youngster has attended 
the Center for Exceptional 
Children in Columbiana. 

It’s also the first year for the 
center to have any five year olds. 
Andy is one of the two five year 
olds who were located by the 
Child Find program. 

The purpose of the program, 
which is a joint effort of Shelby 
and Jefferson County school 
systems, is to locate handicapped 
children either in need of services 
or who are being inadequately 
served. 

Beverly Hall, Director of the 
center in Columbiana, said that 
Andy’s name had been secured 
from the Association of Retarded 
Citizens. 

Until lack of funds forced 
them to shut down, the ARC had 
operated a center in Siluria which 
Andy attended. 

Mrs. Mary Smith, Andy’s 
mother, says that her young son 
has been learning by ‘‘leaps and 
bounds,’’ since he started at the 
Exceptional Childrens’ center in 
September. 

Stressing the importance of 
working with handicapped 
children as early as possible, Hall 
said ‘‘That’s what this Child Find 
program is all about - early iden- 
tification.” 

In Andy’s case, Hall reported 
that his mother had done exer- 
cises with him to keep his muscles 
from becoming tight. 

She explained that the purpose 
of his barrel seat is to keep his 
legs apart so the muscles will be 
stretched. 


Hall credited the center’s 


physical therapist, Jackie Currie, 
with designing the seat. And she 
noted 


that Robert Holston’s

carpentry class at the Area Voca- 
tional center had constructed it at 
minimal cost. 

Commenting on Andy’s pro- 
gress, his teacher, Patti Crump, 
reported that he had mastered 
pre-writing skills and knew his

Speech therapist Gena Watley 
works with the youngster on 
sentence structure and the pro- 
nuncation of sounds. 

Because of his difficulty in 
walking, Andy wears leg braces. 
But it’s hoped that someday he 
may be able to discard them. 

Physical therapy is provided on 
an individual basis three days a 
week and Andy participates with 
other youngsters at the center 


; 
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Andy “rides” school desk 


another day. 

Since he has progressed to the 
point where he can enter the first 
grade, Andy will be 
‘‘mainstreamed’’ next year to 
Thompson Elementary School. 

However, he’ll be in what is 
known as a side by side program. 
Because of his visual impairment, 
Andy will have reading and math 
lessons in that class but will par- 
ticipate in group activities with 
the regular first grade classes. 

Since Andy is the youngest in a 
class of ten students, the oldest of 
whom is 17, he gets a lot of 
mothering, his teacher reported. 

However, Mrs. Smith claims 
that the months he has spent at 
the center have made Andy ‘“‘real 


independent.”’ 

“I wouldn’t take anything for 
the opportunity he’s had,”’ she 
declared. 

Hall underlined those sen- 
timents when she said, ‘The 
value of the Child Find program 
can be recognized when we can 
see such results in a child like An- 
dy.” 

There are a number of 
youngsters in the county who 
could benefit from the services 
the center has to offer, Hall 
remarked. 

She urges anyone knowing of 
such a youngster, to contact Dr. 
Linda Nolen, County Coor- 
dinator of Special Education Ser- 
vices, 669-4158.

young people who stay at the 
Alabaster facility are from Dallas 
County. 

The home also serves Chilton, 
Bibb and St. Clair Counties. 

There is room enough for eight 
young people at the home, Lee 
reported. But an extra person can 
always be accommodated when 
the need arises, she noted. 

Since the home is supposed to 
provide temporary lodging until 
problems the young person is en- 
countering can be worked out, 
most of the residents only stay a 
short period of time. 

However, one young man Lee 
mentioned is still at the home 
after nine months. 

A LEPA grant provides 75% 
of the funding for the Attention

Measures would bring relief 


Congressman Richard Shelby 
has introduced a package of bills 
designed to bring some relief to 
the financial burden to the states 
caused by requirements of the 
medicaid program. 

In announcing this legislation 
Shelby said, ‘‘Last year a severe 
crisis in medicaid financing in 
Alabama brought to our atten- 
tion the impediments faced by 
states who need to reduce the 
dramatic increase in their expen- 
ditures for this program."” 

“Although the state ad- 
ministration had several responsi- 
ble cost-saving ideas, they were 
prohibited from implementing 
them because of inflexibilities in 
the federal control of the pro- 
gram. These bills are designed to 
allow greater state discretion in 
implementing certain changes 
that would bring a degree of 
fiscal relief,’ stated the Con- 
gressman. 

*“*An added benefit of these 
bills is that, because most of them 
have the potential of reducing 
medicaid expenditures overall, as 
they reduce state medicaid expen- 
ditures, they would at the same 
time reduce federal medicaid ex- 
penditures. In fact I have noticed 
proposals similar to these in the 


reports coming from the Reagan 
Administration. 

The bills Shelby introduced 
would serve the following pur- 


1, Allow states to negotiate for 
the purchase of certain services; 

2, Give states the right to end a 
recipient’s medicaid eligibility in 
instances of demonstrated abuse 
of the system; 

3. Allow families to contribute 
to the cost of medical care by par- 
ticipating in a voluntary ‘“‘relative 
responsilibity”’ plan for reci- 
pients in nursing homes; 

4. Give states the choice of re- 
quiring patient copayment for all 
medicaid services; and 

5. Require the federal govern- 
ment to pay all the medicaid ex- 
penditures of SSI recipients dur- 
ing periods in which they have 
been incorrectly certified for SSI 
by the federal government. 

“*T recognize that the issue I am 
raising here is one which goes to 
the heart of the nature of the rela- 
tionship between the federal and 
state governments, Not only do I 
recognize this fact, I believe 
thorough disucssion is in order. 
During these times of federal 
belt-tighting, it makes utmost

Bill would lower cost 
of adding solar system 


The cost of adding solar to 
your home could be reduced by 
more than half, if two energy 
bills pass this session of the 
Alabama legislature. 

State Senator Bill Smith of 
Huntsville and Representatives 
Bob McKee of Montgomery and 
Pete Turnham of Auburn are 
sponsoring the two bills pro- 
viding income tax credits to in- 
dividuals for the purchase and in- 
stallation of active and passive 
solar energy systems. 

Active systems include devices 
that utilize solar energy for 
heating or cooling homes or the 
water used in homes, 

Passive systems include 
materials that will basically ac- 
complish the same purpose, but 
consist of heat-absorbent or 
transluscent building materials. 


The tax credits would be ap- 
plied to the costs of purchasing, 
installing, and assembling the 
solar energy systems in single- 
family residences. 

For active systems, individuals 
could apply for a tax credit of 25 
percent of their investment ex- 
penditure if the systems is pur- 
chased in 1981. This credit would 
be in addition to the existing 40 
percent federal tax credit. 

For example, if you spent 
$3000 on active solar energy 
equipment in the first year of 
eligibility...providing the bills 
pass...the owner could deduct 25 
percent of the cost from his state 
income taxes, and 40 percent 
from his federal income taxes for 
a total of 65 percent tax credit.

Roads can’t take twin trailers 


A bill to allow twin (tandem) 
trailers 65 feet in length in 
Alabama is being opposed by the 
Alabama Safety Council as 
reasons they cite safety factors 
and the aditional wear and tear 
the rigs would inflict on the 
state’s roads arid bridges. 

The bill, HB 562, was opposed 
by representatives of the Council 
in testimony at a public hearing 
of the House Transportation 
Committee Wednesday, 

Testimony indicated that it 
would take a vehicle traveling at 
65 miles-per-hour one-half mile 
to pass one of the tandem truck 
rigs traveling at the 55 mile-per- 
hour speed limit. 

The Safety Council reminded 


the Committee that the State 
Highway Department cited 3,125 
bridges as being unsafe last year 
when Governor James was call- 
ing for the four-cents-a-gallon 
fuel tax for bridge and highway 
repair. ‘*The rigs proposed in HB 
562 certainly would not make 
those 3,125 unsafe bridges any 
safer,’’ the witness stated. The 
Highway Department also said 
last year that forty per cent of 
Alabama’s 87,000 miles of 
highway needed rebuilding and, 
or resurfacing. 

The Safety Council’s represen- 
tative said the proposed tandem 
trailers would damage the roads 
and bridges at an even faster rate 
than ordinary vehicles.

was the only one left in the house, 
Minor said. Two neighbors were 
killed. 

Alabamians look forward to 
the coming of spring. However, 
this is the season when tornadoes 
often swoop down unexpectedly, 
causing death and destruction. 

Between the years 1975-79, 
there were more tornadoes in 
Alabama than in any other 
southeastern state with the excep- 
tion of Florida. 

Statistics reveal that 131 
twisters touched down 
somewhere in the state causing 25 
deaths and over 400 injuries. 


But the 1932 storms caused the 
highest death toll. Two hundred 
eighty-seven people were killed 
that year - 276 of them on March 
21, in the storm that hit Colum- 
biana, .Northport, Tuscaloosa, 
Sylacauga and a number of other 
towns. 

Isbell related that he and 
customers in the store on Main 
Street rushed to the door when 
they heard what sounded like a 
train wreck. 

The twister missed the store. 
But it cut a path of destruction 
through other parts of town, in- 
cluding the section where Minor 
and his family lived. 

Minor said that his family 


rebuilt in a different location, 
and he still lives in that home on 
Main Street. 

The tall pecan tree in the back 
yard was brought as a sprout 
from his old homeplace. 

Approximately 35 residents of 
Columbiana lost their lives that 
day. Minor’s neighbor was killed 
by a flying 2x4. 

In Helena the following year, a 
woman was impaled on a tree 
limb when a tornado hit during 
the night. 

And Bill Brambiett recounted 
that he had left the house 
barefooted to help an injured 
woman whose arm had nearly 
been torn out of the socket. 

Waking up just before the 
twister hit around 3 a.m., Ken- 
nenth Mullins said the storm 
“sounded like 100 freight trains 
were coming through the house.’’ 


He recalled that along with the 
rain, there was heavy thunder 
and one flash of lightning after 
another. 

The town’s three churches - 
Methodist, Baptist and 
Presbyterian - were all destroyed 
by the storm, as well as the 
Masonic lodge. 

About 14 people were killed 
that day; one of them was 
Mullins’ ten year old brother. 


_Recollecting the details of that 
fateful night, Mullins said that he 
and his father had been pinned 
under a section of wall but 
neighbors had managed to get 
them out. 

Bramlett, too, had a wall col- 
lapse on him. But his iron 
bedstead heli it inches above 
him, the Helena resident 
reported, and he managed to 
‘‘crawfish’’ out. 


Storms that occur between 
March and June most frequently 
hit between sunset and sunrise. 
They account for 36% of all tor- 
nado deaths. 

The most violent tornados 
come in April. During that 
month, storms claim 68% of the 
lives lost in twisters although they 
represent only 2% of all tor- 
nadoes. 

In the event of a tornado, in- 
dividuals are urged to stay in- 
doors. Mobile home owners are 
advised to seek shelter elsewhere. 

The best place to be in a home 
is the basement. If there is no 
basement, family members 
should go in a bathroom or closet 
on the lowest level of the struc- 
ture or else get under a heavy 
piece of furniture. 

Office workers or shoppers are 
advised to seek shelter in an in-

A cutoff date was set for June

Because of the poor economy, 
people are not throwing away as 
much as they used to, according 
to Johnny Lemley, who operates 
the Calera landfill for the county. 

Lemley told the Reporter Tues- 
day morning that the quantity of 
waste coming into Calera is about 
half what it was a few months 


He has worked with the waste 
program since it began in 1960, 
when the Calera landfill opened 
as the first one in the county. He 
recalls that in the 60’s people 
threw away ‘everything.’ He said 
it was not unusual for people to 
bring good furniture to dump in 


Refrigerators and other ap- 
pliances were also commonly 
discarded, he said. But now, he 
seldom sees one. 

Lemley said that the truck 
drivers who haul trash and gar- 
bage from the various cities tell 
him, ‘‘Where we used to find two 
full garbage cans at a house, we 
now find only one." 

Lemley attributes the drop in 
trash to the shrinking dollar and

Ex Warrior helps Blazers slay 
Kentucky Wildcats 69-62 


Birmingham is not called the ‘‘Magic City’’ for nothing--after all, 
it’s the home of Gene Bartow’s UAB Blazers. And the Blazers are now 
home to Alabaster's Glenn Marcus. 

Are the Blazers really magic? Ask anyone from Lexington, Ken- 
tucky. Sunday, in round two of the NCAA Mideast Regionals, before 
12,229 fans in Tuscaloosa’s Memorial Coliseum, the Blazers won a 
stunning 69-62 victory over the Kentucky Wildcats, ranked the na- 
tion’s top team at the beginning of the season. 

Marcus, playing as cool as a cucumber on a frozen cream cheese 
sandwich, hit 12-15 free throws in the final five and half minutes, in- 
cluding seven in a row. He added a field goal, nabbed two steals, had 
ce assists, and grabbed three rebounds to round out the afternoon’s 
work, 

Said an elated Bartow: ‘‘Glenn Marcus was just sensational!’’ 

The Reporter talked to the 5’10’’ Marcus Sunday evening by phone 
at the Alabaster home of his parents, James and Ora Marcus. 

Mrs. Marcus had earlier told the Reporter her son had made her feel 
“‘ten feet tall.’” At 10 p.m. Glenn said she was ‘‘still floating around 
somewhere up there with coach Bartow."’ 

About the win over the Wildcats-- 


“Everything went okay,’’ Marcus understated, ‘‘We got a great 
game out of our big men. (Center Donnie) Speer had a phenomenal 
game. Kentuckey had a great team, but we kept (center Sam) Bowie 
out and that was one of the keys.”’ 

Earlier in the season, playing on the road, UAB lost 61-53 to the 
Wildcats with the 7’1’’ Bowie accounting for 25 points. But Sunday 
the Blazers held the Kentucky star, considered by many as one of the 
top players in the nation, to a mere eight points. 

**We were down 29-30 at the half,’’ Marcus continued. ‘‘Coach 
Bartow just told us to stick in there and play our game. He tells us we 
can do it and we just try and make things happen for him.’’ 

For the senior guard, Sunday was not the first time he made 
something happen on the floor at memorial Coliseum. In 1975 and 
1976 he led coach Ellie Glasscock’s Thompson Warriors to con- 
secutive 3-A state basketball championships. Marcus is now 6-0 on the 
Tuscaloosa court. 

“It’s a pretty nice court,” he admits. ‘I just wanted to stay 
undefeated in that gym. I saw coach Glasscock before the game and he 
gave mea little pep talk.”’ I thought about the Thompson games there- 
-they were big garnes. But Sunday was my biggest all round game. I 
had a lot more jitters, but it was do or die. When you get out on the 
floor you have to put all that behind you.”’ 


Another thing crossed Marcus’s mind before the game. It wasn’t 
pleasant, either. It was the spectre of a missed free throw several

weeks back in a clutch game against Virginia Commonwealth, a free 
throw that could have turned a loss into a win. 

“*It crossed my mind that I’d missed that free throw in the big game 
against Virginia Commonwealth,” he recalled. “‘I had it in my mind 
that I was going to redeem myself. I told myself I could do it.” 

“*You have to see yourself put the ball through the hoop. You have 
to shoot it in your mind first. 
You’ve got to have the con- 
fidence. If a player has con- 
fidence in himself, there’s no tell- 
ing how far he can go. Coach 
(Lee) Hunt has been helping me 
with my free throws, too, telling 
me little things I was doing wrong 
like not cocking my wrist.”” 

Marcus said he still entertains 
ideas of someday returning to 
coach basketball at Thompson. 
He wants the chance to instill this 
kind of confidence in the players 
there--the confidence that they 
can do the things they strive for, 
the things they tell themselves 
they can do, the things they make 
reteset It’s basic Glenn 

arcus philosphy. 

GLENN MARCUS But in the meantime there are 


more immediate things on his mind. Like a trip to play Indiana at 
Bloomington this Friday. At the beginning of the season 264 basket 
ball teams are striving to win the NCAA tournament. Today, 248 of 
those teams have been eliminated. Sixteen remain and UAB, now 23-8 
is one of those still in there fighting. 

“Our goal is to be in the final four,’’ Marcus said. ‘We're taking 
them one at a time. We’re just a sleeper--an underdog, I guess. We’re 
still peaking, still putting things together.’’ 

“It can be a plus being a nobody, though. People say, ‘Who’s 
pene Then they get on the floor with us, and see us, and say we are 

or real.”’ 

When asked if he’d now like a chance to play LSU, Marcus replied: 
“I think it’d be great for two teams from the South to play in the 
finals. That would show everybody in the East and West and up North 
that we can play on this level.’’ 

Marcus, who is a bit on the shy side, said again, ‘‘We are for real.” 

No brag, just fact. UAB is for real; Kentucky believes in magic; and 
other teams may yet follow suit.

Marina noted, the best time to 
fish crappie now is the afternoon- 
evening hitch, after the shallow 
water has had time to warm up.

the weeds, the next day he might 
find them 4-5 feet deep. 

**But they’ll get betier in a day 
or two if the weather gets 
warmer,”’ she said. 

She added that one man, down 
from Birmingham on Sunday, 
caught a 4.5-pound large mouth 
with a bushhog in the weeds. 
Other than that, bass fishing on 
Lay pretty much cooled off in 
relation to the weather. 

If you’re after bass, Kerry 
Phillips of Helena suggests that 
you don’t limit yourself to the big 
lakes. Last Friday, fishing with 
Jimmy Preston of Wylam, he 
caught a 5-1/4-pounder in the old 
lower lake at Oak Mountain State 
Park. 

“It wasn’t anything to brag 
about,’’ he told the Reporter. 
**But we had fun anyway. Any 
time you catch a fish it’s more 
fun than when you don’t. We 
caught 27 bass, mostly smaller 
ones, that day.”’ 

Phillips said he was fishing 
with a shiner minnow about four 
feet down in 10 feet of water. 
Like fishermen from day one, 
he’s been trying to ‘“‘figure out 
bass”’ for a long time, so he noted 
it was 1 p.m. when he caught it. 
About all he’s decided for cer- 
tain, however, is that you usually 
have a better chance catching the 
whopper in a smaller body of 
water. 

John Bowers, who runs the 
shop at Oak Mountain Lake, said 
there were several other bass in 
the five-pound range caught there 
last week on jigs and pork rinds. 
Still, three seven-pounders and 
an eight were caught there during 
January and Feburary, he noted.

As soon as you suddenly tear 
off the expired calendar sheet of 
February, March stands out loud 
and clear. To the average person 
this means flying kites with the 
kids and grandchildren, looking 
forward to a warming trend, 
planting a garden. 

But to most of you readers, 
you visualize a boat trip for bass 
and bream along the rivers, in 
farm ponds and on the big reser- 
voirs. 

It’s true enough. March is the 
best of the year for bass catches. 
When the weather warms for a 
couple of days in winter and the 
water top level temperature 
reaches 55 to 65 degrees F., those 
coldblooded finny creatures go 
on the rampage for food. They’ll 
hit most anything: crank baits, 
spinners, spoons, big bass bugs. 
Personally, I’ll go along with the 
lures that have proved successful 
to me in the past -- any wounded 
minnow, the Heddon Lucky 13. 
Having no luck with these and 
similar lures, I'll tie on my old 
Creek Chub broken back min- 
now that dives a few inches down 
on retrieve. 

In shirt sleeve weather in 
February many of my friends 
motored to their choice waters 
and made excellent catches. 

In tune with the mounting 
fishing fever I have during the 
past month been mail swamped 
with new catalogs of fishing 
tackle. I leafed through one of 
the catalogs and suddenly saw 
some new spining and bait 
casting reels I was not acquainted 
with: the Ryobi and the Shimano. 
The models were stainless steel 
lightweight bait casting reels and 
spin casting reels with ball bear- 
ings. Of course Daiwa makes 
superb reels, as does Zebco. Gar- 
cia still produces the Am- 
bassadeur line. I have a couple of 
Mitchell 300’s that have been ex- 
cellent spinning reels the past 
decade. 

Shakespeare makes excellent 
reels and rods. I’m overwhelmed 
at the vast number of available 
fishing rods. Just go to your local 
sporting goods store and browse 


~ around Youll find rods of-fiber 


glass, borom. andygraphite. You 


can even buy or put together your 
own fine bamboo rod from mail 
order sources. 

I note continued improvements 
in casting lines. Shakespeare 
markets a 12-lb. test braided 
monofilament that is advertised 
to be ‘‘incredibly’’ soft and limp. 

The tremendous development 
of precision reels never ceases to 
amaze me. In 1940 the price of 
the **Rolls Royce’’ of bait casting 
reels, the Pfleuger Supreme, now 
no longer on the market, I think, 
was $25. I couldn’t afford it! 
This reel had pivot or friction 
bearings and was built like a fine 
watch. Only a dozen or so years 
ago the Ambassadeur reel came 
on the scene with its ball bearings 
and superb workmanship. The 


price was somewhere in the 
neighborhod of $50 -- a good 
bargain. 


Today, practically all reels, in- 
cluding the spinning (open face) 
and the spin casting (closed face) 
reels can be compared to preci- 
sion instruments.

Poison Center answered 510 county calls 


During 1980 more than 510 
Shelby County families called 
The Poison Information Center 
at The Children’s Hospital of 
Alabama for emergency informa- 
tion on accidental poisonings. 

The Birmingham center 
answered more than 12,000 calls 
from throughout Alabama last 
year. Calls came from every 
county in the state and from four 
neighboring states. 


During Poison Prevention 
Week, March 15 through 21, of- 
ficials from the Children’s 
Hospital Poison Information 
Center want all Alabamians to be 
aware of possible poison hazards. 

Since most calls received in 
1980 were concerning victims 
under five, parents are urged to 
put any potential poison out of 
the reach of children. More than 
32 percent of the accidental 


poisoning calls were drug related. 
Keep aspirin, iron, multiple 
vitamins, and medicines contain- 
ing acetaminophens, ben- 
zodiazapines and tricyclic an- 
tidepressants in a locked cabinet. 

Of the more than 12,000 calls 
the center received, 91 percent 
were managed by the center with 
the victim being cared for at 
home.

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Cable TV draws Altadena’s ire 


Mountain Brook Cablevision 
deals in communications. But a 
breakdown in communications 
within that company has caused 
it problems in one north Shelby 
County subdivision where it’s 
been laying cable TV. 

The problems arose when work 
crews showed up early last week 
in Altadena South and started 
trenching in the right-of-way 
along Mountainview Parkway in 
the process removing grass and 
Shrubs people had planted in 
their front yards. Apparently, no 
one in the neighborhood knew 
anything about the construction 
work. 

- **] don’t want to be 
unreasonable,’’ Mike Braswell, a 
resident of Altadena South, told 
the Reporter. ‘‘But what has 
upset people around here is that 
(Mountain Brook Cablevision) 

wed up one day and just 

arted digging.”’ 

- Braswell said that in one 
fheighbor’s yard the construction 
érew tore into a water line and in 


another yard they broke a gas 
line. After being told by one 
neighbor to leave, he said the 
crews left the large end of a cable 
jutting out of the ground. 

The man also wondered why 
cable TV had been classified as a 
utility and why such companies 
had the right to use road rights- 
of-ways like other utility com- 
panies. 

‘*They came out here with a 
bunch of men and vehicles like a 
bunch of gangbusters,”’ another 
resident, who preferred to remain 
anonymous told the Reporter. ‘‘I 
didn’t know you could dig up 
somebody’s yard without even 
telling them about it first.’’ 

Nelson Edmonds who runs 
Mountain Brook Cablevision, ex- 
plained that the problem ap- 
parently stemmed from a case of 
mistaken identity. 

*‘In this particular case we had 
a new salesman come to town and 
he got confused with what area 
he was in,’’ Edmonds told the 
Reporter. When the\problem was 


realized, after people started call- 
ing to complain, he said tae com- 
pany went back and either talked 
to everyone in Altadena South in 
person or left them a letter of ex- 
planation. In the meantime, work 
had stopped. 

““As far as I know, everyone 
has been contacted now. We'll 
probably start back Wednesday 
or Thursday (today).’’ 

The cable left jutting out of the 
one yard had a kink in it, Ed- 
monds said when questioned on 
the point. That cable will be pull- 
ed out and replaced. ‘‘I feel like 
North Shelby County is a lot like 
Mountain Brook and they want 
straight information, and that’s 
about as straight as I can give it 
to them,’’ he concluded. 

As far as Braswell is concern- 
ed, he said, ‘‘I just can’t believe 
that what went on at the corner 
of my little neighborhood. went 
on in Mountain Brook. If that 
had gone on in Mountain Brook, 
they’d have been shut down.”’

Pelham dog track? 


Issue goes to state

The Pelham council has ap- 
proved a vote by its citizens on 
whether or not they want a dog 
racing track in town. The 3-2 vote 
on the controversial issue passed 
Monday night after some 40 
minutes of discussion. 

The issue popped up at council 
meeting the previous week as a 
means of funding a sewer system 
for the city. At that meeting 
councilman Ken Maynard moved 
that the council vote this week on 
whether or not to ask local 
delegates to the legislature to in- 
troduce a bill calling for a city- 
wide referendum on the issue. 

The question of dog racing has 
surfaced on numerous occasions 
in Shelby County, the latest of 
which came a year ago when 


Pelham passed a_ resolution 
similar to the one passed this 
week. That resolution died in 
Montgomery and the opportunity 
to vote never came before the 
people of Pelham. 

Proponents of the right to vote 
on the issue came out the winner 
Monday. 

Many of the estimated 40 peo- 
ple who attended the meeting 
voiced moral objections to dog 
racing, including Jean Pryor, 
Mike Shaw, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Pelham, and 
Ken Clemmons, pastor of Indian 
Springs Baptist Church. 

On more than one occasion 
Mayor Burk Dunaway had to 
cool the crowd and remind them 
the question at stake was not the

Administrator Roland Brad- 
ford and board member C.E. 
“Bull”? Carter said the hospital 
would need BRHSA’s help in ap- 
proving plans for the hospital to 


get a million dollar CAT scanner. 

In his report to the board, 
Bradford mentioned that former 
sheriff C.P. ‘‘Red’’ Walker 
wants to sell 20 acres of land that 
adjoins hospital property for 
$420,000. Bradford said he and 
Walker had walked over the land. 
“It is somewhat steep, but it’s 
usable land to build various 
things the hospital might need,”’ 
Bradford said. He said Walker 
would like $70,000 down with an 
interest rate on the remainder to 
be decided.

I-65 opens soon 


Missing link nears completion 


by David Moore 

The missing link of freeway 
between Montgomery and’ Birm- 
ingham has seemingly been under 
construction forever. But the end 
of the long road is now in sight. 

I-65 between Alabaster and 
Hoover is slated to open to an 
anxious public in four to five 
weeks. The project is pricetagged 
at about $70 million. 


“‘We’re looking at the last 
week of April or the first week of 
May to open the road to the 
public,’ state highway depart- 
ment division three engineer 
Mack Roberts told the Reporter. 
Due to the ever varying weather, 
however, the highway depart- 
ment is still reluctant to pinpoint 
the exact opening date, Roberts 
added. 

Major portions of I-65 between 
Birmingham and the capital city 
have been completed for at least 
15 years. Work on the yet to be 
opened section of interstate from

Alabaster to highway 52 in 
Pelham began in 1973. 

Roberts placed the construc- 
tion price of the 13.5 mile missing 
link at $62 million, including $20 
million for the massive, multi- 
layer interchange at I-65 and 
1-459 in Hoover, Rights of way 
from Alabaster to Hoover cost 
$8.8 million, according to 
Roberts. 

The highway department had 
planned to open the four-mile 
section of 1-459 from the inter- 
change northeast to highway 280 
at the same time I-65 opened. 
But, Roberts explained, work on 
that project had not kept pace 
with work on I-65. 

Remaining work on I-65 in- 
cludes the removal of the three- 
year old exit ramp in Alabaster 
for tie-in there; tying in the 
Hoover interchange; laying the 
‘tultimate layer”’ of asphalt from 
Alabaster to the $2.2 million 
bridge over the Cahaba River; 
erection of guard rails and barrier

walls; placement of signs; laying 
of top soil.

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Heads of county departments 
should be warned they will have 
to get their work done without 
replacements for their CETA 
workers, the county commission 
said Monday. 

Commissioner Don Murphy 
brought up the matter, noting 
that CETA funds would run out 
soon. That wil mean a loss of 
several workers now assigned to 
county jobs, Murphy said, ‘‘I’m 
going to take a pretty hard line on 
hiring new employees,’’ but he 
felt the department heads should 
be notified of the impending cut- 
back. 

Commissioner Alph Lowe 
said, ‘‘We can’t afford to put 
anybody on.”’ 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port proposed that a memo be 
sent to all department head to 
this effect, and the proposal pass- 
ed unanimously. 

Chairman Tommy Snowden 
said the county highway depart- 
ment had anticipated the cutback 
of CETA workers and had plann- 
ed for it in their budget,

**We'll really have appraisal 
problems if this passes,’’ was the 
way Commissioner Harold 
Davenport described proposed 
House Bill 489 now making its 
way through legislative channels. 

The bill is backed by the 
Alabama Farm Bureau. The chief 
provision that drew the ire of 
local officials would reclassify 
agricultural and forest lands into 
several categories. (Good 
agricultural, poor agricultural, 
marginal, etc.) The classifying 
would be up to each local tax 
assessor. 

The commission voted to op- 
pose it and to notify local 
legislators of their action. 


J. Claude Smith of Chelsea, 
who is director of the Tallacoosa 
Highland Lakes Association, 
asked the county commission to 
back a proposed legislative act 
which would put a one cent lodg-

Deputies not to receive pay 
while attending funerals 


Agreeing that Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment employees shouldn’t receive 
pay when they take off for a 
funeral, the Law Enforcement 
Personnel Board thinks the 
money should be repaid. 

The discussion Thursday even- 
ing involved an employee who 
was paid for the four hours spent 
away from the job at the funeral 
of a friend. 

However, the matter was tabl- 
ed until further information 
could be obtained. Board 
member Mickey Johnson was 
asked to talk to Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow and Chief Deputy 
James Jones. 

It was the board’s opinion 
though, that whoever authorized 
the employee to attend the 
funeral, should be the one liable 
to repay the money. 

The board’s rules say that per- 
sonnel are only permitted to at- 
tend the funeral of a family 
member and still get paid. 

One member of the board com- 
plained that ‘‘No one looks at the 


rules before making a decision,"’ 

Johnson was asked by the 
board to be a liason between the 
board and the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment in case any questions about 
policy came up. 

A letter from the Sheriff re- 
questing the discontinuance of 
overtime for investigators was 
read. But the board felt they 
would be unable to take any ac- 
tion without first discussing the 
matter with the commission. 

After a long delay, a third 
stripe was finally added onto a 
deputy’s sleeve, 

Tom Smitherman has been ad- 
vanced to the rank of sergeant 
and the Sheriff has been 
presented with another list of 
three names from which to 
choose another sergeant. 

Glasgow had rejected one of 
the names on the first list, and 
that man has since quit. He also 
insisted that a deputy have three 
years of service with the depart- 
ment before being eligible for 
that rank.

A year after asking for federal 
money for a county water study, 
the county commission was told 
Monday its pre-application has 
been approved, 

Stan Nelson of the firm Harry 
Hendon and Associates said that 
means that the federal govern- 
ment considers there is a need for 
such a study. Now the commis- 
sion can apply for a grant to con- 
duct the study, he said. The study 
would cost $46,750, of which 75 
percent would be paid by a 
federal grant through the 
Farmers Home Administration. 
Twenty-five percent, or $11,687 
would be paid by the county, 

Commissioners asked him 
about the 1969-70 study that was 
made and never used, Hendon 
said the new one “‘is supposed tu 
be a more comprehensive study 
than that.”’ 

He said it would take nine 
months to a year to complete, 
depending upon what shape the 
utility maps are in in the cities. 

The commissioners were in 
favor of a full study of water 
resources in the county, and 
voted to let Nelson make an ap- 
plication for the grant, 

Nelson said it would take three 
weeks to apply for the grant and 
about six weeks to know if it 
came through. 

The study would presumably 
outline all existing water and 
sewer lines in the county. It could 
be used for future expansion 
plans in any area. It would also 
be useful in studying long-range 
water needs of the various sec- 
tions of the county, 


The former owners of the Shop 
N Stop convenience store in 
Alabaster were both sentenced to 
prison terms Monday for the sale 
and possession of marijuana. 

Judge Robert Armstrong 
ordered Fannie Graffeo to prison 
for four years, allowing her to 
serve her sentences concurrently. 

Her husband John was given 
two seven year terms; one for 
selling and the other for poses- 
sion, which he will serve separate- 
ly. 

A jury found Mrs. Graffeo 
guilty of selling marijuana in 
January. And she later pled guil- 
ty to another charge of selling 
and to a charge of possession. 

Confined to the hospital when 
his wife was tried, John Graffeo 
entered guilty pleas to both 
charges against him. 

Judge Harold Walden sentenc- 
ed Avery Lodge to four years in 
prison for theft of property Ist 
degree. 

Lodge then filed a notice of ap- 
peal and the appeal bond was set 
at $15,000. 

In other sentencing, James 
Lloyd Smith was given a year for 
burglary, 3rd degree; Ann 
Shirley, to serve 30 days with a 
one year suspended sentence and 
one year probation for burglary 
3rd degree; James Oneal Goff 
Jr., two years suspended, three 
years probation for VAUCSA. 


George P. Kidd, 
suspended, two year probation 
for theft 2nd degree; Anthony R.

First, and foremost, is a bill to 
enact a new capital punishment 
statute. As you know, the United 
States Supreme Court ruled part 
of our current death penalty un- 
consititutional, and that ruling 
has cast doubt on the remainder 
of the statute. The new statute, 
written under the able supervi- 
sion of your Attorney General 
Charles Graddick, would enact a 
totally new and clearly constitu- 
tional capital punishment statute. 

I believe a death penalty is a 
deterrent to vicious crime and the 
bill has my total support. This 
bill has passed the House of 
Representatives, and is coming 
up for debate on the Senate floor 
this week. If you feel as I do, you 
should let your local district at- 
torney know of your support and 
offer to help him win unanimous 
approval by the Senate. 

Another anti-crime bill design- 
ed to aid local law enforcement is 
the new Search Warrant Pro- 
cedure bill. The legislation would 
give your State Troopers and 
local Police Chiefs access to the 
courts for search warrants. If we 
are to expect our police, sheriffs, 
and troopers to do an effective 
job of catching criminals, they 
must be provided an opportunity 


to obtain search warrants as 
quickly as possible. 

This search warrant bill is cur- 
renily under consideration by the 
House Judiciary Committee, and 
must win acceptance there before 
being allowed a vote by the full 
House membership. 

The third get-tough-against- 
crime bill is one allowing the ar- 
resting agency to confiscate the 
money obtained in drug raids and 
other crimes invoving money. As 
the law presently stands on the 
books, money obtained in drug 
raids is given back to the 
criminal. Many times this money 
results from the sale of drugs to 
our young citizens, and is used to 
pay for attorneys fees to free the 
criminal. That is not right, and 
this bill would discontinue this 
process. 

The bill would allow the gover- 
ning body of the arresting agency 
to keep the cash, or cash resulting 
from the sale of vehicles con- 
fiscated. This means a city would 
receive the money if the local 
police made the arrest; the county 
would get money resulting from 
arrests by sheriffs; and the State 
of Alabama would take money 
obtained from arrests by State 
Troopers.

The dip just may be the pro- 
blem, and the dip just may 
come out. 

An outcry from Pelham 
residents in the area of the in- 
tersection of Old Montgomery 
Highway and highway 261 is 
asking for traffic signals to be 
installed there to cut the acci- 
dent rate. But studies show 
that traffic lights often in- 
crease accident rates at in- 
tersections, and the state 
highway department is 
awaiting the results of an 
ongoing traffic flow study 
before deciding on that course 
of action. 

Preliminary indications are 
that authorities are leaning 


more in the direction of widen- 
ing highway 261 from highway 
31 west to just through the in- 
tersection, and adding turn 
lanes: This is what computer 
findings are expected to show. 

But reports from victims of 
accidents there, reports from 
police personnel, and personal 
observation prompted this 
reporter to inform the state 
highway department that the 
dip in highway 261, just east 
of the intersection, renders ap- 
proaching vehicles invisible 
from sight--often until too 
late. 

When informed of this, 
state highway department pre- 
construction assistant engineer 
Lynn Wolfe noted that such

morals of dog racing and gambl- _ 


ing, but the right of the people to 
vote. 

Councilman John Tanner read 
the motion to vote as follows: ‘‘I 
move that this city council re- 
quest that the legislature give the 
citizens of Pelham the right to 
vote on dog racing within the Ci- 
ty of Pelham. I want it clearly 
understood that this motion in no 
way endorses dog racing or pari- 
mutuel wagering by the city coun- 
cil or members thereof.’’ 

In a roll call vote, councilmen 
Ray Hamilton and Wilard Payne 
said, ‘‘Aye’’ to the motion. 
Councilmen Bob Cleveland and 
Maynard said, ‘‘Nay.”’ 

During the discussion Maynard 
explained he had been advised 
that if the council moved for the 
resolution, it would in fact be an 
endorsement of the dog track, 
something he could not do. 

After the meeting Cleveland 
explained that he was unable to 
divorce approval of the right to 
vote for the track from an en- 
dorsement. He said he had cam- 
paigned on ‘“‘scriptural prin- 
cipals,’’ and during the discus- 
sion he cited the Biblical story of 
Aaron, Moses and the golden 
calf, noting that what the people 
‘‘want’’ is not necessarily what’s 
right for them. 

“I am personally against the 
dog track,’’ he told the Reporter 
after the meeting. ‘‘When we 
petition the legislature, we have, 
in my way of thinking, approved 
the .people’s opinion on the 
issue.”’ 

During the meeting Hamilton 
emphasized that the question at 
hand was the right to vote on the 
issue, not the morality of a track. 
He also asked Cleveland to make 
public the findings of an informal 
survey Cleveland had conducted 
on the question. 

Cleveland said he had asked 15 
Pelham residents he did not know 
for their opinion on voting for 
the dog track. A dozen had been 
in favor of the track and two of 
the other three said they thought 
people had the right to vote on 
the issue. 

Payne, who had cast a dissen- 
ting vote last year when dog rac- 
ing came before the council, told 
the Reporter after the meéting 
Monday that had he thought 
about it more last year, he would 
have voted for the right to let the 
people decide the issue. 

During the meeting, and after- 
wards to the Reporter, Dunaway 
noted remarks had been made 
about ‘‘my morals not being too 
high,’’ and he said he resented 
the statements. 

**If in fact it is morally wrong 
to bet on dog racing, and if it 
goes to a vote and passes, so- 
meone in society hasn’t done 
their job, and it’s not the city 
council. The churches are wan- 
ting us to legislate something they 
haven’t been able to do. I dn’t in- 
tend to take a stand for or against 
the track. I want it to be a true 
decision of the people of 
Pelham.”’ 

He added that just because the 
council approved liquor licenses 
for stores, that did not mean the 
council condoned drinking. 

If the legislature grants a vote 
to the people, and if that vote 
passes, a Pelham Dog Racing 
Commission would be establish- 
ed to oversee development of the 
track. The city could get 6 per- 
cent of all wages bet, which could 
run to an estimated $100 million 
per year. Of the city’s cut, the 
county board of education would 
get 5 percent, higher education in 
the county would receive 2 per- 
cent and the county commission 
would have | percent to upgrade 
law enforcement, according to 
the bill. (See legal notice.)

You don’t have to look very 
hard to find treasure in Shelby 
County. 

It’s visible to anyone driving 
along county roads. 

The valuable commodity which 
puts hundreds of millions of 
dollars in the pockets of Alabama 
landowners each year is timber, 
and most agree that it’s the 
state’s number one industry. 

However, there are some lan- 
downers who use their acreage 
for purposes other than profit. 

And two of them live in Shelby 
County. They are H.M. Gordon 
and his son Brian, who are 
finalists for a TREASURE forest 
award. 

On Tuesday, the Gordons took 
the selection committee over 
1,000 acres on three tracts of their 
timberland in the Columbiana 
area. 

What the committee was look- 
ing for was how well landowners 
had practiced multiple use 
management. 

What that means is using land 
for a number of purposes that are 


compatible. These include 
timber, watershed, outdoor 
recreation, aesthetics, en- 


vironmental 
wildlife. 

The Gordons are among the six 
finalists in the state for the 
TREASURE award, And accor- 
ding to district forester Barton 
Williams, they are the first in the 
county to be considered for the 
recognition. 

Gordon reported that he now 
owns between 6,000 and 7,000 
acres of land which he said had 
been accumulated by he and his 
family since 1928. 

The three tracts he showed the 
committee were in Joinertown, 
along Beaver Creek Cemetery 
Road and around Florence 
Church off County Road 49. 

From the standpoint of 
management, what impressed 
him, remarked Tom Kimbrell of 
the Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion, was the natural regenera- 
tion of the pine.

Food prices keep going up 


but ‘thrifty’ plan slows pace 


On the whole, the price of 
feeding your family is going up at 
a slower pace than it did during 
the last month of 1980, the latest 
Statistics from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicate. 

USDA home economists say 
records of prices show it cost 40 
cents more per week to feed a 
family of four with elementary 
school children at home in 
January than it cost during 
December of 1980--if you used 
the “‘thrifty’’ plan. This is the 
least expensive of four suggested 
food-buying plans. 

People who used the ‘‘thrifty”’ 
plan spent an average of $55.30 
per week on food for a family of 
four with elementary school 
children at home during January. 
In December, feeding the same 
family under the same conditions 
cost $54.90--higher than the 
figure for November by 70 cents. 

Under the “‘liberal’’ plan, most 
lavish of the four, feeding the 
same family a week cost $106.10 
in January, up from $105.40 in 
December.

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Haste needed in cattle testing

Alabama has a problem with 
brucellosis. And unless cattlemen 
take steps to deal with it, 
marketing breeding stock could 
be very difficult after Jan. 1, 
1982, 

That’s when new, stricter rules 
governing cattle movement are 
scheduled to go into effect. 

In times past, when cattlemen 
got ready to sell or buy breeding 
stock, all they had to do was to 
agree on the price, have them 
tested for brucellosis once and 
load them up. However, next 
year things won’t be that simple. 

Here’s what will happen: 
Alabama will be ranked into class 
A, B or C according to the in- 
cidence of brucellosis in its cattle. 
To become class A, the state must 
have gone 12 months without any 
brucellosis. To qualify as a class

shelter if possible. Open any 
basement windows and take 
shelter away from them under 
heavy furniture. 

--In apartments, houses or of- 
fices without basements or storm 
shelters, go to a first floor inner 
hallway, closet, doorwell or win- 
dowless bathroom. Lying in the 
bathtub under a mattress is 
relatively safe shelter. 

--Keep a tornado kit at your 
pre-determined shelter. The kit 
should include a flashlight, por- 
table radio, supply of batteries, 
blankets and first aid supplies. 

--Don’t attempt to pick up 
children from school. Most 
school buildings are safer than 
homes. 

--Usually, it’s unwise to try to 
outrun a tornado by car. Get out 
of your car and lie in a ditch with 
hands protecting your head. 
However, if you feel you must at- 
tempt an escape by car, drive 
away from the tornado’s path at 
a right angle. 

--If you live in a mobile home, 
seek other shelter immediately. 
(Even ditches are safer.) Damage 
can be minimized by securing the 
mobile home with cables an- 
chored in concrete.

B state, no more than 1 percent 
of the herds can be infected. 

Last year, Alabama had 1.5 
percent infected herds, which 
means we are in the class C 
group--the lowest. 

If Alabama doesn’t become a 
class B state by Jan. 1 of next 
year, breeding animals must be 
tested clean twice at 60-day inter- 
vals before they can be sold. This 
can really slow down marketing. 

Whatever happens, cattlemen 
need to act now to get their herds 
certified free of brucellosis. Then 
it won’t matter what classifica- 
tion Alabama has, 

Having a herd certified has two 
main advantages: Not. only will 
the owner be able to sell cattle 
whenever you want with no pre- 
testing, but buyers will often pay 
premium prices for cattle from 
certified free herds.

If you get into big challenges, 
however, if you wanted to take 
on a tough pitcher, if you wanted 
to face two of the toughest pit- 
chers to come out of Shelby 
County in a long time--possibly 
forever--THEN you would want 
to face Steve Smitherman and 
Chris Holler. But lot’s of luck, 
Jack. 

In 1978 Holler went 11-1 as he 
led the Pelham Panthers to 18-7 
record. He was the kind of guy 
who could go in against Calera, 
down 3-0 in the fourth with no 
outs and the bases loaded, and 
pitch 12 strike outs. 

At Chipola Junior College in 


(Florida he went 6-0 as a freshman 
~ and 8-4 as a sophomore when the 


team finished fourth in the state. 
Now a junior on scholarship at 
Birmingham Southern, Holler 
was 4-0 for the 15-2 Panthers 
when the Reporter talked with 
him last Thursday. 

Smitherman, as a senior last 
year at Thompson, went 9-0, in- 
cluding two no-hitters and a 
perfect game over Childersburg 
for the area title; that night he 
hurled 10 strikeouts while allow- 
ing no hits, no walks and no men 
to get on base. Against Shelby 
County for Thompson’s first 
county championship, ‘‘Tubbs’’ 
struck out ten batters, walked 
none and allowed only one hit. 

Now on scholarship to the 
University of Alabama, Smither- 
man had pitched 16 innings when 
the Reporter talked with him 
Sunday. Already he has burned 
21 batters while giving up 10 
walks and only three hits for a 1.1 
ERA. In relief against Jackson 
State he pitched four perfect inn- 
ings. 

Two years ago Holler coached 
Smitherman on the 17-18 year old 
North Shelby Dixie Youth team 


which posted a 15-3 record and 


finished fifth in the state. ‘‘I pit- 
ched Smitherman as much as 
possible,’’ Holler said. 


Here’s what Holler and 
Smitherman had to say about the 
game of baseball, rivalries, each 
other, and the future: 


**What’s your best pitch?’’ the 
sports information director at 
Birmingham Southern asked 
Chris Holler prior to the season. 

***A strike,’ I told him. If you 
can throw a strike with something 
on it, you can beat anybody. A 
walk’s 65% of a run. But I guess 
you'd say I have a strong curve.”” 

You don’t talk long with 
Holler before you realize how big 
a part baseball plays in his life. 
Talk a little longer and you 
realize he not only loves the 
sport, but at the same time he 
takes a realistic view of the part it 
plays in his life. 

**Anything you’re good at, you 
like. I’m not that great, but I try 
pretty hard. There’s always 
something you can do to im- 
prove.”’ 

‘*My dad (Chris is the son of 
Ken and Diane Holler of Pelham) 
used to pitch for Ensley High 
School. Now that he’s an assis- 
tant at Pelham, he’s doing 
something he wanted to do all his 
life. He was always there when I 
needed him and he helped mea 
lot. But he never pushed me. A 
lot of kids’ dads push them so 
they can go to college. I’m still 
playing because he didn’t push 
me.”” 

Recognizing the fact that his 
arm now gives him trouble, Chris 
Holler has swiveled his future 
sights from pitching to coaching. 
“If you don’t make it big in 
baseball, you don’t really make 
it. Now I’m in it for the school. I 
wouldn’t mind coaching some 
day at a college level. ‘A kid’s got 
to like something to be good at 
it’--that’s why I should be a 
coach--I can hand out all kinds of 
philosophy like that.”’ 

Holler credits the success of his 
coaching debut with the DY team 
partly to talents of Smitherman, 
David Cofer and his other 
players. But he notes that a lack 
of pressure, the fact that 
everyone was out just to have a 


good time, also helped the team 
clean up that year. 

That was the last time Holler 
saw Smitherman until Birm- 
ingham Southern played the Tide 
recently. Bama won 7-5. Neither 
of them got to pitch, but still it 
was a chance for two former 
rivals to get together again as 
friends. 

‘*Smitherman’s lost 20 pounds. 
Shoot, I wish I had his size. He’s

throwing pitches at 85-90 miles 
per hour, he’s very coachable and 
he wants to learn. I wish I could 
buy stock in him.”’ 

**Smitherman’ll play pro ball 
for sure. He’s got it made. He's 
just starting. I'll probably read 
about him long after I hang it up. 
I'll say, ‘Sure, he’s one of mine!’ 
He’s tough. He'll be the best to 
ever come out of Shelby County, 
I guarantee you.”’

As far as rivalries go, Holler’s 
enemy is now the University of 
Montevallo, and he hopes to 
pitch against them Saturday 
evening in a double header at 
Falcon Field. 

In the past there was no love 
lost between any Pelham Panther 
and a Thompson Warrior, but 
graduation changed all that and 
now Holler considers Smither- 
man a friend. Still, competitive 
drive makes Holler hope he and 
Smitherman will get the chance to 
play against each other next year 
when Southern and Alabama 
meet again. 

**We’ll be best of friends until 
we get on the field. If I lost to so- 
meone, though, I’d rather it be 
him. You don’t mind losing so 
much when you lose to the best.”’ 

With his dugout philosophy 
tucked away under his baseball 
cap, Chris Holler ended the inter- 
view to walk across campus to his 
eleven o’clock class: baseball 
coaching. 


Steve Smitherman swapped 
Warrior red for crimson red, 
swapped Pelham for Auburn in 
the rivalry slot of his brain, and 
worked off 20 pounds from his 
waistline. He also picked up an 
awesome slider from coach Barry 
Shollenberger. Other than that, 
the Alabaster native, now in his 
freshman year at Tuscaloosa, is 
the same ol’ Steve. His new team- 
mates even still call him 
**Tubbs.”’ 

“*Everything’s going real 
good,”” he said when contacted 
by phone Sunday. ‘‘We’ve got a 
real good team. We’re 14-2-1 and 
were at the top of the western 
division in the SEC. We'll pro- 
bably be in the top 20 next 
week.” 

“If I could just throw against 
Auburn this week--that’d be 
everything.’”’ 

“I’m still slow, but I’m a lot 
faster than I used to be. I’m 
down (in weight) to 205 from 225 
when I first came here. It took a 
lot of hard work--running--but I 
stuck it out, I guess because I love 
the game so much. That’s what 


makes you put out--when you 
love the game.”’ 

““As a kid, after games in 
Alabaster, I used to go out by 
myself and hit rocks with a 
broom. Nobody’s ever said, 
‘Steve, you've got to play because 
you’re good.’ My daddy said to 
play if I wanted to. I'll play 
baseball three more years or 20 
more years--as long as I love the 
game.”’ 

What’s he going to be when he 
grows up? A baseball player? 

“I'm striving for that goal.”’ 
That’s what I always wanted to 
do. I’m not saying I’m the best, 
but I’m going to work on it and 
I'll at least be able to play with 
the best of them.’’ 

Reflecting on the perfect four 
innings he pitched against 
Jackson State on March 3, 
Smitherman noted that his 
parents, Robert L. and Jean, his 
brother Bobby and his girl friend, 
Allison Brown, all drove from 
Alabaster to watch him play and 
to celebrate his birthday the next 
day. ‘‘Knowing someone cares 
about you and is in the stands 
pulling for you makes all the dif- 
ference.”’ 

As for playing against Chris 
Holler--‘‘That’d be a lot of fun. 
He’s real good and we’re good 
friends. He knows a lot about 
baseball. When he coached me 
two years ago, he told me a lot 
about what to expect when I 
played in college, about the bat- 
ters being a lot tougher and not 
going after pitches in the dirt. 
And he helped me a lot with my 
curve.” 

“As far as Pelham goes, I 
don’t hate Pelham. It’s all just a 
rivalry thing. I don’t hate 
Auburn, but now them, I don’t 
like them at all.’’ 

Once a big stick in the Thomp- 
son battery, Smitherman has had 
to give up batting to pitch at 
Bama. He says he misses swing- 
ing the bat but it was something 
he had resigned himself to when 
he signed the scholarship last year 
to play for Alabama.

At the very least, a child label- 
ed ‘‘mentally retarded’’ suffered 
neglect and misunderstanding.

unable to enjoy the fun and 
laughter shared by other children 
of his own age.
